| The Cities Committee of the Senate, under 

he lead of Senator MoCarty of Kings, who 
poted as Chairman in the absence of Col. W. L. 
Brown, and of the Assembly,.under its Chair 
gman, Col. Webster of New-York, occupied seats 
around the stenographers’ table, which was 
oovered.with maps and lithographs. Scattered

Green and Frederick W. Devoe of New-York, 
two of the Commissioners selected to examine

| Andrew H. Green said that the consolidation 
‘project was the most important now before the 
Deopie of the State. He gave an acoount of the 
etforts to effect consolidation which had been 

esince 1873, when the Bronx Kiver was 
ade the east boundary of New-York City, and 
xplained the bill, which is the outcome of the 
meliberations of the commission of 1890. In 
eonsidering the bill the Legislature would do 
‘well to remember, said Mr. Green, that he who 
angs upon the wheels of progress is likely to 
ibe crushed beneath their revolutions. 

James Matthews of Brooklyn said that the 
greater New-York Committee comprised 700 
eiltizens, mainly Democrats. They asked the 
ight to express themselves at the ballot box. 

William J. Gaynor said that his delegation 

presented a large majority of the people of 

rookliyn, and that the idea that the larger part 
jof the people of the City of Churches were op- 
“posed to consolidation with New-York was a de- 
usion. Mr. Gaynor said that what Brooklyn's 
"voters had lacked was opportunity, not intel- 
Qigenes or loyalty to what was right. They no 
jlenger proposed to trust their public affairs to 
\persons who would run them in their own pri- 
“vate interests. 

The Consolidation bill was, the speaker con- 
tinued, only advisory, and its advocates would 
pot commit themselves as favoring the — 
}of the two cities, but merely as being willing to 
‘allow the people to announce their wishes in 
(the matter. He then recitedin detail the argu- 
ments founded on the figures of the tax bills of 
‘the two cities, and showed how the taxes of 
Brooklyn were more than double those of New- 
‘York. The interest of rentpayers in the pro- 
sposed consolidation and the cause of the exces- 
‘sive taxes and rentals in Brooklyn were taken 
jap in order. 
|} Insurance and loans were in some cases re- 
‘fused and in others made on such exorbitant

eessive valuation, Mr. Gaynor added. From

“Brooklyn standing alone must always remain 
womparatively poor. New-York even owns the 
‘water front of Brooklyn up to low-water mark. 
Zyvery ship atioat around Brooklyn is within the 
City of; New-York. Manv people seem never to 
pal inquired vr even thonght why it is that New- 
‘York City owns the ferry rights onthe Brooklyn 
pide as wellas on the New-York side, and receives 
wll of the rents and revenues therefrom. I learn that 
wone of the statesmen who represent the City of 
Brooklyn in the Legislature proposes to introduce 
and pass a bill giving to Brooklyn ite surrounding 
water front a8 an offset to the consolidation move- 
gnent. I would like to hear him explain how he 
proposes to take the property of the corporation 
of New-York City away from it without paying 
gor it, as the Constitution requires.

Mr. Gaynor reviewed the unity of the mate- 
yial and moral interests of the two cities, and 
contrasted public sentiment in the two places. 
In New-York, he said, the politicians who 
abused the public’s confidence were promptiy 
and severely dealt with, In Brooklyn the polit- 
ical leaders did as they pleased. 

In closing, he spoke of the advantages and 
paving ip expense of a joint Government, and 
told how Brooklyn would be lifted up by con- 
solidation. 

Edward ©. Graves of the Citizens’ Committee 
aid that the issue his committee presented was 
supported by both Democrats and Republicans 
and was entirely non-partisan. Opposition, Mr. 
Graves said, was, of course, inevituble. “ This 
opposition is, to a large oxtent, voiced and rep- 
resented by certain Brooklyn afternoon news- 
papers, every one of which is subsidized to op- 
‘pose consolidation. These newspapers are 
drawing from $20,000 to $50,000 a year each 
from the present City of Brooklyn for the publi- 
eation of legal advertisements found in their 
columns, which money they are afraid of losing 
by consolidation when there is no City of 
Brooklyn." Mr. Graves explained that all that 
‘was asked for was an opportunity to obtain an 
expression of public opinion. There was a pre- 
cedent, he said, in the case of the annexation of 
Williameburg, in 1553, and the same news- 

pers and same class of people who now op- 

ge consolidation and oppose submitting it to 
‘e popular vote were then clamorously in favor 
of the very things they are now denouncing. 

Senator MeCarren denied that per capita tax- 

tion in Brooklyn was greater than in New- 
Fork. The consolidation plan, he said, had not 
attracted much attention. It originated among 
bentimentalists who wish to create a oi to 

yal London, and these had been join by

@ because it was new. Brooklyn had in- 

ased in population faster than New-York. 
‘rom 1883 to 1892 the average per capita tax 
in New-York had been 21.33; in Brooklyn it 
had been 11.62. For the same period the school

$1.97 for Brooklyn; the cost of supporting the 
lice force, $2.75 in New-York and $1.52 in 
rooklyn; the Fire Department, $1.26 in New- 

York and 84 cents in Brooklyn; the Judioiary 

fn New-York $1.02, andin Brooklyn 13 cents; 

interest on municipal debts, $4.47 in New-York 
and $1.85 in Brooklyn. 

These contrasts showed the greater cost of 

overnmentin New-York. Had the two cities 

lidated oe nad ate ba in the 
united city for t) as m years 
would have been $16. instead of be- 
tween $6 and $7 which had been paid in Brook- 
lyn. Consolidation would raise rents and cre- 
ate fictitious land values. Mere annexation 

‘would not change Brooklyn atall Her condi- 

tions would remain the same so far a6 raising 

vyevenue was concerned.

Senator Aspinall ridiculed the Mayor's offer. 
The bill had been here two months, he said, and 
not a single Brooklyn newspaper or city official 
shad spoken a good word for it. Now, when pub- 
wis sentiment was daily swelling for it, the 
“Mayor sends his prineipal law officer here, to do 
what! To accomplish the defeat of the bill ina 
covert way. The Mayor was like the character 
in Shakespeare; ‘‘ He tests too much.” “In 
conclusion,” said Mr. Aspinall, “I want to say 
right bere that I reject the Mayor's amendment. 
This bill must be passed by the Senate or killed 
just ae it is—just as it was introduced; I will 
make no amendment to it.” 

Senator MoOarren characterized the measure 
as ridiculous without the amendment, and asked 
what would be the use of the vote of the peo- 
pleif a consolidation bill was to be introduced. 

Mr. W. J. Gaynor said a few words in \conclu- 
sion. He stigmatized the Mayor's proposition 
as Cor “We reject it,” he said. “ This is 
final” 

The hearing then ended. Neither committee 
reached a decision, nor was any test taken as to 
the choice of the members. Each committes 
will meet formally next week. Senator Mo- 
ew suggested to the Kings County men that 
‘the bill be amended in such a shape that the 
majority of all the votes cast in Kings County, 
including the City of Brooklyn and the outlying 
towns, decide the question, but this eerpy 
was rejected. ‘“‘ We will take this bill as it is or 
wo will have none,” said Mr. Aspinall. “ The 
most careful work hae been used in its prepara-

AGAINST THE NEW-YORK LIFE.

T. STEWART WHITE BRINGS SUIT FOR 
$100,000. : 


GRAND Rapips, Mich., March 8.—T. Stewart 
White, in a long bill fled yesterday in the Cir- 
cuit Court, sete forth thatin 1889 he took out 
$100,000 insurance in the New-York Life In- 
surance Company. The premium was to be 
$5,500 a year for ten years, when, if he still 
lived, $30,000 was to be paid to him. 

For special reasons he claimed he was to be 
given a 50-per-cent. rebate on his premium, and 
the company gave him what purported to be an 
agreement to that effect. He says he subse- 
quently found that the rebate agreement was a 
delusion, and that the company had negotiated 


his note of $5,500, which he gave in payment of 
the first premium, with the express understand- 
ing that it should not be negotiated. 

He sues for $100,000 damages. 





Speaking of the case to a NEw-YOrRK TIMES 
reporter last night, John A. McCall, President 
of the New-York Life Insurance Company, said: 
“Mr. White of Grand Rapids was induced in 
1889 by 8. L. Dinkelspiel, an agent of the New- 
York Life, to take a policy with the promise in 
writing, approved by Mr. Beers, the late 


President, that he should have a rebate of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. on the new premiums re- 
ceived during 1889 in Michigan. 

“This rebate was to be allowed on the second 
and all subsequent premiums. One premium 
was paid by Mr. White, and before the second 
was due he informed the company that an oral 
agreement made with Mr. Dinkelepiel provided 
that the deduction was to be 50 per cent. of his 
premiums without regard to the amount pro- 
vided in the written agreement. The company 
refused to carry out any Other than the written 
agreement, and Mr. White failed to pay any 
premium but the first one. 

« He has never complained since 1890 about 
the matter, and the dispatch is the tirst intima- 
tion the company has had of his suit Mr. 
Dinkelspiel is not now an agentof the New- 
York Life, his contract being terminated by me 
on the first week of my election as President, 
February, 1892.” 





THE PORTLAND ELECTION. 


THE CONTROL OF THE CITY DEPENDS ON 
A COURT DECISION, 


PORTLAND, Me., March 8.—The election 
trouble here assumed a new phase this after- 
noon. To-day in Ward 3 a third election has 
been held for two Councilmen The Republicans 
staid away from the polls and the Democrats 
had a walkover. 

But as soon as the polis closed Sheritf Cram 
stepped inside the rail and served upon the 
Ward Cierk an order for him to appear before 
Judge Walton of the Supreme Court at1i1 A. 
M. to-morrow on a petition for a writ of man- 
damus sworn out by James C. Kent and Walter 
L. Lefavor, two Republican candidates for 
Common Councilin thatward. They claim that 
they were legally elected on Monday, and by 
the certified returns of the Democratic Warden 
they did receive a majority of the votes cast for 
Councilmen. There were twenty-four ballots, 
however, that contained no vote for Counoil- 
men, andthe Democrats claim that these bal- 
lots should be included ;in the count. if this is 
done there would be no choice. 

The decision of the court will determine 
whether the City Council shall be Republican 
or Democratic. 


Death of a Noted Caterer, 
Boston, March 8.—Orray Augustus Taft, one 
of the best-known bonifaces in the country, the 
veteran caterer and proprietor for many years 
of that noted haunt for epicures, *‘ Taft's,” at 
Point Shirley, died this morning at 6:15 o’olock, 
at the Copley Square Hotel, where he had re- 


sided during the Winter. He leaves a wife and 
one daughter, Mra. W.C. Ullman. He was born 
in West Roxbury, May 14, 1817. Im 1850, he 
went to Point Shirley, where he soon made such 
a name for himself by his game dinners ag to be 
considered oue of the finest caterers in the 
country. 








Gov. Frank Brown is Very Ill. 
BALTIMORE, M4, March 8.—Gov. Frank Brown 
is seriously ill at his hotel in this city, the result 
of exposure on inauguration day. On Satur- 
day he was on horseback from morning until 


after6 o’olock. He suffered intensely, but re- 
fused tostep out ofthe parade. He was taken 
ill Sunday and this morning his condition was 
considered dangerous, but he rallied, and to- 
night he is said to be improving. He was elect- 
ed Governor in 1891 for a term of four years. 





A Dry Dock for Algiers, pune 
WASHINGTOX, March 8.—Plans will soon be 
prepared for a large timber dry dock at Algiors, 
opposite New-Orleans, La. A site has already 
been acquired at that place, and additional ter- 
ritory will probably be neoded. It is proposed 
to build a dry dock there as large as the dock 
ustcommenced at the Lbreoklyn Navy Yard. 
Ths will accommodate ships in the Gulf and 
South Atlantic, and in time of war will be one 
of the best-protected and mostimportant sta- 
tions. 





Col. Byan Made a General, 
Harrax, N. &, March 8.—Col. Ryan, com- 
manding officer of the Royal Artillery, North 
America, stationed at Halifax, has been pro- 


moted to the rank of General. Col. Ryan was 
invited by the Washington authorities to be 
present at the late experiments with the new 
dynamite gun.

ELEVATED RAPID TRANSIT 


‘WHAT IS TO BE DONE WILL BE 
KNOWN IN A FEW DAYS 


‘ORIGINAL PROPOSITIONS MUST BE MA- 
TERIALLY MODIFIED—NO USE OF 
FINE RESIDENTIAL STREBTS TO BE 
PERMITTED—MR. STEINWAY WILL 
NOT RESIGN FROM THE COMMISSION. 


Within a week, according to Mr. William 
Steinway, the propositions of the Manhattan 


Railway Company will be definitely acted on by 


the full Board of Rapid-Transit Commissioners, 
and it will be known just what kind of se-called 
rapid transit New- York is to have in piace of the 
underground system which the commission 
abandoned some months ago. 

This welcome news was brought forth yester- 
day as the result ef a rumor to the effect that 
Mr. Steinway, who is the President of the Rapid- 
Transit Commission, had resigned or had an- 
nounced an intention to resign. 

Final settlement of the rapid-transit question 
has been hanging fire for sometime because of 
Mr. Steinway’s illness. By the law under which 
the Rapid-Transit Commission exists, a majority 
of the members can adopt any new scheme of 
rapid transit, but a unanimous vote is required 
to extend existing lines of travel. 

On the abandonment of the underground 
scheme by the commission it fell back on the 
elevated roads for relief, and the elevated peo- 
ple put forward, in the shape ofa proposition 
to the commission, a plan of extension of their 
lines which would practically gridiron the oity 
with overhead structures. 

Mr. Steinway was taken sick soon after these 
propositions were received, and the commission 
has since been unable to act one way or the 
other. 

The illness of the President of the Rapid- 
Transit Commission has had a peouliar interest 
for the public, on account of his known opposi- 
tion to granting unlimited privileges to the ele- 


vated roads. The public pecame distrustful of 
the commission when the underground scheme 
was abandoned and the elevated monopoly was 
called on for heip,and this distrust deepened into 
apprehension in the minds of some when it was 
learned that Mr. Steinway had taken to his bed. 

Although it is not known in exactly what way 
in its details the Manhattan Railway Company 
will be allowed to provide rapid transit enough 
was learned yesterday to indicate that the or 
iginal propositions will have to be materially 
moditied before the commission will unani- 
mously adopt them. 

They will not, it was learned, be allowed to 
go through and depreciate fine residential 
streets. ‘his is understood to haveespecial ref- 
erence to the Boulevard route and to some of 
the other up-town routes on the west side. 

Indeed, it would seem to be more than proba- 
ble that the elevated road may have to attack 
the problem of rapid transit without the privi- 
lege of any important exteusions of its present 
system. ¢ 

A member of the commission, who would not 
allow his name to be used, said yesterday to a 
representative of Ture New-YorK TIMks: 

‘“*l am opposed unalterably to letting the ele- 
vated roads go through fine residential streets. 
I am further opposed to giving the roads an op- 
portunity to solve the rapid-transit problem 
except with their existing lines.”’ 

This would seem to indicate that the elevated 
roads may have to be content with the privilege 
of athird or “‘express”’ track on their present 
lines—in other words, that they may be allowed 
to increase their facilities, but will not be per- 
mittted to extend their system. 

Unknown to the public there have been nego- 
tiations quietly in progress during the past 
week or two between President Steinway and 
the other members of the commission, and those 
who are, speaking in general te!ns, friend]y to 
or affilia with the elevated roads. 

Beveral resolutions, it is learned, have been 
submitted to Mr. Steinway for his approval by 
the element in the Kapid-Transit Commission 
which is friendly to the elevated roads. Three 
of these resolutions, it is understood, he has re- 
jected, and the others are under consideration. 

A representative of THe NEW-YORK TIMES 
saw Mr. Steinway last night at his house in 
Grameroy Park. He was in bed, but was ap- 
parently much improved. 

“My long sickness, extending over two 
months, has greatly worried me,” he said, ‘“‘ be- 
cause it has retarded a great public improve- 
ment. My doctorand my family have begged 
me to resign, but I am aman who has @ great 
fealty to duty. I have worked on the rapid- 
transit problem forthree years with John 4H. 
Starin, and have accumulated a vast fund of in- 
formation on the subject, and were I to resign 
now it would retard the commission much more 
than if I remained in the commission and tried 
to domy duty. I am gradually improving. my 
head is as clear as crystal, and, although my 
recent domestic afiliction has somewhat re- 
tarded my recovery, Icannow sit up several 
hours every day, and expect to be outin a few 


days. 

“I think that within a few days we Rapid- 
Transit Commissioners can agree on a series of 
resolutions. A meeting of the commission can 
be held at my house, and the resolutions can be 
passed. I think it is my duty, under the ciroum- 
stances, toremainin the commission until its 
principal work is done. 

“I think that the resolutions of the commis- 
sion in regard to the propositions of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company will have been passed 
within a week from to-day.” 





STATE CHARTER ELECTIONS. 


RESULT OF SOME OF THE CONTESTS AT 
THE POLLS ON TUESDAY. 


CATSKILL, N. Y., March 8.—Town meetings 
were held in Greene County yesterday. The 


Democrats elected eleven Supervisors and the 
Republicans three, a Democratic gain of two. 

KinGston, N. Y., March 8.—The result of town 
meetings in Ulster yesterday shows fourteen 
Republican Supervisors elected, eleven Demo- 
orate, andone tie. The Republicans gain six 
Supervisors, and the Democrats three. The 
Board of Supervisors last year stood fourteen 
Democrats and twelve Republicans. No- 
license Excise Commissioners were elected in 
several towns. 

Fonpba, N. Y., March 8.—The Board of Super- 
visors of Montgomery County will contain ten 


Republicans and five Democrats, a Repub- 
lican gain of two. 

The Republicans of Amsterdam yesterday 
elected four out of five Supervisors. 





Funeral of Vicar General Brady. 
ST. Louis, March 8.—This morning the funeral 
of the late Vicar General, the Very Rev. Philip 
P. Brady, took place at 8t. John’s Churoh. The 


body had lain in state in front of the main altar 
since Monday evening. At 10 o’clock solemn 
requiem high mass was rendered by Bishop 
Hennessy of Wichita, Kan., assisted by a large 
number of deacons and sub-deacons. 

Nearly 100 priests occupied seats in the 
sanctuary. Representatives of the different 
Catholic societies of the city were seated in the 
main portion of the church. The funeral ser- 
mon was preached by Archbishop Ryan of Phil- 
adelphia. At the conclusion of the inass the 
congregation passed lefoere the casket. The 
body was foliowed to Caivary Cemetery by a 
large cortége. 





Premier Thompson Starts for Paris. 

Ortawa, Ontario, March 8.—Sir John Thomp- 
son, Premier of Canada, will sail from New 
York on Saturday for France as one of the 


British representatives in the Bering Sea arbi- 
tration in Paris. His supporters presented him 
with a congratulatery address to-day. 

Sir John, in reply, said that Canada onght to 
be glad of the opportunity of being Bagesseuae’ 
in a great international tribunal. Whatever 
the result of the meeting, Great Britain and the 
States had done a great deal for peace by 
agreeing to settle by debate what a few years 
ago would have been settled at the point of the 
bayonet.

IT IS UNCONSTITOUTIONAL. 


QUIETUS TO THE NEW-JERSEY CATHOLIC 
SCHOOL MONEY BILL. 


TRENTON, March 8.—The Assembly Commit- 
tee on Municipal Corporations reported the 
Catholio bill for the apportionment of part of 
the State school moneys to the parochial schoglse 
favorably to-day, and then Attorney General 
Stockton “ knocked it out” with one blow. 

When the bill was reported Mr. Wright of 
Bergen moved thatit be sent to the Attorney 
General for his opinion as to its constitation- 
ality. The House refused to consent, bud re- 
considered the refusal, 

Mr. Lane ventured to say that the Attorney 
General had said that the bill was not worth 
the paper it was written upon. 

Mr. Coyle of Hoboken, who had introduced it, 
plainly said to Mr. Lane that he was telling an 
‘untruth. 

Mr. Lane retorted that Attorney General 
Stockton had expressed himself to Gov. Werts. 

Mr. Harrigan of Essex was against sending 


the bill to the Attorney General, because it 
would delay its passage. 

Speaker Flynn suggested that the Attorney 
General might be requested to send in his opin- 
ion to-morrow. 

“Why,” interposed Mr. Wright, ‘‘he can have 
it here by noon.” 

Then the resolution, amended so as to require 
the opinion at the afternoon session, was 
adopted. 

Before the House took a recess for dinner, the 
opinion was in the hands of Clerk Kalisch. As- 
sistant Clerk Naughright read it as follows: 


“The first section of the bill provides that wher- 
ever any private school corporation incorporated 
under the laws of this State shall file in the ottice of 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction and 
in the oflice of the County Suporintendent a certi- 
fied copy of incorporation, together with an agree- 
ment signed by the vilicers of said corporation to 
maintain their said school as a free public school ac- 
cording to law, it shall be lawful for and the duty of 
the County Superintendent of Public Instruction to 
appoint the President, Secretary, and ‘lreasurer of 
the said corporation a Board of Scheol Trustees. 

“By Seotion 2 this Board of Trustees is vested 
with all the powers and privileges and subject to all 
conditions, requirements, and penalties contained in 
the act entitled, "An act to establish a system of 

ublic instruction,’ &c. By section 9 the County 
Collector in each county is authorized to deduct from 
the State school monoys due any city or school dis- 
trict the proportion of the State school mcveys to 
which suid additional free public schoo! created by 
thisact is entitled. The County Collector is made 
the custodian of the money. ‘ihe County Superin- 
tendent, upon the warrant of the Board of Trustees 
of said public school, shall draw order or orders 
upon the County Collector in favor of the teachers 
and the payment of euch incidental expenses as the 
law allows for public schools. 

“The Constitution of the State, Article I., Sec- 
tion 20, provides that ‘no donation of land orappro- 
priation of money shall be made by the state or any 
municipal corporation to or for the use of any 60- 
ciety, association, or corporation whatever.’ 

“tam of the opinion that the act attempts to ap- 
propriate money to the use of a corporation within 
the prohibition of the Constitution. Lhe same ques- 
tion was submitted to me some years since ip refer- 
ence to ab appropriation for Ratgers Cullege, and I 
then gave the opinion that the appropriation was 
unconstitutional. 

‘* Having reached the conclusion that the bill is 
unconstitutional for the reasons stated, it ie nnneces- 
sary for me to consider the question whether it is 
within the power of the Legislature under Article 
IV., Section 7, Paragraph 6, in providing for the 
maintenance and support ofa thorongh and efficient 
system of tree public schools for the instruction of 
allthe children in the State between the ages of 
five and eighteen years, to accomplish this resalt 
by the instrumeniality of a private corporation.” 

“That bill will not be progressed any fur- 
= ” Speaker Flynn was asked later in the 

ay. 

“No,” he answered, ‘“‘the understanding is 
that it will be withdrawn.” 





ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN STRIKE. 


CHIEF ARTHUR YESTERDAY TIED UP 
THE ANN ARBOR ROAD. 


TOLEDO, March 8.—The Ann Arbor Railroad 
engineers and firemen went out this morning at 
6 o’clockin obedience to the instructions of 
Chief Engineer Arthur. The strikers furnished 
a crew for the mail train, and that was the only 
train to leave here to-day. Chief Arthur has 
instructed the heads of the brotherhood lodges 
on the various connecting lines notto handle 
any Ann Arbor business.

men are out and that everything is tied up. 
There is a possibility that the atrike will extend 
to other roads.

BALFOUR STILL POPULAR 


——- 
OH URCHILL’S OPPORTUNITY HAS 
NOT YET COME, 


CONSERVATIVES ENCOURAGE EACH OTH- 
ER TO MAKE STOUT RESISTANCE TO 
THE HOME-RULE BILL—A SCHISM 
IN THE UNIONIST PARTY DENIED BY 
LORD SALISBURY. 


LONDON, March 8.—The meeting of Conserva- 
tives at the Carlton Club to-day was thron 
by the leaders as well as the rank and file of the 
party’s Parliamentary representatives. The 
occasion was one of intense interest, for every 
one was anxious to know what course would 
be taken in regard to the growing dissatisfac- 
tion with Mr. Balfour’s leadership, 

The meeting opened at noon. The Right 
Hon. A. J. Balfour was there in person, with 
the same cool, cynical, supercilious air that has 
characterized him in the House of Commons, 
whetker as chief spokesman for the Salisbury 
Government or as leader of the Opposition. 

To all outward appearances he betrayed no 
apprehension that his position of command 
would be shaken or even assailed. Lord Salis- 
bury was present also to stand by his brilliant 
nephew, to whom he is strongly attached, and 
in whose future he is a confirmed believer. 

Among others present were the Right Hon. 
George J. Goschen, formerly Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; the Right Hon. Lord George Fran- 
cis Hamilton, formerly First Lerd of the Ad- 
miralty: the Right Hon. Edward stanhope, 
formerly Secretary of State for War; the Right 
Hon, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, formerly Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and Lord Randolph 
Churchill, whom an influential section of the 
Conservatives hdVe desired to see appointed to 
the leadership of the Opposition in place of Mr. 
Balfour. 

If there was any disposition to mutiny it 
failed to develop into action. The meeting was 
not only harmonious, but enthusiastic, and it 
was evident that the Unionist victory at 
Grimsby had come opportunely to revive and 
reinvigorate the spirits of the despondent 

The chief feature of the gathering was an un- 
usually strong and decidedly earnest and ani- 
mated address by Lord Salisbury, in which the 
ex-Premier showed that he at least was full of 
old-time contidence that Irish home rule would 
yet be defeated and his party recalled to power. 

Lord Salisbury disavowed the remotest sus- 
picion on his part of the existence of any schism 


an the Unionist Party. Novertheless, the tone 
of his speech was sometimes very near that of 
sarcastic rebuke tor those who had suggested or 
thought of a change in the party leadership. 

He reprimanded the laxity shown by the 
party in the House of Commons. ‘The crisis 
into which the country had been plunged by 
the ambitious opportunism of a single states- 
man was one, his lordship declared, which the 
Unionista should brace themselves to weet. 
Half-hearted opposition to the separatist pro- 
gramme was worse than useless. Unionists 
must co-operate in continuous, unfiagging reso- 
lution to have the bill rejected on the second 
reading. 

Individuals, Lord Salisbury continued, must 
not compromise the party by unauthorized 
amendments or by challenging inopportune dl- 
visions, and all members of the party must 
rally to the support of their leaders. 

Lord Randolph Churchill quieted all surmises 
and hints as to any purpose on his part to su- 
persede Mr. Balfour by declaricg that his best 
efforts would be given to the support of Mr. 
Balfour as leader of the partyin the House of 
Commons. This annonncement was greeted 
with loud and hearty cheers. 

Other prominent Conservatives spoke oor- 
dially in behalf of a vigilant, active, and united 
opposition to Mr. Gladstone's Irish Home Rule 
bill, and every utterance in fayor of a strong 
and harmonious opposition was greeted with 


evidences of enthusiasm, + 


Col. Saunderson, Unionist, M. P. for North 
Armagh, declared in behalf of Irish Unionists 
that they would not only not accept the rule of 
a Parliament and an Executive sitting in Dub- 
lin, but would endeavor to destroy it, and 
would refrain from moving amendments to the 
Home Rule bill, lest they should appear to give 
ita semblance of approval. Cel. Saunderson 
avowed confidence in the leaders of the Union- 
ist Party. 

The meeting lasted one hour and ten minutes, 
and its results were regarded by the Conserva- 
tives as eminently satisfactory.

HOPES FOR IRELAND 


ENTHUSIASTIC CONVENTION OF THE 


IRISH NATIONAL FEDERATION, 


DUBLIN, March 8.—The National Convention 
of the Irish National Federation was held to-day 
in the Rotunda, Dublin: There was a crowded 
and enthusiastic attendance, and Thomas Sex- 
ton, M. P. for North Kerry, presided. All the 
principal men in the Irish Federation were 
present. 

Mr. Sexton predicted in his address that be- 
fore the end of the session the Irish Home Rule 
bill would reach the House of Lords, and that 
the Peers would find themselves ina critical 
position. They would have to decide whether 
they would defy the electors of the United 
Kingdom or yield to the popular will as ex- 
pressed through the House of Commons. 

If Ireland, Mr. Sexton continued, would heart- 
ily help Mr. Gladstone, the Grand Old Man 
would beat down opposition both in the House 
of Commons and in the House of Lords, and 
also the melodramatic exhibition which the 
Orangemen were olfering in order to bewildor 
and affright their British fellow-subjects. Mr. 
Sexton also announced that in view of the com- 
ing release of the Paris Fund, the fund now col- 
lecting for the relief of evicted tenants would 
soon be closed. 

The convention resolved, without a dissenting 
voice, to support the Home Rule bill at the 
second reading, and “atthe proper time to ob- 
tain the needful amendments which will render 
the bill permanent and the nature of Irish rights 
a lasting bond of union with Great Britain.” 
The convention also voted to establish a fund 
for the promotion of the National movement.

BROOKLYN POLICEMAN SHOT. 


PATROLMAN DONAHUE SAID TO HAVE 
RECEIVED A MORTAL WOUND. 


Patrolman Donahue and Mounted Policeman 
§ Clark of the Seventeenth Precinct, Brooklyn, 
had an exciting experience yesterday evening 
which may cost the former his life. 

Charles Kaiser of Liberty Avenue and Hen- 
drix Street, in company with George Wohlken 
of 982 Myrtle Avenue, started just before dark 
for Dexter Park, where they intended to indulge 
in rifle practice, both men being membors of the 
Parkway Gun Club. Mr. Wohlken carried a 
rifle, but Mr. Kaiser was unarmed. At Vesta 
and Jamaica Avenues the men began to dispute 
as to their skill ag marksmen, and finally Kaiser, 
it is said, called Wohlken a Iiar. 

Woblken threatened to blow Kaiser’s head off 


if the epithet was repeated, and Kaiser retorted 
that Wohiken was too cowardly todo anything 
of the kind. Thereupon Wohiken leveled the 
gun at Kaiser’s face. 

Just then Officer Donahue, who had followed 
the men in anticipation of trouble, rashed up 
end seized therifie. A struggle ensued for the 
possession of the weapon, in the course of 
which Wohlken gave the otticer a stinging blow 
in the face, and before he could recover, had 
taken aim at the officer and fired. 

Donahue fell to the sidewalk with a rifle ball 
in his groin, but picked himself up in a moment 
and started with drawn revolver in pursuit of 
Wohlken, who fled through Vesta Avenue. Po 
liceman Clark,who was patrolling the neighbor- 
hood on horseback, heard the shot and arrived 
on the scene just as Wohlken had all but es- 
caped. Putting spurs to his horse, he soon 
overtook the fugitive. 

Suddenly Wohiken wheeled, and dropping on 
one knee, in the military fashion for receiving 
cavairy, discharged the other barrel of his rifle 
at the policeman’s breast. 

The olticer stooped low in the saddle, and the 
shot passed harmiessly over his head. He then 
jumped from his horse and grappled with 
Wollken. 

Donahue, still bleeding, soon arrived, and be- 
tween them they succeeded in overpowering 
Wohlxen. He was taken to the Liberty Avenue 
Station, and will be arraigned before Justice 
Connelly, in the Gates Avenue Police Court, this 
morning. 

Donahue was conveyed to St. Mary’s Hospital. 
It is said that his wound will probably be fatal. 





A WIPFE’S SUICIDE, 


SHOT HERSELF IN THE PRESENCE OF 
HER HUSBAND. 


ROCKVILLE CENTRE, L. I., Mareh 8.—Mrs. 
Evelyn Southard, one of Wautagh’s most popu- 
lar and attractive women, committed suicide in 
the presence of her husband at their home there 
yesterday. 

Frederick Southard, the husband, being ex- 
treme domestic in his tastes, opposed most 
of his wife's social engagements, and when she 
returned from a rehearsalon Monday night for 
a church entertainment in which she was the 
leading spirit, he upbraided her with unusual 
severity. 

Yesterday morning he renewed the discussion, 
when suddenly his wife arose, and going to her 
Greasing table took up an ivory-handled re 
volver, placed it against her bosom, and fired. 
The shot penotrated her right breast, going 
almost through her body. She fell, killed in- 
stantly. As she went for the pistol, she said to 
her augry husband: 

“Toannot stand this any longer. I will kill 
myeelr first.” 

Her husband did not regard the threat seri- 
ously until she faced him with the pistol pointed 
against herself. The shotand her fall came so 
quickly that her husband did not have time to 
atay her hand. 

Mrs. Southard was twenty-five years old, re- 
markably pretty, and was always a ieader in 
the best entertainments and social functions in 
the villace, and extracted much pleasure from 
her social duties. 

The pistol with which she killed herself had 
been given herby Mr. Southard a year ago as 
a protection against tramps or intruders in his 
absence. Mr. and Mrs. Southard had been mar- 
ried bur a tritie over two years and there are no 
children. 

Coroner Horton heki the inquest to-day, and 
the funeral services will be held to-morrow.

ALBANY’S APRIL ELECTION IMPEBRILED 
BY THB MACHINE. 


MAYOR 


ALBANY, March 8.--The muddle caused by the 
action of President Armitage of the Common 
Council at the meoting of the Election Commis 
sioners in Albany over the appointment of 
election officers last Saturday is growing, and 
from present indications it will be impossible 
to hold a legal election here in April, as pro- 
vided under the charter. 

The law provides that the lists of Inspectors, 
poll clerks, &c., shall be published three days 
before the first day’s sitting of the registry 
boards. The Mayor has caused to be published 
the lists prepared by the regular Democratic 
organization. Under Judge Fursman’s manda- 
mus to publish the machine lists but two days’ 
publication can be had. To-day Mayor Manning 
took an appeal from the order of mandamus to 
the General Term, but this does not act asa 
stay to the order. The General Term cannot 
hear the matter before the May term, while the 
election ia in April. Under the writ of man- 
damus Mayor Manning is to appear at Special 
Term in Kingston before Justice Kdwards on 
Monday and make answer as to how the court’s 
command has been executed. 

Thore is a very bitter feeling existing against 
the machine Democrats. No officer of impor- 
tance except Supervisors is to be voted forjthis 
Spring. To save the election, if possible, and 
beat the machinations of the State machine, 
John A. Delehanty, counsel for Mr. Manning, 
went before Justice Mayham to-day and secured 
a stay.

of the Boston Investment Company and others 
against the City of Boston. 

The company is a Maine corporation doing 
business in this city. For two years the city as- 
sessed taxes amounting to $1,100 upon the 
company’s deposit in a bank. The money was 
paid under protest and suits were brought to 
recover the amount. The caso came up to the 
full bench upon agreed facts and it was ordered 
that the money be paid back.

TO BE MADE TO-DAY. 


EX-GOV. GRAY, PATRICK A. COLLINS, 
AND Cc. 8S HAMLIN MENTIONED 
AMONG THBM—THE SCRAMBLE FOR 
POSITION—SOME OF THE MEN WHO 
HAVE TOLD WHAT THEY WANT. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Two or three impor- 
tant offices have been determined on, and nom! 
nations will be sent to the Senate at its session 
to-morrow. 

The name of ex-Gov. Isaac Pusey Gray of In- 
diana will be sent in for either the Mexican or 
Chinese Mission. The best authority is in favor 
of the former. 

Patrick A. Collins of Massachusetts will be 
nominated for Consul General to London, 

Charles 8. Hamlin of Massachusetts will prob- 
ably be nominated for Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

The Mexican Mission is of the first class, and 
the compensation is $17,500. Thomas Ryan of 
New-York now holds the position. Ex-Gov. 
Gray said to the correspondent of THE NEW- 
YorK Tres to-night that he would not an- 
nounce which of the places was to be his. He 
was in a very happy frame of mind, and this 
had been noticed ever since he left the White 
House this afternoon.

especially well informed on tarilif' questions. 

The few nominations which will be sent in 
to-morrow will make no appreciable difference 


in the crowd whioh is here after offices. The 
list of men who want places is increasing every 
hour. If the men are not here in person, they 
have agents who are persistent in presenting 
their claims. 

Ex-Judge Lambert Tree of Chicago, ex-Minis- 
ter to Kussia and Belgium, is in the ofty, and is 
put down by some as a possibility for one of 
four first-class missions—England, l‘rance, Ger- 
many, and Russia. Ex-Representative John E. 
Ruasell of Massachusetts is ‘‘slated’’ by his 
friends for Minister to Spain. Kx-Seoretary 
Bayard is talked of for Minister to England. 

Gen. John C. Underwood of Chicago is a can- 
didate for Assistant Secretary of War. He was 
once Governor of Kentucky. 

Congressman Butler of lowais said to be a 
leading candidate for Superintendent of the 
Railway Mail Service. He bas the indorsement 
of over a hundred membors of the late House. 
He was for many years connected with the 
Railway Mail Service. 

Conrad N. Jordan, United States Treasurer 
under Secretary Munning, is in the race for the 

osition now held by Eliis Roberts, Assistant 
Treasurer at New-York. 

M. V. Gorman of Nebraska is after tho posi- 
tion now held by Patrick Egan, Minister to 
Chile. N. & Harwood of Lincoln, Neb., is after 
the United States District Attorneyship. W. 8. 
Shoemaker of Omaha would like to be Assistant 
Attorney General. He claims to be “the orig- 
inal Cleveland man” in his State. 

Ex-Representative Sherman Hoar is irdorscd 
by many Democrats of his State for District At- 
torney of Massachusetts. Attorney General 
Olney is said to favor him, while Josiah Quincy, 
the new Assistant Secretary of Stato, does not. 
Ex-Representative Crosby, who is a candidate 
for the Assistant Attorney Generalship, may 
compromise on the place Mr. Hoar is after. 

Ex-Representative Mansur of Missour! is 
prominent among the applicants for the posi- 
tion of Commissioner of the General Land 
Office. Walter lf. McEntire of St. Louis is here 
after a position which will take him to Japan. 
O. M. Hall of Minnesota, who was a member of 
the last House, is a candidate for Minister to 
Sweden. He was a candidate for the same place 
eight years ago. Chariea H. Lienan of Minne- 
sota wants to be Collector of Internal Revenuoc 
at St. Paul. 

Au t Machen of Toledo is here to seours, if 
possible, the position of Third Assistant Post- 
master General. He wasonce Assistant Post 
master at Toledo. Ross Alexander of Bellmont 
County, Ohio, is here forone of the Assistant 
Postmaster Generalships. He has a daughter 
who was aschoolmate of Mrs. Cleveland. James 
Neill, ex-Ohairman of the Ohio Democratic 
Committee, and a possible candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Ohio next campaign, has been indorsed 
py many Democrats in his State for Consal to 
Liverpool. Heisnotanapplicant, but would 
doubtless take the place if it were offered him. 

Gen. Wiley of Worcester, Ohio, a veteran 
soldier and an active political campaigner, 
would like to go to Geneva as Consul. Jobn P. 
Irish of San Francisco is backed by some Dem- 
ocrats from his State for the position of Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office. 

Less is heard of the offices in New-York than 
of many other States. Compared with the rush 
from other sections, the New-Yorkera who want 
places are staying at home very closely. 

A new candidate for the position of Assistant 
Secretary of War appeared to-day in the person 
of Gea. Thomas H. Barber of New-York City. 
The other candidates are Gen. J. C. Underwood, 
who swooped down on the department with a 
mass of incorsements, and Gen. Albert Ord- 
way, who is Commander in Chief of the District 
militia. 

For the past four years the position of Agent 
and Consul General at Cairo has been filled by 
a Kansas man. Ex-Representative John A. An- 
derson was appointed by Mr. Harrison, and 
upon his death Mr. & C. Little of Kan- 
sas was given the place. Mr. Frank 
L. Webster, editor of the Lawrence 
(Kan.) (Gazette, a stalwart Democrat, is 
pow seeking the appointment at the hands of 
Mr. Cleveland. He reached Washington to-day 
with letters from all the leading Democrats of 
Kansas ana from Democrats in other States, 
which will be presented to Mr. Cleveland in due 
time. The Cairo port ts worth $5,000 a year, 
and is considered very desirable Mt! Republic- 
ans and Democrats who have filled it. 

Mr. George F. Parker of New-York, who held 
the honorary office of private seeretary success- 
fully against all reports for six weeks, will, it is 
understood, be named by President Clevelang 
for Consul General in Berlin.

THE PRESIDENT’S CALLERS. 


OFFICE SEEKER: BESIEGE THE WHITER 
HOUSE ALL DAY LONG: 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—If some tents coulda 
be pitched in the spacious grounds about the 
White House and rations be served there a large 
crowd of people now in this city would doubt- 
less be very thankful. They would thus be 
spared the trouble of doing so much walking as 
they are now doing between their hotels and 
the Executive Mansion. In effect they have 
gone into camp before the President’s door, and 
they lay almost continuous siege in an effort to 
reach the interior rooms, where Mr. Cleveland 
does business, They want offices for themselves 
or their friends. 

The crowd is said to be larger than the most 
sanguine persons had anticipated. Delegation 
after delegation has been admitted to gee the 
President to-day, and there has been almost a 
constant line before the White House doors of 
those who come alone to present their olaiins. 
Much of the President’s time has been devoted 
te these visitors, and many whe have come va 
errands of no very great importance to any ous 
except themselves have been obliged to go uway 
without a hearing. For the most part, however, 
the President has been very accessible, and has 
received his visitors with a decree of govud vat- 
ure and interest in their errands which has 
been surprising. ~ 
Two of his visitors attracted considerable at- 
tention as they entered the mansion, and they 
were watehed very closely as they went to the 
President and shook hands. They were Rich- 
ard Croker and Senator Edward Murphy, Jr., 
who ealled at the White House together about 
noon. Other visitors were there at the time 
and they simply paid their respects to Mr. 
Cleveland and did not make any requesté or 
submit any recommendations. Congressinan 
Tracey of Albany, with a party which incladed 
twoor three ladies, was there at the time, and

Gen. Smith of Chicago, who stands in no 
especial awe of Frank Lawler’s 64,000 backers, 
wants the Chicago Postmastership. He ise 
backed by the Iroquois Club. Delos L Phelps, 
Chairman of the State Democratic Committee, 
wanted a Consulship. Capt. Ousley,a nephew 
of George M. Pallman, would like to be Consul 
at Glasgow. 

Representatives Holman and Martin of 
Indiana saw the President. They have many 
friends who want places, not counting ex-Gov. 
Isaac Pusey Gray. Among them is John P. 
Feuzel of Indianapolis, who is said to have 
packing outside of his own State for one of the 
Assistant Secretaryships of the Treasury. 

The delegation in Congress from Minnesota, 
with Michael Doran the National Committee- 
man, proposes to make an onslaught on the White 
House, en masse, as s00n as possible. Its mem- 
bers had intended to do so to-day, but decided 
to postpone it, and Representative Castle was 
the only one who came. 5 

There is said to be some difficulty in the way 
of united effort among the Minnesotians.

Among 
them were Messrs. Dockery of Misscuri, Pear- 
sou of Ohio, Oates of Alabama, O’ Neill of Penn- 
sylvania, Catchings of Mississippi, Curtis of 
New-York, Hatch of Missouri, Culberson, 
Bayres, and Abbott of Texas, Caruth of Ken- 
tucky, and Taylor, Bretz, and Brookshire of In- 


diana. 

Chief Justice Bennett of Kentucky also saw 
the President. He has been named by his 
friends as the successor of Judge Jackson, who 
is now on the United States Supreme bench. 

Vice President Stevenson made a brief call at 
the White House, and after he had gone away 
the President went to the East Room and for 
thirty minutes shook bands with the people 
who had gathered there.

APTER ABUSING MR. CLEVELAND, 
SEEKS THE SENATE SECRETARYSBGIP. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 8.—There will be an 
election very soon in the Senate for Secretary 
of thatbody. To-night there appear to be only 
two candidates between whom there is prom- 
ise of success, and only one of the two can suc- 
ceed. They are ex-Representative W. R. Cox of 
North Carolina, and L. Q. Washington of Vir 
ginia, 

Mr. Cox Was @ very excellent member of Con- 
gress. Heisa gentieman and he has manners 
that qualify him to associate with gentlemen, 
none of the infirmities of age, and is without 
the irritability that accompanies disappoint- 
ment and a wasted political career. 

Mr. Washington was long ago far from young. 
He is unamiable, and he is asworn enemy of 
the President, whom he has held up te public 
execration, by hot and mean misrepresentation 
of his motives at a time when his writings were 
expected to prevent the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland for President. Mr. Washington was 
an applicant under Mr. Cleveland, during his 
firet Administration, for the place of Recorder 
of Deeds, held atthe time by Frederick Doug- 
lass.

police, this was the comment of the man who 
Was not put in Douglass’s piace. 

“Once again the favored guest, the Southern 
whites present had whatever doubtful honor might 
be inferred from the opportunity accorded them by 
the President to rab shouldera with ne and 
their families, and to inhale the breath this foul- 
mouthed, saddle-colored reviler of the South. It 
Wasa grand achievement, truly, for Mr. Cleveland 
thus to blend the races, and we may presume that 
he was both happy and proud of it.” 

Mr. Washington goes on to intimate that, as 
compared with President Arthur, Cleveland 
was a “blackguard,”’ and that he “lacked 
decency.’’ It was hia sage opinion that “ there 
is no surer touchstone in this country of a low 
and base man than his readiness to associate 
with negroes.”’ 

And this candidate, about whom it seems pos-

SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


TALK OF AN ATTEMPT TO GIVE IT A 
FREE-SILVER BIAS. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The committee of 
Democratic Senators appointed by Senator 
Gorman of Maryland, at the instance of the 
Demooratic caucus, to formulate a plan for the 
reorganization of the Senate committees and 
the force of Senate employes, has made rapid 
progress to-day. One member of the committee 
said to-night that he believed its report would 
be ready to be submitted to-morrow. Another 
member expressed the opinion that at least two 
days would elapse before the work of the com- 
mittee could be completed. 

There is much labor involved in the task of 
reorganizing the committees to suit the ideas 
of the majority. It is known that there is a wide 
difference of opinion among the Democratic 
Senators concerning the composition of the 
committees. Mr. Gorman’s committee, on the 
contrary, appears to have been selected be- 
cause of the similarity of views of those com- 
posing it. There is good reason to believe that 
the report of the committee will meet with op- 
position in the caucus, but whether this opposi- 
tion will be strong enough te effect a change in 
the programme is a question that is not quite 
clear at this time. 

A prominent Democratic Senator, who is a 
pronounced free-silver man, said this afternoon 
that an effort would be mude to put none but 
free-coinage Democrats in the Finance Com- 
mittee. Mr. Voorhees of Indiana would be pro- 
moted to the Chairmanship, he said, and Mr. 
MoPherson of New-Jersey, because of his oppo- 
sition to silver, would be removed from the 
committee and given the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. Mr. Harris of 
Tennessee and Mr. Vance of North Carolina, 
both silver men, are the other two Democrats 
at present upon this committee. Mr. MoPher- 
son is known to desire the Chairmanship of the 
Naval Committee, but whether he would agree 
to be transferred, and thus help the free-silver 
men carry out their scheme, is not certain by 
any means. 

Mr. Vest of Missouri is a candidate for a place 
on the Finance Committee, and Mr. Vilas of 
Wisconsin would esteem it an honor to be con- 
nected withit. Mr. Vest announced, before the 
adjournment of Congress, that he favored the 
free coinage of silver, and some people believe 
that he made his announcement with an eye to 
its effect upon those charged with the make-up 
of the committees. It is believed that Mr. Vilas 
stands a poor chance of getting on the commit- 
tee. 

There are at present five Republican mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee, the term of Mr. 
Hisoook, the sixth member, having expired. It 
follows that there will be six Democratic mem- 
bers when the reorganization is completed. If 
Mr. McPherson should be translated, there 
would be three Democrats to name. Mr. Jones 
of Nevada is the only free-silver Republican 
vember. 

Itis announced to-night. on the authority of 
a Democratic Senator, that five of the six Dem- 
ocratic members of the committee have been 
selected. They are Messrs. Voorhees, Veat, 
Coke, Harris, and Vance. The remaining Dem- 
ocrat, this Se#ator said, would also be in favor 
of free coinage. 

Although the various candidates for the chief 
places on the list of employes are very active, 
it is regarded as certain that ex-Kepresentative 
Cox of North Carolina has the right of way for 
the Secretaryship of the Senate. His friends 
have been hard at work in his bebalf, and they 
say to-night that there is no doubt of his selec- 
tion.

A CONCERT BY BLIND ARTISTS.

ITS OBJECT TO GIVE HELP TO THOSE 
SIMILARLY AFFLICTED. 


Anumber of blind men and women of New- 
England who are gifted with musical talents 
which have been cultivated have banded them- 
selves together as the Pioneers’ Concert Com- 
pany, with a view of doing something to help 
others alflicted like themselves to have the hap- 
piness of independence, 

These artists gave a concert at Chickering 
Hall lastevening. The attendance was not as 
large as the merits of the entertainment de- 


served. The programme was varied and well 
chosen. It introduced Miss A. J. Chapin, so- 
rano; Miss Patterson, contralto; ©. Harrison 
rescott, cornet soloist; George Marshall, bar- 
itone and clarinet soloist; J. J. Griftin, tenor; 
A. H. Martin, pianist, and Miss Hallie F. Gel- 
bart, reader. All are blind except the latter. 

A short address was made by F. E. Cleaveland, 
ablind man, who is a successful practicing 
lawyer of Hartford, Conn., in which he said that 
the concerts which the Pioneers intended to 
give were primarily for the purpose of bring- 
ing before the people the necessity of providiug 
a@ proper plan of education for the 80,000 blind 
people in this country. For sixty years, he 
said, something had been done for the educa- 
tion of the blind, and institutions for the pur- 
pose had multiplied. For twenty years, how- 
ever, progress in that direction had ceased. 

The great ng§stake that had been made 
throughout, Mr. Cleaveland said, was in regard- 
ing institutions for the education of the blind as 
charitable. This only served to burden the un- 
fortunates with a sense of their dependence. 
Then, too, the education offered had been crude. 
A blind man’s brain was his capital, and oppor- 
tunity should be given him to develop his facul- 
ties to the utmost. In conolusion he sald: 

* On the track lies an immense rook of preju- 
dice, or rather the preconceived opinion of see- 
ing people of the utter helplessness of the blind. 
Here and there the pioneers in‘aland where 
the sun never rises’ have made explorations 
and discoveries that have enabled them to 
throw off the burden of dependence, and with 
renewed hope and a new joy in their hearts 
take their position in society as self-reliant, 
self-sustaining, and useful oijitizens. Having 
found the way, they desire to point it out to 
those who have not, and hope by the establish- 
ment of business training schools, wherein new 
avenues of employment shall be taught and 
the despondent made glad, to send a ray of sun- 
shine into the hearts of those over whose lives 
has fallen the shadow of an unbroken night.” 

The Pioneers will give a concert in Associa- 
tion HalJl, Fulton and Bond S&treets, Brooklyn, 
to-night.

[NAVAL OFFICERS’ WRONGS 
THE SCANDAL INVOLVED IN A 
RECENT COURT-MARTIAL, 


PASSED-ASSISTANT PAYMASTER SULLIVAN’ 
RESTORED, TO DUTY—THE PART OF 
COMMANDER GOODRICH AND LIEUT. 
LAUCHHEIMER IN HIS TRIAL—AP- 
PEARANCES OF PERSECUTION, 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Secretary Bracy un- 
‘earthed a state of things encroaching on the 
scandalous before he left the Navy Department, 
‘and one of his last official acts was to right the 
wrong done a naval officer by hitherto trusted 
advisers of the department. He left for Secre- 
tary Herbert, however, the unpleasant task of 
correcting the evil 

The officers who appear to have been found 
by Secretary Tracey persecuting a fellow-officer 
are Commander Caspar F. Goodrich of the Con- 
stellation and Lient. Charles H. Lauchheimer of 
the Marine Corps. The former was in command 
of the training ship Jamestown, at New-London 
recently, at the same time that Passed Assistant 
Paymaster H. R. Sullivan was attached to the 
ship as its pay officer. Mr. Lauchheimer is one 
of the two officers who assist the Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy as the legal adviser 
of the Secretary. He has always borne an 
excellent reputation, and his past experience 
in legal matters recommended him for his 
present duty, on which he has been since last 
March, and during which period he has acted as 


Judge Advocate ina number of court-martial 
cases. 

Mr. Sullivan was tried at Norfolk by a court- 
martial on eight charges, which alleged that he 
issued to enlisted men of the Jamestown certain 
sums from the public funds without the au- 
thority of the commanding officer of the ship: 
that he failed to keep a proper account of dis- 
bursements; that there was carelessness in the 
bookkeeping, and that he embezzled various 
sums. in his defense Mr. Sullivan claimed that 
he held at the time of the payments the written 
authority of Commander Goodrich for the dis- 
burseménts, but he was unable to exhibit the 
evidences of the commander’s authorization. 

ere had been an inquiry into the condition 
of Mr. Sullivan’s accounts at New-London, and 
when there came to the department the report 
thatthe pay oflicer was amenable to a court- 
martial trial there was also turned into the 
Judge Advooate General's office all papers 
belonging to Mr. Sullivan which had any bear- 
ing on his administration on the Jamestown. 
Mr. Sullivan went before the court without his 
vouchers and order books, which were in pos- 
session of the Navy Department, and to which 
he was denied access. 

He advanced as an explanation of the appar- 
ent discrepancies in his accounts the assertion 
that he had held at onetime authority for all he 
had done. He waa unable to produce evidence 
of such fact, and his inability was accepted as a 
discredit upon bis statements. 

the prosecuting officer of the court was 
Lieut. Lauchheimer, who had prepared the 
charges against Mr. Sullivan, and who proved 
indefatigable in his efforts to convict the ac- 
cused. To make the matter gloomier for Mr. 
Sullivan his commanding officer, Commander 
Goodrich, testified that he had given no author- 
ity for any such disbursements as were mep- 
tioned in the charges. They had been made by 
Mr. Sullivan on his own responsibility, and con- 
trary, therefore, to regulations. 

The case closed without much in favor of Mr. 
Sullivan, and the court sentenced him to dis- 
missal. The case was sent to the White House, 
with the recommendation by the Secretary to 
clemency for tie reason that the court found 
certain irregularities in transactions only and 
acquitted him of the charge of misappropriating 
and applying to his own use and benefit the 
public funds. The President mitigated the 
sentence to reduction in rank, so as place his 
name at the foot of the list of Passed Assistant 
Paymasters in the navy, and suspension from 
rank and duty, on furlough pay for three years 
during which time he was to retain his place at 
the foot of the list of the officers of his grade. 
The sentence took effect Deo, 22. 

The department still held on to the papers 
which belonged to Mr. Sullivan, and it was only 
the other day that it was discovered that among 
the papers which had been all this time in the 

ossession of the prosecuting officers were the 

ocuments whieh would have exonerated Mr. 
Sullivan. There werein the collection papers 
bearing the signature of Commander Goodrich, 
of which that officer had a few weeks before at 
Nortolk claimed and sworn on oath he had no 
knowledge. 

One of the offenses of which Sullivan was 
found guilty embraced the payment of a sum 
to an enliated man and the charging against 
the name of the bluejacket asum much larger 
than the amount paid. Commander Goodrich 
at the trial referred positively to such an in- 
stance, and among the papers in the possession 
of the department was Goodrich’s own written 
authority for the payment of the amount 
charged tothe man. This is one of many cases. 

When this discovery was made Mr. Sullivan 
placed the matter before the Secretary, whose 
term was drawing to a close, and who could 
give the subject littie attention. He went far 
enough in his inquiry, however, to restore Sulll- 
van to duty this week and to remit the remain- 
der of his sentence. He will lose no more num- 
bers in his grade. 

The surprising part of this discovery was not 
so much that Commander Goodrich testified to 
ignorance of the authority he himself gave 
Sullivan, for itis within the limits of the pos- 
sible that an officer may forget such merely 
clerical actions as writing authorizations for 
the ship’s paymaster, but that the prosecuting 
officers of the Navy Department, who had been 
furnished with all of Sullivan's papers, should 
have deliberately withheld evidence which 
would have cleared the acoused of the charges 
brought against him. 

Mr. Sullivan was furtber embarrassed by the 
disappearance of his pay clerk at the time of 
the inquiry. Mr. Sullivan’s fault appears to 
restin the fact that he left too much in the 
hands of this clerk. 

When the Secretary heard of the state of 
things he sent for Mr. Lauchheimer and con- 
fronted him with the situation as it had devel- 
oped. There was no explanation satisfactory 
to the Secretary vouchsafed by Lauchheimer, 
and the sentence of Sullivan was remitted. No 
blame attaches itself to Capt. Lumly, the Judge 
Advocate General. 

Commander Goodrich was at the department 
on Thursday and had a talk with Mr. Tracy. 
He explained his action before the court at 
Norfolk on the ground of forgetfulness. Secre- 
tary Herbert will probably be asked to take up 
the case at an early day.

TWO OLD LANDMARKS TO GO, 
sical 
CITY HALL AND FORTY-sSECOND- 
STREET RBSERVOIR. 


ALBANY, March 8.—The contemplated re- 
moval or destruction of two old landmarks in 
the City of New-York has led to the introduc 
tion of three bills in the Assembly. The first 
provides for the destruction of thé unsightly 
reservoir at Fifth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, for which Mr. Farquhar (Dem., New- 
York,) stands sponsor, The second empowers 
the Commissioner of Public Works to remove 


the historie City Hall upon the written applica- 
tion of the Building Commissioners selected to 
erect anew city building. This bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Webster, (Dem., New-York.) The 
third, which was dropped into the box ay by 
Mr. Farquhar, directs how and where the City 
Hall ia to be disposed of,in the following 
language: 

“The Department of Pablic Parks is hereby au- 
thorized to make and enter into a contract with the 
Tilden Trust,a corporation duly organized under 
the laws of this State for the use and occupation by 
such corporation of any building that may be here- 
after erected in pursuance of law upon lands belong- 
ing to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the 
city between Fortieth and Forty-second Street and 
Filth and Sixth Avenue, in said city, and establish- 

ng and maintaining therein a free library and read- 
vy tey—n and carrying out the objects and purposes. 
of the corporation.” 

This measure was sent to Mr. Farquiar by 
Mr. John Bigelow, with the letter and the plan 
and scope which were made public through the 
newspapers on Feb. 26, 

With these three measures on the statute 
books the way will be cleared for the new City 
Hall and for the transter of the old City Hall to 
Forty-first Street to be used as the Tilden 
Library. When the Webster bill providing for 
the removal of the City Hall was reached on the 
order of second reading in the House, a number 
of Republicans, under the lead of Mr. Fish 
stood ready to oppose it. Mr. Farquhar had 
prepared for the tailend of the bill, which di- 
rects that the building may be removed by pri- 
vate persons or by a corporation and may be 
transferred to some other site retaining its ex- 
terior appearance, the following substitute: 

“It said building shall be so removed and re-erect- 
ed, the same shall be done in such manner as said 
Board of Commissioners shall determine, with such 
alterations as may in their judgment be rendered 
necessary by the site selected, and the purpose to 
which such re-erected building shall be devoted, and 
as may be in harmony with the present general 
ht” amatan features of the exterior of said build.

But the bill was put over until to-morrow. 
Mr. Farquhar explained to THE NEW-YorK 
TIMEs’s correspondent that the Commissioners 
should have the diseretion to alter the exterior 
and to add wings, if in their judgment such a 
course was necessary. He also believed that 
the stones in the old reservoir should be utilized 
in the construction of the terraces that willlead 
up to the library. 





MES. LANDAU UNDER HEAVY BAIL. 


HER LATEST ACCUSER TO APPEAR IN 
COURT AGAINST HER. 


Mrs. Elsie Landau of 110 East Forty-fifth 
Street, who was heid in $600 bail in the Tombs 
Police Court on Tuesday for practicing medicine 
illegally, was, in the Yorkville Police Court, 
yesterday charged with having performed a 
criminal operation on Ida Black, who said she 
was from Middletown, N. Y. Mrs. Landau was 
looked up, in default of $3,000 bail, for exami- 
nation to-morrow. 

Mrs. Landau’s nine-year-old child Tessie, who

From her account and other 
versions of the recent happenings at her moth- 
er’s house, where Miss Black was staying, 1t 
seems that when Mrs. Landau was arrested 
Tuesday she directed Tessie to tell any callers 
that she had gone to Chicago, but on no account 
° = anybody in the house what had happened 
o ber. 

Tessie confided the whole thing to Miss Black, 
who, frightened at the prospect of being left 
alone for several days in the condition she was 
in, at once sent s note asking thatan ambulance 
be sent to take her to Bellevue Hospital. When 
she had been taken to the hospital, Miss Black 
said that she had first gone to consult Dr. 
Landau, who had performed several operations 
on her, in response to an advertisement. 

Mrs, Landau was taken by a policeman to the 
hospital yesterday afternoon, where Miss 
Black identified her and said that she had paid 
her $50 for treatment. The sick woman, who 
will, the doctors think, be well enough to appear 
in court to-morrow, also made a written state- 
ment of the identification and charges. 

A Miss Carrie Shields, or Shaeler, whom 
Tessie called the family dressmaker, and whose 
address was given as ‘‘ Fifty-fourth Street, be- 
tween Second and Third Avenues,” was in Mrs, 
Landau's house when Miss Black was there, 
and was sent to the House of Detention. 


The detectives of the County Medical Society 


had three more women in the Tombs yesterday 
afternoon for practicing medicine without a 
diploma or a license. Mrs. Caroline Becker of 
237 East Thirty-fourth Street had treated two 
of the detectives for dyspepsia, and was held in 
$500 for each treatment. 

**Dootor” Mary Sellen of 106 West Fortieth 
Street had likewise ministered to two detectives, 
and was arrested for not being registered. She 
declared, however, that she had a diploma from 
an Ohio college, and Justice White paroled her 
in the custody of her counsel until to-day. 

Mrs. Mary Horne was held in $500 on each of 
two complaints made by the County Medical So- 
clety.

CARR WILL ASK TO BE RESTOREPR 
TO THE ACTIVE LIST. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Gen. Engene A. Cars 
of the army, who was retired by President Har 
rison to make room for an officer who would 
serve as Brigadier Genoral through the term 
of President Cleveland, will make an effort td 
get back on the active list. 

Mr. Harrison named Col. Otis, Twenty-first 
Infantry, for the commission of Brigadier Gen- 
eral in place of Carr, but the Senate failed to 
confirm the nomination. There has never been 
&@ case of an officer transferred from the retired 


list to the active list of the army, but Gen. Carr 
is still by age and physical ability entitled to 
serve for another year. 

If allowed to complete his term until he 
reached the retiring age his successor would 
have been appointed by President Cleveland. 
It was to prevent this that Gen. Schofield con- 
trived a programme for retiring Carr, nominat- 
ing Col. Carlin, retiring the latter, and nominat- 
ing Otis immediately. 

Gen. Carr’s request for transfer to the activa 
list, or for nomination as Brigadier General on 
the active list, itis thought, will hardly be favor- 
ably considered. It is already apparent that 
the officers in the War Department will recom- 
mend against such an action. They point out 
that it would be a direct slap at the past Adwin- 
istration. 

Itis thought for this reason that Gen. Carr 
will remain undisturbed on the retired list. I[¢ 
may be, however, that the nomination of Otis 
willbe withdrawn and another oilficer nomi- 
nated for the vacanoy. 

The entrance of Col. Lamont upon his depart- 
mental duties has put an end to the eifort 
which was making to have Adjt. Gen. Williams 
appointed for retirement. Up to withina few 
days of the end of the Republican Administra- 
tion Gen. Willams had been pressed to ask re- 
tirement. He was told that li he were retired 
on his own application. he would be made Gov- 
ernor of the Soldiers’ Home in this city, a place 
which pore ® retired oltticer the salary of a 
Brigadier General in the active list, and gives 
oe in addition a comfortable and beautiful 

ome. 

The place is now occupied by Gen. Kelton, 
who was recently retired as Adjutant General 
ofthe army. The scheme was fo displace Kel- 
ton and put in Williams. This would create a 
vacancy in the Adjutant General's department, 
which was to be filled by Capt. William T. Hall 
of the Fifth Cavalry, who is a relative of Sena 
tor Blackburn, and who recently declined @ 
commission in the Quartermaster’s department, 
onthe excellent prospects he thought he en- 
joyed of becoming an officer under the Adjutant 
General. 

Gen. Ruggles, who is the assistant of Gen. 
Williams, was urged to induce the latter to re- 
tire on the agreement that Ruggles would be- 
come Adjutant General. This, according to 
Secretary Elkins, would prevent Gen. Schofield 
from elevating his friend and aid, Gen. Viucent, 
to the office of Adjutant General. This he is 
expected todo when Gen. Williams retires for 
age in a few months.

FITZSIMMONS DEFEATS HALL IN 
FOUR ROUNDS. 


THE KNOCK-oUT BLOW CAUGHT HALL 
ON THE POINT OF HIS JAW—BIG- 
GEST PURSE EVER FOUGHT FOR 
GAINED IN LESS THAN FIFTEEN MIN- 
UTES—SOMETHING ABOUT THE MEX. 


Wrw-ORLEANS, March 8.—Robert Fitzsimmons 
won a purse of $37,260 at the Crescent Athletic 
Club here to-night b? a lucky blow that struck 
James Hallon the point of thejaw and sent him to the 
floor, where he lay unconscious for several minutes 
after being counted out. Atthe time no telling 
blows bad been struck, and both men appeared in 
excellent condition. They had responded to the 
pail for the fourth round guickly- 

Scarcely had they become warmed up when Fitz- 
simmons feinted with his left and Hall threw him- 
self a little to one side with a carcless movement. 
He aid not deem iteven necessary tostep aside, 
‘but Fitzsimmons swung the right from its 
eoncealment. It came around like a flash, 
fame in contact with Hall’s jaw, and Hall 
fell backward, as though dying. on the stage. 
He was unconscious before he touched the floor. 
The knock-omt was complete. Fitzsimmons knew 
enough about the felt ring to know that all the fight 
was over. He waved his American flag in triumph 
pver his antagonist,as he had become 4 citizen in 
the morning. 

The contestants had met before in Australia, and 
IMr. Fitzsimmons was counted out at the end of four 
founds. Hall claimed thatthe knock-out was real. 
Fitzsimmons claimed that he was wretchedly poor 
and had consented to defeat for the small sum of 
$25. Both were freaksof nature. Each measured 
gix feet, and could traindown to 154 pounds and 
ptill hit like pile drivers. Each had won many con- 
teste. 

The dispute as to the fightin Australia led finally 
to the fistic battle to-night. The public became in- 
terested. The men were willing to mect and settle 
the question of supremacy. Fitzsimmons even con- 
gented to yield the matter of weightand allowed 
Hall to weigh what he pleased. 

Asa further inducement the Crescent City Ath- 
letic Club very foolishly offered a purse of $40,000 
to coax the men into a meeting. The men were 
easily coaxed. The sporting men from North 
and Last placed their woney against Fitzsimmons 
with a regularity that threatened ruin, and this time 


they thought they haf secured his downfall and the 
return of their lost coin. They ‘elt sure of the fact 
‘when they saw the two men in the ring. 

Hall had Charlies Mitohell and *‘Jack”” McAaliffe, 
the pick of all the seconds, behind him, with even 
Bquire Abingdon adding weight to the party, while 
Fitzsimmons looked almost forlorn with seconds 
‘without reputation and almostnovices. Hall shaped 
taller, seemed possessed of pienty of strength and 
aqility, and used his extra inch of reach like a ma- 
oy keeping the left extended up or down according 

the direction which Fitzsimmons took. 

Fitzsimmons missed blows, was caught often on 
the jaw, and seemed fiushed and worried by his ill- 
guccess and the applause which came to Hall, but 
the blows did not stop him for an instant. He was 
@iwaye the aggressor, and stuck close to Hall, and 
gent the rmght im around the heart in a manner and 
with a force which threatened to count lateron. It 
began tu have all the appearance of a long and 
scientific ight, when Hall took up the rashing and 
gotallover Fitzsimmons, but it was simply spar- 

ing. Fitzsimmons then struck the unlooked-for’ 
ind that ended Hall’s chances. 

When Fitzsimmons arrived at the city from his 
training quarters he was so confident of winning the 
fight that he wished to take out naturalization 

apers that it might be the victory of an American. 
Ri Was, therefore, driven in a carriage to the Crimi- 
nal Court Building, where his entrance caused a 
commotion and court business was suspended. 
When jocularly asked where he intended to vote he 
said at Bay Stu Louis. Judge Lazarus represented 
him and expressed his client’s desire to the court. 
His declaration to beoome an American citizen was 
received. 

Hall was also very confident of securing the big 
purse, and, in tow of Charles Mitchell, visited the 
Orescent City athletic Club and asked to see a certi- 
fied check for $40,000. It did not take the olficers of 
ghe club long to convince the duo from England that 
the club was not hankering for the fight and could 
save a large sum of money by declaring itof. They 
had not looked at it in that light before, and they 
goon returned to their hotel. 

New-Orleans won all the money as usual, New- 
York and Boston losing the bulk of the $50,000 
which changed hands. “Mattie” Corbett lost 
€6,000 of his own and commissions; Jack 
Macdonald, $2,500; James Colville of Boston, 
€4,000; John Kelly, $1,700; Dick Roohe, $1,200; 
“Steve” Brodie, $1,400, and so on Gown the list. It 
‘was fifteen minutes of enjoyment to a very few and 
ef agony to many. 

The prosence of both the gladiators in the city in 
the morning had the effect of putting new life into 
the betting, and fully $20,000 was invested in the 
various poolrooms. Firet one and then the other of the 
men would be backed, and the resuit was that each 
man closed at odds of 9 to 10 and take your pick.

About $20,000 wentina hurry, and 
the odds were cut down. The largest bet at the 
Foom was $1,000 on Fitzsimmons. he most of the 
betting on Fitzsimmons was by New-Orleans men, 
while New-York and Chicago placed their trust in 


all 

To-night Fitzsimmons is @ popular idol. The 
streets around his house are jammed and Hallis 
secking consolation in the seclusion which Mitch- 
ell’s bosom grants. 

In the opening round both men appeared to be 
very carelul. Fitzsimmons, however, was the first 
to lead, but the blow fell short, and Hall countered 
lightiy on the cheek, barely touching his face. 
Fitzsimmons was the more active, and he set alive- 
ly pace by doing all the leading, and landing fre- 
quently with his lefton Hall’s body. Hall was slow 
and did not succeed in landing a single blow with ef- 
fect. 

Hall was full of confidence, and while he did not 
go iuto hard fighting he was excusable, owing to the 
fact that he was keptso busy dodging and warding 
off Fitzsimmons’s blows that he had no time

Finally Hall succeeded in working Fitzsimmons 
into a corner, where he got in several good stiff 
biows, and he began to strike out freely. He showed 
up in such fine form toward the close of the round 
that the majority of the spectators began to have their 
donbts as to Fitzsimmonse ability to hold out 
against so powerful an opponent, as wae by tar 
the stronger. Both men did some vi hard hitting, 
and their blows fell upon each er like hail, 
Hionorse were pretty cv only divided. 

Hall stepped out b:.skly in the third round and 
began Operations Ly hitting his opponent on the 
nose. he blow «<azed him, yet he fought gamely, 
and answered with a stift-landed punch on the 
stomach Hall again land lightly on the neck. 
Then both men clinched, but by mutual consen 
they pogeaates, both laughing. 

Hall led right and left, reaching his big antag- 
onist’s body and neck. Content for a moment wi 
this, Hall walked around the fring, Fite 
simmons following. Fitzsimmons missed R 
right-hander, but he planted his left on 
Hall's stomach. Hall got hie left-hand jab in Fitz- 
simmons’s face again, making the champion's head 
bob back as: if it were on springa Hall followed 
the Fag with a beautifal right and left 
hand blow on Fitzsimmons’s head and side, but 
the big Australian got back most too far to have the 
blows do any damage. Fitzsimmons retreated, ap- 
goreeny, no worse for the blowe.

RECORDS OF THE MEN. 


BOTH EARNED FIRST PUGILISTIC HOX- 
ORS IN AUSTRALIA. 


“Bob” Fitzsimmons was born at Helston, Corn- 
wail, England, June 4, 1862. He isa fighter by in. 
heritance, his father being the best man in a country 
famous for fighters and wrestlers. He was the po- 
iceman of the little village of Helston, and, like the 
Irishman at Donnybrook Fair, was ever willing to 
take off his coat and throw it on the grass for any 
one to tread on. Few essayed the task. His broth- 
ers, too, were all natural fighters. 

Fitzsimmons migrated with his family to New- 
Zealand when @ small boy. He took to the borse- 
shoeing trade, and learned the art of boxing from 


his brother Jairet. Hie tiret appearance in the ring 
was at “‘Jem” Mace’s amateur boxing tournament 
held at Timaru, New-Zealand, in the Fall of 1880. 
“ Bob,” although but a lad of eightecn years, knocked 
out four men on that night and won the amateur 
championship of New-Zealand. - ‘ 

After defeating the amateurs, “ Bob" put on the 
gloves with Herbert A. Siade, who came over to 
America to fight John L. Saliivan. To the surprise 
ot everybody, Fitzsimmons suceseded in beating 
Blade. All of these contests were undcr Queensberry 
rules. Fitzsimmons then became a full-fledged pro- 
fessional and fought and defeated in rapid succes.

NARONIC. 


NONE OF THE ARRIVING VESSELS SAW 
HER OR ANY SIGN OF HER. 


A number of ships arfived in port yesterday, 
put none of them brought any news of the 
missing Naronic. 

Among the earlier arrivals was the White Star 
freighter Runic, a vessel belonging to the same 
line asthe Naronic. Her Captain reporteda 
succession of high westerly gales, but he had 
seen nothing of the over-due steamship, and did 


not even know thatshe had not arrived until 
he was enlightened by the pilot whom he took 
aboard. ° 

Other arrivals from over the transatlantic 
route were the Alsatia, from Gibraltar; the 
Friesland, from Antwerp, and the Ocean Prince, 
from Mediterranean ports. None of them could 
give the slightest hint as to what had becoine of 
the Naronic. 

While the agents have not yet abandoned all 
hopes for the safety of the ship, they are ready 
to admit that the chances of her safe arrival 
in port are anything but good. A cable dis- 
patch from London states that 3O guineas per 
cent. is now being demanded for insurance on 
the vessel It begins to look as though the 
Naronic isto add her name to the melancholy 
roll of vessels that have been lost at sea. 

On the other hand, there are some people in- 
terested in her welfare who claim that so long 
as the vessel is not actually sighted, no news 
from her is good news. They argue that it 
would be well-nigh impossible for a vessel of 
the Naronio’s type to go down at sca without 
leaving some trace behind her, and that if such 
had been the vase, the wreckage could hardly 
have escaped the attention of the many ships 
that are continually passing over the transat- 
lantic route. 

There is considerable reason in this and also 
in the argument that it would be extremely dif- 
ficult for a vessel of her type to sink before 
some of her numerous boats were launched 
with crews in them. 

Those who are inclined to look on the darker 
side say that it would be an easy matter for the 
vessel to have disabled her machinery while in 
the steamship lane, to have been drifted out of 
it by gales, and to have foundered in a locality 
distant from the usual route of vessels. 





BRITAIN'’S HAND IN HAWAII. 


A DIPLOMATIC NOTE TO THE PRESIDENT 
LOOKED UPON AS A TRAP. 


SAN FrRANcISCO, March 8.—A special corre- 
spondent, writing from Honolulu under date of 
March 1, says: 

“It has been daily expected, since the rebuff 
given the British Minister concerning the land- 
ing of the Boston’s marines, that British 
diplomacy would soon take some new 
action. Members of the Executive and 
Advisory Councils were therefore not great 
ly surprised when President Dole announced 
in Council day before yesterday that he was in 
receipt of another note from the BNtish Min- 
ister, in which the latter desired to know 
if he could assure his Government that the 
question of the annexation of Hawaii to tho 
United States of America and the form of local 
government thereunder, if any, would be sub- 
mitted to a popular vote of the Hawaiian peo 
pie for tinal action. 

“Tne British Minister had succeeded in 
getting himself so thoroughly disliked pre 
vious to his last note that some of the 
scounctiors handled him without gloves in 
discussing the matter. The council viewed 
the whole thing as a poorly-constructed at- 
tempt to laya trap for them, in order to 
hamper future action, and therefore passed & 
resolution instructing President Dole to ac- 
knowlege the receipt of the British Minister’s 
dtplomatic note and to convey to him further 

6 diplomatic information thatthe provisional 

overnment ‘ would take the matter under con- 

eration.’ 
aThis answér was forwarded to the British 
Legation during the afternoon of Feb. 27. At 
the present writing nothing further has been 
heard therefrom.”

GESTION OF THE “‘ TIMES” ADOPTED 
—SCHEDULE OF GAMES. 


The baseball magnates have finished their labors 
and have returned to their homes to await the ro- 
turn of warm weather, when the olicoking of the 
turnstile and the jingle of the ooin 
as it falls into their coffers will be merry 
musicto their ears. Evérything passed off har- 
moniously and from the present outlook the only 
Things required to make the coming season a most 
successful one are good ball playing and proper 
management, 

With the exception of the suggestion made in THE

A NOVEL SCHOONER YACHT. 


MR. SMITH WILL DESIGN A BOAT WITH 
BOTH 8AIL AND ELECTRIC POWER. 


A. Cary Smith, the well-known yacht designer, is 
about to begin work on a novel design. He has an 
order for a seventy-foot schooner yacht which will 
not only have full sail power, but will be provided 
with a storage battery for electric power. Mr. 
Smith, it will be remembered, designed the yacht 
Half Moou, which was built at Morris Dock a year 
ago, and was sloop rigged, besides having a naphtha 
engine to drive her when there was no wind. The 
Half Moon was a keel yacht, and was successful 
both asa sailing and as a naphths craft. she had 
good accommodstion and was very complete. 

The new yacht Mr. Smith is to design will be 
quite a departure. She will be Duilt of ateel and will 
draw only six feet of water. The shallow draught is 
intended to allow the yacht to cruise in Florida 
waters. She will havo long overhangs at each end, 
according to the latest idea, and will have a large 
enough sail spread to enable her to make good head- 
way under canvas. Her electric power will come in 
handy when cruising on the rivers ofthe south. It 
is expected that this auxiliary power will drive her 
through the water at the speed of six miles an_ hour. 

Mr. Smith has also designed a steamer 336 feet 
long on deok, now building at Bath, Me. He is 
superintending the construction of two ferryboats 
at Wilmington, Del., and a 16U0.foot steam yacht- 
building at Nyack, and has designed two schooner 
yachts, now in course of construction. The latter 
aro the steel schooner building at Wilmington for G. 
H. B. Hill and a wooden schooner building at Ny-

LOWER TELEPHONE CHARGES. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE WILL AID IN 
THE FIGHT TO SECURE THEM. 


Atthe meeting of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation yesterday Silas M. Giddings of- 
fered resolutions for the relief of telephone 
subscribers from extortionate charges. Mr. 
Giddings is President of the Telophone Sub- 
scribers’ Association which has organized to ag- 
itate the grievances of the overcharged and to 


champion Senater McMahon's bill for the ap- 
pointmentof a Board of Telephone Commis- 
sioners. ; 

The preamble offered by Mr. Giddings, which 
led to the resolution indorsing this bill, recited, 
among other things, the following: 

“The charge for telephone service in New-York 
City, when tirst introduced, was only $60 per year, 
the rate being then regulated by competition. Sub- 
sequent consolidation of the competing companies 
enabled the monopoly to advance the rate to $80, 
then to $150 and $180,.and now to $240, for the serv- 
ioe in New-York City, and there appears to be no 
limit at which the company will be ocuntent to halt 
its advance, and there is no competition as to tie 
service or limitation in law Ww prevent further ad- 
vances. 

“The pretense that with ea larger number of sub- 
soribers the cost increases per capita y oe compaby 
was proven false by the testimony of the oilicers of 
the company before the Ainsworth investigating 
committeo, and there is no excuse for the added ad- 
vance from $150 to $240 on the ground of added cust 
by reason of the subways, inasmuch as this added 
cost is only $16 per year for subscribers instead of 
$00 per year, the amount of the last advance, and 
the rate in New-York City is far in excesa of that 
charged in any other oity in the world.” 

There was unanimous concurrence in Mr. Gid- 
dings’s views, and the Board of Trade and 
Transportation will stand behind the Subsecrib- 
ers’ Association in its tight. 

The committee appointed to select new quar- 
ters for the board reported that the Fulton 
Btreet front of the second floor of the building 
known as 203 Broadway had been engaged. 
Removal will take place before May 1. 


YWoung Mrs. Westervelt?s Charges. 

Edward Westervelt, twenty-one years old, son 
of Police Captain Westervelt, in the Essex Mar- 
ket Police Court yesterday was charged by 
his wife Clara, a handsome young woman of 
nineteen years, with abandonment and non- 
support. She said thaton March 9, 1892, they 
were married and went to live with his parents, 
at 1,774 Bathgate Avenue. They disagreed, 
and one day his mother told the young wife 
that she expected visitors, and that she would 
not like them to see the estrangement betwoen 
the young couple. The mother asked her to go 
and live with her parents, which request she 
complied with, and has remained there ever 
since. Within a day or two she wrote to her 
busband, asking him to come and live with her. 
To thie he never replied. Then she became very 
ill and wrote him again, with the same result.

THE SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


TO THE STOCKHOLDERS. 


President Charles Parsons has issued the annual 
report of the New-York and New-England Railroad 
Company for the year 1892. The gross earnings are 
shown to have been $6,220,494, the operating ex- 
penses $4,412,146, and the net earnings $1,808,347. 
Mr. Parsons says: 


*“*Barly in 1892 the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford tailroad Company began to divert to the 
New-York, Providence and Boston and Old Colony 
Rallroads such of the business to competitive points 
on those roade as they could care for. ‘The auswer of 
the management of the Pennsylvania Rauroad Com- 
pany to our protest was substantially that it only 
recognized the New-York, New-Haven and Hart 
ford Railroad as ite New-England connection; that 
business from the Pennsylvania Railroad, even if 
directly consigned via the Now-York and New- 
.Engiand Railroad, b the bus of the New- 
York, New- Haven and Hartford Railroad Compan 
as soon as delivered to the latter company; and if 
such latter company diverted itin spite of the consign- 
ment, it was nut a matter in which the Pennsylvania 
Mallroad Company could interfere. The position of 
the Pennsylvania Kailroad Company seemed thor- 
oughly inconsistent with the one it assumed some 
ears ago, When the New-York and New-Engiand 

ilroad Company withdrew from a line it had 
formed via a competing Pennsylvania road at the 
request of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
made on the ground that the New-York and New- 
Excgland oad was the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company's New-England ontiet. 

- protests were of no avail. The New-York, 
New- Haven and Hartford Bailroad Com y divert 
ed to the New-York, Providence and Boston and 
Old Colony Rallroads every pound of freight to com- 
petitive points which the terminal facilities of those 
roads enabled them to handle. Joint tariffs had been 
in existence to both our competitive and non-com- 
petitive points, butin view of thia diversion there 
Was no ger any reason why the Pennsy)- 
vania Railroad Company should be admitted 
to our local territory on the favorable terms 
it had been given, and the 
the fiscal year notice has been given that 
increased 2 poe of the rates will be demanded 
hereafter, and the result has been the withdrawal of 
all tariffe with the Pennsylvania The ef- 
fectof this will be that, asin the past ten months, 
we shall continue to handle only such an amount of 
competitive business from the Pennsylvania Hail. 
road as ite new allies’ inadequate terminal facilities 
compel them to send via your read, on which bast- 
ness We shall obtain a greater revenue.”

ATCHISON’S NEW OFFICERS. 





PRESIDENT J. W. REINHART AND VICE 
PRESIDENT D. B. ROBINSON. 


The new President of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa 6 Railroad, J. W. Reinhart, and the new 
Vice President, D. B. Robinson, will divide the heavy 
and responsible duty of direoting the affairs of that 
important system. Mr. Reinhart, who will direct 
the goneral policy of the company, will, it was 
learned yesterday, make his headquarters in New- 
York, although the home office of the Atohison is in 


Boston. Mr. Robinson will have direction of the 
operating and tratiic departments of the company 
and will have his headquarters in Chicago. 

It is announced that Mr. Robinson was Mr. Rein- 
hart’s own selection for the office of Vice President. 
Ho is well known throughout all the West, but is 
not 80 wellknowninthe EKust. For over a quarter 
of a century Mr. Robinson has been in the railroad 
business, beginning at the bottom and advancing 
by steady promotions to the top. He started as 
cheok clerk in a freight depot in St. Albans, Vt. 
Then he served in Sacramento in the mechanical de- 
partment of the Central Pacific In 1870 he waa 
made section agent at Mobile, and for eleven years 
served the New-Orleans and Mobile Railway, end- 
ing as General Superintendent. Later he con- 
structed the Sonora Hailway in Mexico, now owned 
by the Atohison, and afterward became General 
Manager of the Mexican Central, assisting in the 
construction of that system. 

Mr. Robinson also constructed the Colorado Mid- 
land, considered at that time one of the most difiicalt 
feats of railroad construction in the United States. 
For several years he was General Manager of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railway, now a part of the At- 
chison, and in 1591 was made rresident of the San 
Anfonio and Aransas Pass Railroad. He is also 
President of the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phwnix 
Rallway, a line 200 miles long, now building in 
Arizona, and which will be a fecder to the Atchison.

ERIE TRACKS IN JERSEY CITY. 

The Hudson County Grand Jury yesterday made 
the following presentment concerning the elevation 
of the Erie Railroad tracks in Jersey City: “The 
several crossings through Jersey City by the tracks 
of the New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad 
at grade have been made the subject of investiga 


tion by the Grand Jury, and we cannot too 
strongly urge that @ radical change be etfected. 
The daily and even hourly menace to life and 
limb, even though the delay to traific be not con- 
sidered, is of iteelf sufficient to demand im- 
mediate remedy. Woe recognize the fact that en- 
gineering difficulties will interpose at the outset of 
an attempt to provide an etiectual remedy, but such 
difficulties are not insurmountable and can be over- 
come without imposing on the company in interest a 
prohibitive outlay. Thusa failure to provide the 
remedy demanded and to further continue these 
crossings in their present dangerous condition would 
be criminal. We would urge upon the railroad com- 
pany the necessity for immediate action.”’

BIG DEAL IN GAS, 





NEW-YORK SYNDICATE BUYING THE 
MILWAUKEE WORKS. 


Negotiations for the purchase, by a syndicate 
of New-York and Philadelphia capitalists, of 
the Milwaukee Gas Works have been actively 
carried on for some time, and the deal was all 
but effected yesterday, when a slight mis under- 
standing occurred, which prevented matters 
becoming final. The purchasing syndicate com- 
prises J. & W. Seligman & Co. and Emerson Mo- 
Millin & Co. of New-York, and BH. W. Clark & 
Co. of Philadelphia. A holding company, under 


the title of the Western Gas Company, was in- 
corporated on Tuesday at Albany, with a nom- 
inal capital of $5,000. 

The actual price agreed upon for the purchase 
was $3,500,000, and this payment was to 
extended over three months. Mr. Emerson Mo- 
Millin said to a Nxw-Yor«K Times reporter yes- 
terday: 

Everything was practically completed until 
this hitch occurred. The sum was to be paid at 
intervals of thirty days, and we had deposited 
$50,000 with @ Milwaukee bank as earnest of 
the sale. But now the company requires its 
stook to stay in Milwaukeeuntil the full amount 
is paid. This we cannot agree to. We wish 
them to mail the stock over to the New-York 
Trust Company. There is considerable stook 
standing in a Troy bank, and we must have all 
this turned over to the trust company. 

** We have been in constant telegraphic com- 
rounication all day, and our latest dispatches 
from the Milwaukee company state that the 
options were given with the understanding that 
the stock would remain in Milwaukee. But 
they state that they are willing to give drafts 
tothe trustcompany and attach the stovk to 
these. I do not see, however, how they can do 
this. If they can do so, we have not the alight- 
est objection to this course. 

“This is the only matter which blocks the 
conclusion of negotiations. While it remains 
of course there is no absolute deal, but we an- 
ticipate that the affairs will be satisfactorily ar. 
ranged within four and twenty hours.”

Company's charter are: Robert M. Murray, 
Frederick W. Sohbramm, Henry 8 Glazier, 

L. Bamburger, Simon Sulzbacher, and O. D.

Theopposition of the Democratic Senators 
from Kings County to the Fire Island Pur- 
chase bill is purely factional, and is clearly 
provoked by Gov. FLOWER’sS courageous 
and commendable veto of the bill legal- 
izing the Columbus celebration expenses. 
The motives behind it are certainly not 
worthy of consideration by a majority of 
the Senate. It is easy enough to show that 
the price offered for the Fire Island prop- 
erty was inordinately high, but it has not 
been shown that the property could have 
been obtained when it was wanted for 
a less sum. Gov. FLOWER acted under 
the pressure of a greater emergency. Fire 
Island was the only place available 
for landing the passengers detained at 
Quarantine, andit had to be secured with- 
out delay to serve the purpose. The Gov 
ernor took the responsibility of the pur- 
chase at the extravagant price demanded, 
and advanced from his own pocket the 
$50,000 required as an immediate payment. 
The property may be needed again under 
circumstances making its value to the State 
incalculable. The Governor’s action was 
public spirited, and excited universal ap- 
plause. The course of the Brooklyn Sen- 
ators in opposing the payment is contempt- 
ible, and the Senate should pass without 
further hesitation the bill, which has al- 
ready passed the Assembly. 








There is a dispute between the represent- 
atives of the two parties as to the real ap- 
propriations made during the Congress 
just closed and their relation to those of 
the previous Congress. One result is 
reached by the Republicans, who take the 
figures of the separate acts, and another 
by the Democrats, who give weight to the 
continuous appropriations made by the 
previous Congress, and which the last 
Congress could not reject. Ungquestion- 
ably the view presented by the lat- 
ter is the more just. For instance, 
the Dependent Pension bill of 1890 re- 
quired an appropriation in this Congress of 
$100,000,000; the McKinley bill entailed 
an appropriation of $20,000,000; the law 
turning into the Treasury the fund accumu- 
lated from the tax on national-bank circu- 
lation made it necessary to appropriate 
$16,600,000 for the redemption of notes 





appropriations would not have been made 
but for the action of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, and the Fifty-second Congress is in 
nowise responsible for them.

It appears that some of the property 
owners interested have entered a protest 
against the widening of One Hundred and 
Tenth Street into “ Cathedral Parkway.” 
Whatever the force of their objections may 
be, there is a public objection, to which we 
have already adverted, that is still 
stronger, and thatis thatit isan abuse of 
language to describe as a “parkway” a 
street that runs for a whole block 
under an elevated road. Either the 
elevated road or the parkway ought to 
be removed. The route along One Hundred 
and Tenth Street, being the northern 
boundary of Central Park, seems natural 
enough, but the objection to it of its occu- 
pancy by the elevated road ought to be 
controlling. It may be suggested to the 
Park Commissioners that a parkway lead- 
ing from the new entrance to Central Park 
at One Hundred and Sixth Street to the 
Riverside Park would obviate the objec- 
tions to the use of One Hundred and Tenth 
Street, provided it be found impracticable 
to remove the elevated structure from the 
latter street. 





The actual trial, on acriminal complaint, 
of an ex-Minister, two ex-Deputies, and a 
Senator is the most substantial result 
thus far reached of the investigation into 
the corrupt connection of French states- 
men with Panama. The defendantsin the 
present case, however, like theinvestors in 
Panama, are “little people.” There are 
very much larger people indicated by the 
testimony in the preliminary trial, by 
ramor and by public opinion, who have not 
as yet been arraigned at all. Until they 
are arraigned there will be no satisfaction 
given to the general French demand for jus- 
tice. Itis true, and it is most creditable to 
France, that under any form of government 
the machinery of justice ‘ functions” 
promptly and impartially. Nevertheless, 
a net that holds all the little fishes and lets 
all the big fishes through is not exactly a 
terror to evildoers, There are very much 
more important persons, implicated by 
actual testimony, to be arraigned than 
have been arraigned thus far. Some of 
these persons may fairly be described as 
‘* personages.” While this is doubtless true, 
it isidle to expect from the people who 
have been swindled by Dr LEssEps and his 
gang a complete confidence in the adminis- 
tration of justice under the republic. 








The alleged “ earthquake” that affected 
the centre of Manhattan Island and some 
parts of Brooklyn on Wednesday morning 
at 12:30 or thereabout was one of the 
most rigidly limited disturbances known 
to seismology. Men who were awake and 
alert in the upper stories of the tall build- 
ings down town, which are supposed to 
vibrate with peculiar alacrity in response 
to the summons of earthquakes, knew 
nothing aboutit until they heard or read 
of it yesterday afternoon. The question 
what it really was is, therefore, in- 
soluble, and for that reason offers an 
alluring and endless topic to debating 
societies. Unfortunately, the shock that 
@ good many people are confident they 
felt did not synchronize either with the 
departure of Tammany for Washington or 
its return therefrom. Otherwise all would 
be explained. A plausible conjecture is 
that Mr. WarRD MCALLISTER is preparing a 
reorganization of society and that this 
preparation affected the region within the 
sphere of his influence, which is approxi- 
mately thatin which divers persons were 
sensible of ashock. The notion of swear- 
ing the earthquake on to “*Tom” BREN- 
NAN and the Street-Cleaning Department 
is not at all a bad one, but it does not seem 
to have occurred to anybody concerned. 











THE “GREATER NEW-YORK” BILL. 


It is a significant fact that the large 
delegation which appeared before the 
Cities Committee, yesterday at Albany in 
support of the ‘*‘ Greater New-York” bill 
was made up almost wholly of representa- 
tives of the people of Brooklyn, and that 
the only opposition came from one or two 
politicians of that city. The City of New- 
York was only represented by two mem- 
bers of the Consolidation Commission. It 
seems to be generally assumed that the 
people of this city do not object to the con- 
solidation, though they have shown no 
very enthusiastic interest in it one way or 
the other. Their support is very likely to 
be inspired mainly by what Senator Mc- 
CARREN was disposed to ridicule as “‘ mere 
sentiment” in favor of establishing a 
big municipality at the great sea- 
port of the American continent, which 
shall be a rival in extent and population of 
the metropolis of the Old World. Butif 
on account of this sentiment they are will- 
ing to take Brooklyn and the surrounding 
country into a full share of the common 
heritage, itis for the people thus favored 
to rejoice and be grateful 

It is not without reason that the chief 
interest in this project has appeared in 
Brooklyn, for itis that town which would 
get the greatest practical benefit. A large 
proportion of those who reside at the other 
end of the bridge and of the East River 
ferries have business and property inter- 
ests in New-York. Their busy hours are 
spent in this city, and their labor and cap- 
ital contribute to its resources and its pros-' 
perity, while their nights and Sundays are 
spent on the other side of the river. Though 
they may vote and pay taxes in Brook- 
lyn, they contribute more largely for the 
support of a Government under which 
they do not live, and from which in their 
place of residence they derive no benefit. 
One consequences is that the rate 
of taxation upon property in Brook- 
lyn is abnormally high, while the 
revenues are insufficient to give the 
city a decent Government, if they are hon- 
estly applied. Its streets are badly paved 
and lighted, and disgracefully lacking in 
cleanliness, its public works are in a back- 
ward |state, and its waterfront is in pri- 
vate hands. Citizens whose chief financial 
and business interests are on this side of 
the river are not disposed to exert them- 
selves yery zealously§in behalf of munic- 
ipal improvement on the other side, and

the Government lapses into inefficiency 
and corruption. Brooklyn men admit these 
things. 

In case of consolidation New-York could 
not expect any gain inits resources from 
the communities that are now beyond its 
limits, but, on the contrary, it would con- 
tribute largely to their support and im- 
provement. Brooklyn would get the full 
benefit, and probably more than the full 
benefit, of the contributions which its own 
residents make to the resources of New- 
York. To the common treasury the prop- 
erty of this city would furnish much more 
than would be expended within its own 
area. It would help to give Brooklyn im- 
proved streets and better Police and Fire 
Departments, of which it is sadly in 
need, and it would extend its waterfront 
improvements to the other side of the 
river. Almost certainly ites rate of taxa- 
tion would be increased, while itsown people 
would be no better off, except in shar- 
ing in whatever impulse might be given to 
the growth and prosperity of the great 
metropolis by obliterating existing divis- 
ions and barriers. If New-York is willing 
to make the immediate sacrifices that 
would result, Brooklyn ought to be grate- 
ful for the benefits that would acerue to 
her. 

But the pending bill would not of itself 
bring about consolidation. It only pro- 
vides for taking a vote of the people on the 
question. We see no reason why the Brook- 
lyn politicians should object to that unless 
they are afraid that the people of that city 
arein favor of taking away their present 
occupation and that they would be reduced 
to insignificance in the Government of the 
greater New-York. Their representatives 
at Albany yesterday professed a willing- 
ness to withdraw their opposition to the 
pending bill if it was so amended as to 
leave out of the greater city any munici- 
pality or town whose separate vote 
should be against the consolidation. 
This seems to indicate confidence that 
they could keep Brooklyn out, but 
it is probably intended to divide the 
supporters of the bill and help to de- 
featit. Itisnot likely that Brooklyn would 
vote against annexation, but it would be 
hardly advisable to take in Long Island 
City and Coney Island without the City of 
Churches. At all events, the best plan is 
to take the vote and see what the result 
will be, and then the question whether the 
consolidation shall be effected or not will 
become a practical one and more easy to 
deal with. 











THE TREASURY SITUATION, 

The Harrison Administration has 
achieved a cheap triumph, which, in the 
eyes of sensible and honest men, will not 
be to its credit. Ithas managed to reach 
the end of its term without applying to the 
evil working of the act of 1890—a compro- 
mise with the silver men dictated by the 
greed and cowardice of its own party—the 
remedy of a bond issue, which would 
have been an open confession of the cause 
of the evildemanding that remedy. There 
is something very ostrich-like in the 
notion the Harrison people had—that 
they could conceal their responsibility 
for the consequences of their own acts by 
ignoring them. But the question of re- 
sponsibility is, after all, one of very little 
real importance, The olear fact is that 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s Administration has to 
deal with a grave situation, involving the 
_credit of the Government, the stable and 
uniform value of the currency issued by 
the Government, the right of the people 
that all payments, whether of the wages 
of, labor or the returtis of capital, shall be 
in money as good as the best. The abso- 
lute condition precedent to the safety of 
all honest interests thus involved lies in 
maintaining gold payments of all obliga- 
tions of the Government whenever they 
are due. The ability of the Government 
to do this is impaired by the extravagance 
of Congress, which has emptied the Treas- 
ury, and by the wanton increase of Treas- 
ury notes required for the purchase of 
silver under the act of 1890. The com- 
plete solution of the difficulty would be 
the suspension of silver purchases, This 
is impossible now, and the alternative is 
the sale of bonds for gold. The problem 
presented to Mr. CARLISLE and the Presi- 
dent is, when is the issue of bonds for this 
purpose imperative ? 

Fortunately Mr. CARLISLE approaches 
the problem without the embarrassment 
from which his predecessor sufféred. It 
may have seemed expedient to Mr, Foster 
to transfer to Mr. CARLISLE a duty that 
would have been trying to the former. But 
Mr. CARLISLE has no reason to shirk the 
performance of that duty. He is in a posi- 
tion to give it at once the most careful and 
the most candid consideration. He is, 
moreover, wholly free from the entangle- 
ments with which Mr. Foster had sur- 
rounded himself by his ill-considered and 
frequent utterances. He has not assumed 
that the Treasury is in a perfectly safe 
condition; he has not affected to ignore 
the dangers flowing from the opera- 
tion of the law of 1890; he has not 
babbled about speculators being  re- 
sponsible for the exports of gold; he has 
not accepted aid from national banks 
while asserting that the Government was 
in need of no aid. He has given himself 
quietly but diligently to the study of the 
situation, and has not announced, and will 
not announce, his conclusions until they 
are matured and he feels himself able to 
carry them out. He belongs to a party 
and to a school of statesmen that do not 
regard the Government as -the Deus ex 
machind of the financial class or of any 
other class. He is disposed to examine 
conscientiously the necessities, the obliga- 
tions, the resources of the Treasury as de- 
fined by law and reinforced by a deep 
sense of the value of an unquestioned 
credit, and to act as the case presented to 
him requires. 

One thing, we think, may be assumed, 
that this Administration fully recognizes 
that the first duty of the Treasury is to 
maintain at par every dollar of the Govern- 
mient issues of currency, That duty was 
placed foremost by Mr. CLEVELAND and by 
Messrs. MANNING and FAIRCHILD during 
the term of their administration. It has 
since been embodied in the declaratory 
clause of the act of 1890. It will assured- 
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ly not be ignored or evaded now. A second 
thing that may be assumed with equal 
confidence is, that the power of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under the act of 1875,. 
to issue bonds in order to meet this 
duty is not for @ moment questioned. 
But it must be borne in mind that 
it is not in any sense the duty of the 
Government to prevent the export of gold, 
and the Treasury policy, while it will be 
shaped with reference to the effect of such 
exports upon the Government resources, 
will not be, and ought not to be, framed to 
influence those exports except in that 
regard. With the knowledge that the 
Administration is in the best position 
now to form a correct judgment of the re- 
quirements of the case, that its recognition 
of its duty is clear, and that it is free from 
all political complications in its perform- 
ance, the business men of the country may 
await the result with confidence. 
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THE BALLOT BILL. 

The Blanket Ballot bill will come up as a 
special order in the Assembly to-day with 
every prospect of encountering little or no 
opposition. 

The hearing yesterday was rather per— 
functory, but the delay to which the bill 
has been subjected has resulted in the 
correction of certain minor defects, which 
appears to have obviated Republican 
objections. Opposition to the paster bal- 
lot is practically withdrawn, and the use 
of a party emblem will hardly be insisted 
upon, The emblem would only serve the 
purpose of identifying the different tickets 
for those who could not read the party 
or other designations printed above them, 
and the paster ballot is intended to relieve 
them from the necessity of identifying the 
tickets at all, being a complete ticket in it- 
self furnished to the voter before he enters 
the polling place. 

There are objections to this device, 
which we have often pointed out, but 
it may be said for it that, if honestly 
used, it enables every voter to know ab- 
solutely that he votes according to his 
intention, and it may be used for independ- 
ent or mixed tickets as well as for those 
that are “straight,” while the emblem is 
only a guide for ‘‘ straight” voting. 

The main trouble is that it affords an ex- 
cuse for the expense of supplying what are 
practically unofficial ballots, and it has 
sometimes been used in such a way as to 
identify votes. 











THE TORY LEADERSHIP. 

We commented the other day upon the 
enlivening of the present session of Parlia- 
ment that is likely to follow the struggle 
between Mr. BALFouR and Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL for the lead of the Conserva- 
tive Party. Lord RANDOLPH, who has re- 
turned from various parts full of ambition 
and pugnacity, has already scored a very 
considerable success, and this, so far as 
appears, without any effort of his own. His 
disclaimer yesterday of rivalry with Mr. 
BALFOUR must be taken ina highly Pick- 
wickian sense. At least Mr. BaLFour 
has suffered a very conspicuous defeat, and 
this may be considered as practically the 
same thing as avictory for Lord RANDOLPH. 
He has swollen the normal Liberal major- 
ity of 35 toa majority upon one division 
of 158. 

It appears that Mr. JoseEpH CHAMBER- 
LAIN, who would also, doubtless, be will- 
ing to be regarded as the Parliamentary 
leader of the Conservative forces, but who 
is not in the least likely to gain that ob- 
ject, is responsible for this division. Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN is the leader of the Liberal- 
Unionists, without challenge, unless it be 
from Mr. GOSCHEN. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, in 
the London Jimes, had characterized as 
a “dirty trick” a proposal of the 
Liberals concerning the order of Par- 
liamentary business, to which Mr. BaL- 
FOUR saw no particular objection and 
which he announced that he would not op- 
pose. Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S supporters, how- 
ever, demanded a division upon the ques- 
tion. Of course, this was rank mutiny, and 
tended to bring the leader into contempt. 
He showed his appreciation of it by leavy- 
ing the House together with the occupants 
of “the whole front Opposition benches.” 
Upon the ensuing division the Government 
had the surprising majority already speci- 
fied. 

There can be no doubt that the mutiny 
is very serious, and that the mutineers 
comprise many more members than the fol- 
lowers of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. The mem- 
bers elected as Liberal-Unionists number 
47, and 47 or fewer would have been the 
number of the minority if all the members 
elected as Conservatives had taken the cue 
of their chief and followed him out of the 
House. As amatter of fact, the minority 
being 119, there must have been at least 
72 Tories who staid and voted in order to 
record, not only their disapproval of the 
Liberal proposal, but also their disap- 
proval of the action of what we should call 
the “machine” of their own party in ac- 
ceding to the proposal. 

In one way the incident may be consid- 
ered trivial, since the question directly at 
issue does not seem to have been of much 
importance. In another view it is very far 
from trivial. If Lord RANDOLPH CHURCH- 
ILL had made the occasion to suit himself, 
which there is no reason forsuspecting him 
of doing, he could not have done himself a 
greater service, nor done anything more 
seriously to discredit and injure his rival. 
It seems that even in Great Britain the 
leader of a party in power is a much 
more impofiant person to his ow 
party than the leader of a party in 
opposition. Lord SaLispury, the leader 
of the ‘Conservatives Party, was strong | 
enough as a Prime Minister to impose 
the leadership of his nephew upon the 
House of Commons. His fealty to his 
nephew is not doubted, but it seems that 
he is not able to impose that leadership any 
longer, now that the party is in opposition. 
It is to be borne in mind, therefore, that at 
the meeting of Conservatives yesterday 
Lord SaLispuRY was speaking for him- 
self as well as for Mr. BaLtrour. The 
119 Conservatives and Unionists who 
remained in the House after their leader 
and his faithful followers left it, in voting 
against a proposal to which he had assented 
virtually voted a want of confidence in his 
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that he can retain, in the face of such a re- 
buff, so long as there is another person 
ready to assume it, in whom the party has 
more confidence. Such a person appears to 
be Lord RanpDoLPH CHURORILL, the leader 
of the ‘Tory Democracy.” 

The incident is rare, if not unprecedent- 
ed, and its infrequency shows to what a 
pitch of perfection the machinery of party 
government has been brought in England, 
and how absolute is the authority of a 
Parliamentary “leader,” though leader- 
ship is not an office and is not recognized 
by law in any manner whatever. It is ob- 
viously necessary to the smooth working 
of a party that the authority to com- 
mit it on all questions of procedure 
should be lodged somewhere. At present 
in the Conservative Party it seems to 
be lodged nowhere. Generally the 
House of Commons is divided into 
two well organized and disciplined parties. 
Just now it is divided into “groups” 
after the French fashion, Perhaps the 
subdivision of parties into groups in 
France is in part the cause and in part the 
effect of the less successful working of 
Parliamentary institutions in that coun- 
try. However that may be, the House of 
Commons is now composed of four groups 
—the Liberals, the Conservatives, the 
Irish Nationalists, and the Unionists. The 
first two are almost evenly balanced, and 
the preponderance of the Nationalists 
over the Unionists is the measure 
of the normal Gladstonian majority. 
Mr. GLADSTONE has been twitted often 
enough with his dependence upon the 
Irish vote. Now that it has appeared 
that the Conservative leader must be 
persona grata to the Unionists the Lib- 
erals are entitled to chuckle in their turn, 
and they are doubtless making use of this 
privilege. Itis true that the revolt against 
Mr. BaLrour’s leadership is much more 
than a Unionist revolt, but it will none the 
less be necessary for Mr. BALrour or his 
successor to take account henceforth of 
the wishes of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. 








The resolution introduced yesterday by 
Mr. Gray for the appointmentof a commis- 
sion to determine the site of a botanical 
garden is highly commendable. It is more 
commendable because it names the Com- 
missioners for the selection of the site, see- 
ing that among them are Mr. CHARLES A. 
Dana, Mr. C. 8. SARGENT, and Mr. F. L. 
OLMSTED. The other Commissioners named 
are most respectable and indeed eminent 
persons, but the opinions of the 
three we have specified will carry the 
utmost weight with all persons who 
have a right to any opinion on the 
subject. That two of them are not at 
present New-Yorkors is all the more a guar- 
antee that they have been chosen purely 
for their special knowledge. There is no 
reason at all why New-York should not 
have a botanical garden superior to that at 
Kew, which is at present the most com- 
plete example of what such a garden ought 
to be. Our climate is at least as favorable, 
and our private gardeners are as well 
versed as those of any other country in the 
appliances that render a botanical garden 
iu a large degree independent of climate. 
Under such auspices as Mr. GRAY proposes 
for it, the project of a botanical garden for 
New-York can hardly fail to beadmirably 
realized.

THE BREAK SHOWN IN ACTION OW THE 
WORLD’S FAIR BILL. 


ALBANY, March 10.—While the Democratic 
war was going on in the Senate to-day, the As- 
sembly Democrats were affording the enemies 
of the machine an opportunity to see how 
strained the relations are. Mr. Quigley, the 
Democratic leader, attempted to advance the 
World’s Fair three-hundred-thousand-dollar Ap- 
propriation bill, bat a dozen Democrats, Tam- 
many men in the majority, objected. One of 
them said to THe New-YorkK TIMEs’s corre- 
spondent: 

“I believe this whole World’s Fair scheme to 
be a kid-glove steal. No one knows how or 
where the $300,000 appropriated last yoar 
went, Weasked the Controller for a detailed 
report of the expenses, but pressure must have 
been put on him, and we got only a few figures 
which explained nothing and misied us, Some 
of us know that considerable friction has ex- 
isted between the commission and the Con- 
troller, and we want to know why the Con- 
troller has not let us know something about it, 
Let us have afew itemized accounts. If the 
commission used last year’s appropriation ju- 
Giciously it ought to be ready to suppiy us 


with all the figuresin its possession. I believe 
this appropriation of $300,000 in alump sum 
without restriction to be very injudicious—to 
use no stronger word.”’ 

Ten minutes later John Cooney (Dem., Kings,) 
obtained permission to hand in a report from 
the Judiciary Committee, of which he is Chair. 
man. Ten bills were announced. Daniel Mar- 
tin (Dem., New-York,) created a sensation by 
declaring that the committee had had no session 
and all the bills ought to be referred back. 

For ten minutes members of the committes 
flung words of denial and recrimination against 
one another, until the cat was finally forced 
from under the meal in the shape of a bill of 
Mr. Adams, (KRep., Cayuga,) demanding that a 
certain kind of fire escape should be placed on 
all hotels in the State. The bill had not been 
considered in committee, and how it had been 
slipped before the House is one of those mys- 
teries of which every legislative session has its 
share. The bill was violently tossed back to 
the committee and peace was restored. 





MORE LICENSE LEGISLATION, 


NEW EXCISE BILLS INTRODUCED IN 


THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, March 8.—Two new excise bills an- 
peared in the Legislature to-day, one in ths 
Senate from Mr. Saxton, (Rep., Wayne,) which 
amends the liquor laws by providing that upon 
every application to a Board of Excise for a 
license, the beard shall grant a hearing to all 
persone interested in the granting of the license, 
and that a notice setting forth the application 
Inust be posted in plain sight in the premises 
for which the license is asked for at least ten 
days. 

The other was introduced in the House by Mr. 
Foley, (Dem., New-York.) This also amends the 
excise law, mostiy in regard to its administra- 
tive features. It provides that judgments 
against Excise Commissioners shall be city or 
town charges; that licenses shall not be granted 


to a person unless he is actually interested as 
owner and proprietor of, and engaged in, the 
business sought to be licensed; that no license 
shall be granted where one has been revoked, 
unless such revocation has been set aside by 
@ court empowered thereto; that no corpo- 
ration shall be licensed uniess it is organ- 
ized under the laws of this State; permitting 
the renewal or continuance of licenses 
which existed for dru stores on April 
30, 1892; permitting the granting of a 
license for the sale of strong or spirituous lig- 
uors, wines, ales, or beer between the hours of 
1 and 5 A. M., to be drunk on or olf the licensed 
premises, such licenses to expire at the same 
time as the existing license; allowing the re- 
newal of licenses for grocery stores that existed 
on April 30, 1892; permitting the issuance of 
a license by the majority of an Excise Board; 
providing that licenses may be revoked upon a 
complaint made and hearing had, and for the 
revocation of licenses for premises used for in- 
decent or unlawful purposes. The license for 
hotels shall be $500 instead of $250 as at presa- 
ent. 

To-morrow afternoon a joint hearing will be 
given in the Senate Chamber before the Excise 
Committee of the House, afid the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate, on the Kempner, 
(Dem., New-York,) bill to permit saloons to be 
opened after 1 o’clock on Sunday. 





NEW AMERICAN LINERS, 


TWO OF THE VESSELS ALREADY IN 
PROCESS OF CONSTRUCTION, 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Maroh 8.—Since the 
launch of the United States battle ship Indiana 
at William Cramp and Sons’ shipyard, Port 
Richmond, the work on all vessels has been 
pushed with greater activity than ever before, 
The Indiana is being fitted out with her engines 
and armor, and will occupy the wharfage form- 
erly held by the cruiser New-York, which was 
recently convoyed to the League Island Navy 
Yard to be prepared for her trial trip. The 
New-York is ready now for sea, and the officers 


in command of the cruiser merely await the 
necessary orders from Washington to leave 
League Island. 

The interest in Cramps’ yard now oentres in 
operations on the new ocean filers of the Amer- 
ican Line. Two of the vessels have been laid 
down in the mold left. The keel blocks for 
the first have been placed on the stooks, and 
they extend nearly fifty feet further back than 
the blocks of the cruiser Columbia, which was 
commenced on the ground now arranged for the 
American liners. The new steamship will be 
the largest ever constructed in America in 
point of tonnage and other dimensions. 

The steel plates for three of the vessels have 
been ordered. The Wellman Iron and Steel 
Company has been given contracts for two 
and Carnegie, Phipps & Co. of Pittsburg for the 
remaining one, As soon as the cruiser Minne- 
apolis and the battle ship Massachusetts are 
launched the keels of the second and third ves- 
sels will be laid on the stocks occupied by them. 

In compliance with the act of Congress under 
which the New-York and Paris were admitted 
to American register. it was stipulated that the 
vesselsto be constructed in the United States 
for the naval line should have as great a ton- 
nage as the above-named vessels. In order to 
see that the law has been complied with, the 
State Department requested the Navy Depart- 
ment to instruct Naval Constructor Hanscom, 
who is at Cramps’ shipyard, to examine 
the plans for the new steamers and report 
their tonnage. Mr. Hanscom has obeyed his 
instructions, and has certified that the vessels 
are of equal tonnage to the New-York and 
Paris.

THE TELEPHONE PATE! 
WHAT PATENT OFFICE MBN SaY OF THE 
SITUATION. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Much public interest 
has been excited throughout the country by the 
announcement that the patent for one of the 
important features of the Bell telephone was 
about to expire. A thorough searoh of the 
records of the Patent Office discloses the 
fact that the patent ted to Alex- 
ander Graham Bell March 7, 1876, expired 
yesterday. This patent covers broadly 
the art of “transferring to or impress 
ing Upon a continuous current of electricity im 
&@ closed circuit by gradually changing its in- 
tensity the vibrations of air produced by th 
human voice in articulate speech, in a way to 
cause the speech to be carried to and received 
by a listener at a distance on the line of the 
ourrent.” 

Briefly stated, the situation as to the Bell 


patents are these: Letters patent to Prof. Bell, 
granted Jan. 30, 1877, will expire Jan. 30, 
1894. The Supreme Court has in this patent 
sustained claims for a sounding box, for a@ 
greekine tube or mouthpiece, and for a metallic 
diaphragm broadly. These details are so funda- 
mental that a commercial instrument could 
hardly be constructed without them, 

The foreign patent to a covers a. receiver, 
and was filed Deo. 9, 1876, and expired Des 9, 
1890. It did not become a patent until May 15, 
1877, so that the United States patent to Bell 
of 1876 would not be limited by this foreign 
patent, because the invention had not bee;

The patent to Hunnings in Engiand of Sept. 
80, 1878, expired Sept. 30, 1892. This patent 
covers @ microphone with s comminuted or 
powdered electrode. While it may be true that 
the patents in this country on such a micro- 
phone have expired, yet it is not to be 
overlooked that a patent has recently been 
issued to Emile LBerliner which covers a 
microphone broadly; that is, a contact tele 
phone depending upon pressure between thg@ 
electrodes. It also must noté be overlooked thag 
& patent was issued May 3. 1892, to IT. A. Edi- 
son for a microphone with a high resistance 
electrode, broadly. it covers @ species of the 
genus covered by the Berliner patent. 

It is to be presumed that the Edison and Ber- 
liner patents are valid patents until a court of 
competent jurisdiction has declared the same 
invalid. The foreign patent on the invyen- 
tion covered by the Edison patent has 
expired under such circumstances § that 
it may fairly be said to be doubtful 
whether or not the latter be a valid patent. It 
is wellknown that a suit has been recently 
brought in the United States Circuit Court of 
the District of Massachusetts to annul the Ber- 
liner patent. 

Assuming that the Edison and Berliner pat- 
ents are valid patents in law, it is clear that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the invention 
covered by the Hunnings patent may be publio 
property in this country, yet if any one not 
authorized should use it he might be held to be 
an infringer of the Berliner patent. 

The patents covering the so-called “ Blake 
transmitter” expire soon. They cover, briefiy 
stated, pendulous electrodes, diaphragms held 
in place by a spring and mittlers acting as dia- 
phragms. 

The Patent Office officials think that, in view 
of the present state of the patents relating to 
telephones owned by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, there seems to be no good reason 
why, after Jan. 50, 1894, atelephone having a 
magnetic transmitter should not be put upon 
the market without danger of infringing other 
patents. 





VIRGINIA SUES TENNESSEE. 


THE OLD DOMINION STATE 
SLICE OF TENNESSER’S TERRITORY. 


WANTS A 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The State of Virginia 
and the State of Tennessee are parties to a sult 
of which the argument consumed practicaliy 
all the time of the United States Supreme Court 
to-day, Virginia seeking to secure a large strip 
of land now within the boundaries of Tennes- 
see, but claimed by the Old Dominion to be a 
part of that territory. 

The tract in question isa wedge-shaped strip 
of land stretching across the northern border of 


Tennessee, adjoining Virginia on the south. It 
is 113 miles in length, 2 miles in width at its 
eastern and 8 miles in width at its western ex- 
tremity. The country is mostly sparsely settled, 
but Is in the line of the material development of 
Southwestern Virginia and Eastern Tennessee, 

One of the towns in dispute is Bristol, Tenn., 
which has grown greatly in the last decade, and 
enjoys two municipal Governments, according 
to the present boundary line between Tennes- 
see and Virginia, the main street separating the 
Tennessee section of the town from the Virginia 
section. If Virginia should win the suit the 
whole town would be a part of its territory. 

Attorney General Ayres is the principal rep- 
resentative of Virginia before tbe court, and 
associated with him are Attorney General Scott 
and William F. Rhea. Attorney General G. W. 
Pickle represents the State of Tennessee, with 
A. 8. Collier, Abram L. Demoss, and C. J. 8t. 
John as his associates. The claim of Virginia to 
this territory is based on allegation that 
the boundary she now contends for was recog- 
nized by the State of North Carolina as the true 
line of division between the two States, and 
that when North Carolina ceded what is now the 
State of Tennessee to the United States and 
Tennessee came into the Union the newly-ad- 
mitted State claimed and secured more terrl- 
tory than belonged to it. Tennessee asserts 
that the line as now run is the true one,

> DE-LESSEPS'S STORY TOLD 
PANAMA CANAL FUNDS AT THH 
MERCY OF MANY SHARPERS 


BEGINNING OF THE TRIAL OF EX-MIN- 
I8TRER PROUST AND OTHER FRENCH 
OFFICIALS — THE EXTORTIONS OF 
BAIHUT, REINACH, AND OTHERS— 
FORCED TO ILLEGAL METHODS, 


Paris, March 8.—The Assize Court room and 
the approaches to the Palais de Justice were 
orowded this morning, the occasion being the 
Opening of the trial of ex-Minister and Deputy 
Antonin Proust, Deputy Dugue de la Faucon- 
nerie, Senator Beral, ex-Deputy Gobron, and 
M. Blondin, on charges of corruption in con- 
neotion with the Panama Lottery Bonde biil 

Among the spectators were M. Clémenceau, 
M. Eugene Spuller, and M. Floquet, the former 
President of the Chamber of Deputies, as well 
as several members of the Committee of Inquiry 
of the Chamber of Deputies, delegated to watch 
the trial. Sixty witnesses had been summoned. 
M. Charies de Lesseps, M. Marius Fontane, and 
M. Baihut, ex-Minister of Public Works, also ac- 
cused of corruption, had been brought to court 
under guard. Baihut looked worn and de- 
pressed, and the others had an atrof embarrass- 
ment and distress. 

The indictment sets forth that a note has been 
found among the papers of Charles de Lesseps, 
showing that M. Baihut asked for 1,000,000f. 
for introducing the Panama billin the Ghamber, 
The measure was laid on the table in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on June 17, and on the same 
day Charles de Lesseps issued two cash vouch- 
ers, the amount of which M. Fontane received 
on the following day. On receiving the money 
M. Fontane immediately handed 250,000f. to M. 
Bilondin, who took the money to Baihut at the 
Senate Chamber. On June 21 M. Blondin paid 
M. Baihut a further sum of 125,000f. 

M. Baihut, after first denying these facts, 
finally admitted them, and also admitted that 
he had applied sums of 12,000f. and 5,000f. for 
the purchase of Italian rentes. The indictment 
concludes by detailing the various charges 
against M. Fontane and Charles de Lesseps, who 
were accused of bribing Baihut, and also of 
having induced M. Arton and the late Baron 
Reinach to corrupt Senators and Deputies. 

Baihut is acoused of having received money 
for performing an act in the execution of his 
duty regarding which he was not entitled to 
payment, M. Blondin is charged with being a 
party to the corruption of Baihut. Arton, who 
is not undér arrest, is included in the indictment 
on the charge of corrupting legislators, and 
Deputy Sans-Leroy is charged, like Baihut, with 
having received money to influence his action 
as a public official. 

The accused, witk voices broken with emo- 
tion, stated theirnames and occupations and 
listened to the reading of the charges against 
them, and gave deep attention to the testimony 
for the prosecution. 

M. Desjardins, the presiding Justice, granted 
the request of M. Danet, the counsel for Sans- 
Leroy, that he would have access to a certain 
list extracted from Arton'’s papers, seized at 
the house of a person named Deschamps. The 
Judge also granted access to the deposition of 
Deschamps, made before M. Franquevilie, the 
examining magistrate, and also granted per- 
mission that Deschamps should be cited as a 
witness. 

The presiding Judge then proceeded to exam- 
ine Charles de Lesseps, who sketched briefly hia 
duties inthe Panama Canal Company. He man- 
aged most of the business connected with the 
advertising and the guarantee syndicates, he 
said. He was employed for these purposes by 


his father, whom he was proud to serve in any 
capacity. He took pride in saying that his 
father first conceived the idea of piercing the 
Isthmus of Panama, and he had always felt 
deeply grateful that he was able to assist in 
euch a great work, even if only as @ compara- 
tively humble oflielal charged with daily routine 
duties. As Secretary General he had given a 
regular report of the company’s proceedings to 
his father. 

“In 1885 yon asked the Government to intro- 
duce in th. Chambers a bill authorizing an issue 
of lottery bonds,” said Judge Desjardins; 
“why did yen, then, pay 600,000f to Corne- 
Mus Herzt- 

‘““M. Herz came to my father and me and told 
Us that he had great influence with the Govern- 
mont,’”’ replied M. de Lesseps. *‘ This state- 
ment hardly surprised us, as his relations to 
those in power had already become apparent 
through his rapid promotion in the Legion of 
Honor. His proposals greatly embarrassed us, 
but we did not feel that we could afford to ignore 
or offend him; he was too powerful. He had 
several supporters in the Government, and was, 
moreover, sleeping partner in La Justiee, the 
ergan of M. Clemenceau, who then was consid- 
ered likely t© become Premier. He was not the 
kind of a man to neglect any of the opportunities 
thus afforded him. We should have preferred 
that he had notcome to us, but after he had 
come and made his proposals, it was better to 
do that which would make him our ally instead 
ef that which would make him ourenemy. He 
talked very freely at that time—boasted of the 
services that he had rendered to the Govern- 
ment and invited me to accompany him to 
Mont-sous-Vaudrey to see evidences of his 
friendship with M. Jules Grevy. I went with 
him and found that M. Herz was received asa 
friend of the family. I was then convinced 
that he was a man we must reckon with.” 

* Your duty as a man of honor wasto show 
such oa fellow the door,” interpolated Judge 
Desjardins. 

“But we could not make an enemy of the 
sleeping partner in La Justice,” replied M. de 
Lesseps. “If we had appealed to thé law we 
should have come to grief. For instance, in 
1888, we issued lottery bonds. Immediately 
telegrams were sent ail over the world announc- 
ing that my father was dead. subscriptions 
atopped, and we appealed to the courts for the 
punishment of those who had sent the tele- 

Trams, but there was no prosecution of the of- 
enders. We were obliged to protect ourselves 
or to be the victims of all sorte of plotters. The 
subscriptions came to nothing. Tnen financiers 
showed us how to resort to those methods 
which are now matter of general knowledge. 
They said: ‘Unless you pay money to all the 
banks under the influence of Girardin you will 
have all the newspapers in Paris against you.’ 
We atill held out against such methods, the 
newspapers attacked us, and finally we were 
driven to paying outenormous sums right and 
left We were foroed to avail ourselves of this 
sort of assistance, and this mode of procedure 
‘Was encouraged by the Government.’ 

** Leave the Government alone,” called Judge. 
eo sharply. 

Blight applause and astorm of protests from 
the audience greeted this admonition. Judge 
Desjardins tried to speak again, but was inter- 
rupted with cries of “Why not the Govern- 
ment?” “Giveus the truth.” “Shame upon 
such justice!’”’ Eventually order was restored 
by preparations to clear the courtroom. 

After reproaching M.de Lesseps f@& having 
paid so much money belonging to subscribers to 
Cornelius Herz “ without a shadow of justifica- 
tion,” Judge Desjardins asked: “How did you 
come to be introduced to M. Baibaut?” 

“ A friend of the Minister of Works told M. 
Fontane that the Minister was ready to intro- 
duce the Lottery Loan bill, but would require & 
certain large sum to defray tho expenses of 
advertising indispensable to the securing of 
strong support of the measure. I have heard it 

‘paid that these steps were actually initiated by 
the Government, and——” 

“We cannot allow these insinuations,” inter- 
posed the Advocate General. “Give names if 
you can, but do not make such vague general 
statenients.”’ 

* We feared that M. Fontane’s informant was 
only pretending that he came from the Govy- 
ernment,” resumed M. de Lesseps, “and so I 
advised M. Fontane not to deal with him.

“ Then the fact of corruption is established,”

“It was extortion,” protested M. de Lesseps. 
“TI believe it will be ficult to prove that it 
was corruption. M. Baihaut told me that he 
had been charged by the Cabinet with the task 
of studying the Panama Canal matter, and that 
the introduction of the bill depended entirely 
upon him. He put the matter so that there was 
no room for hesitation.”’ 

When questioned as to his dealings with 
Baron de Keinach, M. de Lesseps said; 

“IT paid him large sums to meet the expenses 
of the issue. All the financiers imposed heavy 
demands upon us. Reinach was one of them, 
and he boasted greatly of his influence.’ I of- 
fered him a part werth 2,000,000f. in the under- 
writing syndicate, but was obliged to raise the 
offer to 5,000,000f. He demanded 10,000,0001., 
even 12,000,000f. Such an amount, he said, was 
reguired by M. Herz, who bad enormous infiu- 
ence and was likely to be exceedingly exactin

THE GERMAN NAVY. 


ESTIMATES FOR SIX OF THE PROPOSED 
NEW SHIPS STRICKEN OUT. 


BERLIN, March 8.—The committee of the 
Reichstag appointed to consider the Govern- 
ment scheme for the enlargement of the Ger- 
man Navy by the addition of a number of first- 
class vessels, the building of which would be 
distributed-through a series of years, and by 
the building of new dry docks and by other im- 
provements, has made a report advising the 
striking out of the votes for six new ships of 
war and for the more modern arming of vessels 
already built, and for the proposed two dry 
docks at Kiel. 

Admiral Hollemann supported in the strongest 
manner the original estimates for the new ves- 
sels, which, he declared, were wanted to re- 
place other vessels that would soon be unfit for 


service. He asserted in emphatic language 
that the refusal of the money would be a death- 
blow to the German Navy. 

Chancellor von Caprivi also earnestly sup- 
ported the scheme and declared that the exist 
ence of the empire would beendangered unless 
it were enabled to keep its coasts free from 
blockade. 

Herr Hahn, Conservative, moved that, at any 
rate, the money should be granted that would 
be required for an iron-olad to replace the 
Preussen. The Conservatives and several Na- 
tional Liberals supported Hahn’s motion, but, 
nevertheless, all the items were struck out.

NO CHANCE OF MEROY FOR THE

LowpDor, Mareh 8.—Inquiry regarding the re- 
port from America that Dr. Thomas Gallagher, 
the Irish-American convicted of having been 
engaged in a dynamite conspiracy in 1883 and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, had been 
released by order of the British Government, 
proves that the report ls wholly unfounded. 

Gallagher has not been released, and there is 
no reason for believing that Home Secretary 
Asquith has modified the statement recently 
made by him in the House of Commons, in 
which he held out no hope of the release of the 
convicted dynamiters for a long time to come. 

In that statement Home Secretary Asquith 
intimated that, according to the ordinary rule, 
clemency could not be expected for life eon- 
vVicts within an earlier period than twenty years 
from the time of sentence, and Dr. Gallagher 
has not been a prisoner quite ten years, and is 
undoubtedly regarded by the British authorities 
as one of the most dangerous of the alleged 
dynamiters, two orders of admission to the 
House of Commons having been found in his 
possession at the time of his arrest.

4 NEW BOND-ISSUE RUMOR,

NO VERIFICATION OF THE REPORT 
FROM THE ADMINISTRATION. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—The report reached 


this city to-night that the Administration had 


decidéd to issue bonds within forty-cight hours, 
and that Secretary Carlisle had made all the 
preparations for the issue. This was like other 


’ reports concerning a bond issue that have been 


heard here, but it was heard a little more 
positively. The talk may have deen justified 
merely by the repetition of statements coneern- 
ing the discussion of the bond question in the 
first Cabinet meeting, 


The Administration does not verify the report- 


in any way. The President has declared pretty 
plainly in his inaugural epeech his conviction 


of the power of the Administration to meet an 
exigency by a bond issue. Mr. Carlisle and 
Mr. Gresham are understood to have advised 
the President very positively upon the subject, 
and to have left no doubt in his mind as to 
his right toissue bonds,in case the necessity 
sball arise for an inorease of the gold in the 
Treasury. Up to a late hour to-night, however, 
it is asserted that no decision has been reache 
as tothe intention to mae a new issue of bonds. 
The advice thatis being given to the Admin- 
istration is of two kinds, and the opponente of 
the proposed issue insist thatifthe President 
will but declare that there shall be no issue, the 
indications for the necessity will speedily disap- 
ar. On the other side, the advocates of a new 
seue insist that it will not do to take 
the statements for granted of the men 
who oppose an issue, and then to be obliged to 
issue the bonds in the face of a stringency that 
may become too great to be at once overcome 
by the attempt to sell bonds. The majority of 
the Democrats, it may be safely asserted, are 
opposed to a new bond issue. 


WALL STREET WILLING TO HELP. 
Wall Street is willing to help out the President 
with some of the big offices at his disposal, and 
although he has proved a hard man to guess 
against, rumors of certain appointments to 
come soon, gained a good deal of headway yes-

SOME OF THE POPULIST MEASURES THAT 
HAVE PASSED, 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 8.—The Legislature to- 
day passed the Valued Policy bill. This bill 
provides that where there is a total loss the 
face of the policy must be paid. The insurance 
companies are made to prove fraud in the ap- 
plication for the policy if they attempt to defeat 
payment in full. This bill only requires the 
Governor’s signature to become a law. 

The Legislature also passed a bill directed 
against rating boards or pooling, and the fixing 
of rates, making the existence of even rates 


bona-fide evidence that such a combination has 
been formed. 

The struggle to admit into Kansas assessment 
companies, brought about by one of the leading 
New-York compunies of that character, has 
ended with the defeat of the bill. These com- 
panies were barred out three years ago by the 
superintendent of Insurance. 

The Senate has adopted the Australian Ballot 
bill for Kansas, which will pass the House un- 
less adjournment ie for before it can be 
reached. 

The bill forbidding contracts payable in gold 
has become a law. It received general support 
in preference to drawing a fight, as the belief 

revailed that it could not be enforced. The 

egislature establishes an appellate court, with 
tive Judes, sitting in as many towns. 

There will be no railroad legislation, each 
house adhering to its own measure, and ho time 
will be given for a conference committee to 
even arrive at a conclusion.

His motion was for the discharge of the com- 
mittee from the further consideration of the 
bills, and Speaker Flynn poked a new rule at 
him, requiring twenty-four hours’ notice of 
such a motion, 

Mr. Hutchinson did not remember the rule, and 
Mr. Lane White, admitting that he had heard 
such @ rule offered. for acceptance, was of the 
belief that it had not been adopted. 

“ Yes, don’t you know,” thejSpeaker remarked 
in mollifying tones, “ it was reported from Mr. 
Wright's committee, and adopted. The gentic- 
man from Bergen will corroborate me in that.” 

Mr. Wright, the Assemblyman referred, to, 
said that that was so, and that the rule had 
been reported and adopted by the House. 

Then Mr. Thompson himself, the owner of the 
gambling den now called a race course at 
Gloucester City, sprang to the defense. He 


told how eloquently the young man from 
Mercer had pleaded with the House to grant 
citizens a bearing on this question, and now he 
was trying to choke off a hearing. 

“* Because,” quoth Mr. Thompson, “the gen- 
tleman must know that this afternoon the com- 
mittee sat to hear arguments on the repealers, 
and he must know, too, that atthe end of the 
sitting the committee adjourned till to-morrow 
to hear further argument,” 

Mr. Hutchinson replied that hearings were 
being played by the Committee on Municipal 
Corporations to delay andin the end prevent 
the reporting of the bills. He moved that the 
rules, and especially this twentg-four-hour rule 
that had been smuggied in among them, be 6us- 
pended, and he called for the yeas and nays. 

The “racers” had their men well in hand, 
and the motion was defeated. 

The race-track men are rushing things for- 
ward with great speed. They are determined 
to force an adjournment by Friday or Saturday 
at the latest. 

The only thing that can detainthem is the 
treatment Goy. Werts proposes to give to some 
of their bills. 

He vetoed the dill which required that Mayor 
Wauser’s nominees on city oflices should be con- 
firmed by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Fi- 
nance to-day.

But it is there, 
and the Senate caucus to-day decided to over- 
ride the veto. 

The House is expected to follow suit, and the 
Governor is quoted as having remarked that if 
they treated him that way he might find an op- 
portunity to retaliate by putting his foot down 
on some of the little bills they might leave in 
his hands when they went home. 

The Senate and Assembly talk of stopping to 
see these little schemes through over his vetocs. 
That isthe only thing that will prevent the 
Legislature from running away from the in- 
dignant people by a sine-die adjournment Sat- 
urday. 

The hearing to which Mr. Thompsen referred 
in hie little speech in the House this afternoon 
was one given by his committee to those op- 
posed to the repealers. Samuel Kalisch, a New- 
ark lawyer, appeared there under a retainer 
from the racetrack people, and set the Sunday 
achool lottery up as a companion picture forthe 
gambling den at Gloucester. 

The impeachment proceedings against Speak- 
er Flynn lag. The Kev. Dr. Dixon said to-day 
that they would be presented if the Speaker 
kept on in his highhanded course. Mr. Flynn 
turns up his nese contemptuously at them. 

Senator Hoffman, the Atlantic Kepublican, 
whose seat has been contested by Mr. Riddle, 
his Democratic opponent, was paid for his vote 
for the ‘‘races”’ to-day. The Senate, by @ voto 
of 17 to 3, decided not to unseat him. 


TO STOP POOLROOM GAMBLING. 


A BILL PRESENTED AMENDING A USE- 
LESS SECTION OF THE IVES LAW. 


A bill was introduced in the Legislature yes- 
terday by Senator Saxton and Assemblyman 
Prescott which, if passed, will put a stop to the 
epidemic of poolroom gambling now prevailing 
in this State, and especially in this city. The 
bill is an amendment to the Ives pool law, 
under which all race track gambling is now 
countenanced. 

The Ives pool law suspends the section of the 
Penal Code which makes it a felony to sell pools 
or otherwise gamble upon horse races, by legal- 
iving such gambling during the regular racing 


season, May 15 to Oct. 15, upon the tracks of 
regularly-organized racing associations. 

After the law had passed the House, and when 
it came up for passage in the Senate, a section, 
numbered 7, was added to it, which was sup- 

osed to cover all the offenses —s by the 

enal Code, except as provided for in the bill. 
That section reads: 

“Any person who shall engage in pool selling at 
any time or — except as hereinbefore atated shail 
be guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the State prison fora 
period of not less than one or more than five years.” 

This prohibitive section is proved to be use- 
less, and the race-track gamblers have had 
everything their own way. The courts have 
ruled that the words “pool selling”’ applied 
only to French pools, and not to combination 
pools or auction pools, Consequently all forms 
of bookmaking and pool selling, except French 
pools, have been declared not to be ailected by 
the prohibitive section. 

Further than that, the courts have construed 
the suspension of the sections punishing gam- 
blers, under the provisions of the Ives pool 
law, to imply at least a condoning of this 
offense by the Legislature. In passing sentence 
upon indicted gamblers the practice has been 
to let them off-witha fine on the ground that 
the Legislature that enacted the Ives Pool bill 
looked with favor upon the offenses which 
theretofore had been indictable and criminal. 

Under what is commonly known as the “* Peter 
De Lacy test,” or the case of the State versus 
Winn, itis claimed that the Supreme Court of 
this State has wade legal the taking of bets and 
wagers, provided a commission is charged and 
the pretense set forth that the money is to be 
transmitted to the race tracks. If thie were 
law, or, in fact, the decision of the court, it cer- 
tainly could hold good only forthe period dur- 
ing whjch racing is allowed upon reputable 
race tracks, to wit, from the 15th of May to the 
15th of October of each year. 

It is to overcome this decision of the courts, 
and do away with the commission subterfuge, 
as wellas todo away with the impression that 
the*Legisiature intended to condone race-track 
gambling at all times when it passed the Ives 
ool bill, that the amendment has been intro- 
duced. The amended Section 7 would make it 
a felony, witha punishment of imprisonment, 
to do any race-track gambling, except as it was 
the intent of the Ives Pool bill that it should be 
done, on regulariy-organized tracks, between 
May 15 and Oct. 15. The new section is in sub- 
stance as follows: 

“ Sec, 7.—Any person who shall engage in pool sell- 
ing or bookmaking at any time or place except as 
hereinbefore stated, or who, outside of any race 
track or grounds on which racing is had, owned, 
leased, or condacted by racing associations incor- 
porated under the laws of the Siate of New-York for 
the purpose of improving the breed of horses, * * ~ 
shall occupy any place upon any public or private 
grounds within this State with books, apparatus, or 
ee for the purpose of recording or regia- 

ering bets or wagers, or of selling pools, or who 
records or registers bets or wages or sells pools 
upon the result of any trial or contest, * * * 
or, being the owner or lessee or occupant, 
~ * * knowingly permits the same to be 
used or occupied forany of these purposes, or there- 
in keeps exhibits or employs any device or apparatus 
for the purpose of recording or registering such bots 
or wagers, or the selling of such pools, or becomes 
the custo or depository for hire or reward of 
any money, property, or thing of value staked, 
oqeres. or pledged upon any such result, or who 
8 receive, register, record, forward, or purport or 
pretend to forward to or for any race course, whether 
Managed and conducted-in obedience to the pro- 
visions of thig act or not, any money, thing, or con- 
sideration of value bet or wagered, or money, thing, 
or consideration of value offered for the purpose of 
being bet or wagered upon the speed or endurance 
of any man or beast; or who shall occupy any 
place or building or eh thereof with books, papers, 
apparatus, or parapbernalia for the purpose of re- 
ceiving or pretending to receive, or for revording 
or registering any money, thing, or consideration of 
value, bet or wagered, or to be bét or wagered for any 
other person, or shall offer to receive any money, 
thing, or consideration of value bet or to be be 
at apy race track, whether managed or conducted in 
obedience to the provisions of this act or not, or who 
shall aid, assist, or abet in any manner in any of 
the acts forbidden by this statute, shall be guilty of 
a felony, and upon conviction shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the State prison for a period of not 
less than one nor more than five years.’

THREE IMPORTANT BILLS.

*THE BLANKET BALLOT, RAPID TRANSIT,. 
AND PERSONAL REGISTRATION. 


ALBANY, March 8.—Three important meas- 
‘ures will be considered by the Assembly to- 
morrow. Inthe morning Mr. Farguhar’s Blan- 
ket Ballot bill will come up as a special order, 
inthe afternoon the Railroad Committee will 
discuss Mr. Farquhar’s Rapid-Transit biil, and 
to-morrow night the fate of the Personal 
Registration bill will be decided in the House, 

Ata hearing of the Judiciary Committee this 
afternoon Mr, Farquhar submitted the amend- 
ments which were injected in the ballot bill 
last week, and which he claimed covered all 
the objections that had been raised against it. 
Mr. Ainsworth (Rep., Oswego,) promised the 
support of the Republican members, a6 he con- 
sidered that the amendments perfected the Dill. 
He had only one more amendment to suggest to 


it, and that was to print a party emblem. Mr, 
venguaas held that so long as the paster was 
used party emblems were unnecessary. 

The Rapid-Transit bill’s hearing is expected 
to be largely attended. A heavy delegation 
from the keal Estate Exchange has promised 
to attend. Mr. farquhar, however, said this 
evening that a final hearing will be given the 
bill next Tuesday, and he is hopeful that it will 
be reported to the House next Wednesday. A 
number of amendments will be made to it to- 
morrow. One, and the most important, is that 
if private capital fails to rally to the eur rt of 
the plan then the question as to the building of 
the road shall be submitted to the popular vote 
of the people. 

The commission is to consist of five members, 
the Mayor and four others, two Kepublicans 
aod two Democrats, to be appointed by the 
Mayor. Should the city undertake to build the 
road it will be necessary for four of the Commis- 
sioners to determine the terms of the contract, 
orof the lease to the corporation that con- 
structs it. “That provision,’ said Mr. Farquhar 
in explanation, * will eradicate any suggestion 
ofa b gene aspect.”” If the city concludes to 
build the road, the plan is to issue bonds for the 
coustruction of the roadbed, but the actual con- 
etructiou is to be done by the construction com- 
pany that makes ite terms fora given percent- 
age of the cost of construction, a guarantee that 
the road will be built economically. In this way, 
it is believed, all suggestions of a repetition of 
a@ Panama scandal, even on asmall scale, will 
be removed. it has been figured out by astatis- 
ticians that in thirty-five years the city will own 
the road. 

Republican members of Assembly who have 
made s canvass of the House predict that not 
more than sixty-three Democratic votes can be 
procured for the Personal Registration bill, 
which will be discussed to-morrow night. Late 
to-night some of the Democrats assert that the 
bill will be materially amended, as the prospect 
of its reaching the Governor in its present 
shape is hopeless. The amendment suggested is 
to permit the poll clerks to copy the poll lists of 
the previous year in the towns and villages in 
the State and to compel the voters to register. 
The Republicans, while admitting that they 
will combat every etfort made to extend per- 
sonal registration to towns and villages, pri- 
vately adwit that they will eventually support 
euch a bill. 








WILL SUPPORT M’CARTHY. 


CANADIAN LIBERALS TO JOIN THE CON- 
SERVATIVE MALCONTENTS, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 8,—Considerable ex- 
citement prevailed among Conservative mem- 
bers of Parliament to-day when it leaked out 
that the Liberal Party, ata caucus held yester- 
day, had decided to support the trade resolution 
of Dalton McCarthy, M. P. 

The failure of the Government to comply 
with the popular demand for immediate tariff 
reform created. the greatest dissatisfaction in 
every Province of the Dominion. Dozens of 
stanch Conservative members representing 
agricultural constituencles were compelled to 
present petitions, signed by hundreds of their 
constituents, condemning the trade policy of 


the administration and demanding the imme- 
diate removal of the duties on articles of home 
copsuinption, 

The strength of this popular movement was 
indicated last week,when Dalton McCarthy pre- 
sented in the House of Commons over 100 
otitions, signed by over 35,000 Patrons of 

ndustry in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, demanding immediate action on the 
part of the Executive toward placing on the free 
list all articles of home consumption. 

This agitation has caused much trouble in the 
ranks of the Government supporters, and it is 
an open secret that Mr. McCarthy is the leader 
of a large sectionof the Conservative Party, 
which views the action of the Government with 
regard to the tariff in no favorable light. 

Until yesterday 1¢ was an open question 
whether the Liberal Party would join issues 
with the leader of the Conservative malcontents 
in supporting his resolution, which is direotly 
along the lines of the demands contained in the 
petitions for tariff reform which have been 
flooding Parliament ever since the delivery of 
the budget speech. 

The action of the Liberal Party in accepting 
Mr. MoCarthy’s resolution places the Govern- 
mentinawost awkward position, and should 
Mr. McCarthy by any parliamentary tactics se- 
cure astraight vote on his resolution, there is a 
strong probability that the administration 
would find itself in a decided minority. 

The departure of Sir John Thompson for 
Paris increases the difficulty of the situation. 
As leader for the Governmentin the House of 
Commous, the First Minister has shown an 
ability which has enabled the administration, 
through many adoubtful struggle, to keep its 
supporters in line. During the absence of the 
Prewier the difficult position of leader for the 
Government will devolve upon Finance Minis- 
ter Foster. The Minister of Finance, while 

ossessing yndoubted ability, is a peor par- 
jamentarian, and in past sessions of Parita- 
mnent has shown his inability to guide the ship 
of state through the difficult waters of parlia- 
mentary tactica. 

The debate on this resolution for tariff reform 
next week will be the most eventful that has 
been heard in the Canadian Parliament for 
many years. The Government fully realizes 
the danger of the situation, and the most stren- 
uous efforts are being made to secure by prom- 
ises of tariff reform next session sufficient sup- 
port to assure the defeat of the resolution 
expressing want of contidenpce in the trade 
policy of the Government. 

The outcome of this question is being eagerly 
lovked forward to by thousands all over the 
Dominion.

PROTEST AGAINST OBOWN RULE. 


_ 
JAMAICA LEGISLATURE DECLINES TO 
ELBCT A VICE PRESIDENT. 


Krineston, Jamaica, March 1.—The annual 
session of the Jamaica Legislature opened yes- 
terday. In his address the Governor said the 
island was in a sound and prosperous condition. 
The imports had exceeded the estimate by 
about 25,000, There had been a large Inorease 
in exporta. The exportation of bananas alone 
tothe United States had execseded by 18 per 
cent, that of the previous year. The coffee 
crop, most of which was exported to the United 
Btates, had been the heaviest for many years. 

The estimated revenue for the coming year 
was £548,300. This, added to the surplus from 
the previous year of £55,992, made the total 


revenue £604,292, The estimated expenditure 
F9e S506, 008, leaving an estimated surplus of 
No fresh taxation will be required to make 
good the loss by the sale of the railway to an 
American syndicate and the remission of im- 
port duties made in accordance with arrange- 
ments entered into under the McKinley bill. 
His Excellency also officially notified the Leg- 
islature of the removal of the Governor from 
active participation in the deliberations of the 
Council, in accordance with a dispateh from the 


ueen. 

Dr. Philippo, member of the Privy Council, 
then took his seat as President of the Legis- 
lature. Asa protest against the alteration of 
the Constitution, without the representatives 
of the people tirst being consulted, the elected 
members refused to appoint a Vice President, 
and passed a motion expressive of their regret. 
Some of the speakers expressed themselves 
fearful that the small modicum of representa- 
tion they now had was aboutto be swept away, 
and that Crown Government was again to be 
introduced. 

The leader of the Government stated in reply 
—— there need not be the slightest fear on that 
score. 

Itis expected that the Legislature will be 
called upon to deal with the American syndi- 
cate which now runs the Jamaica Railway. 
The courts are groaning under a pressure of al- 
most innumerable writs of mandamus, pleas, 
affidavits, summonses, and other judieial pro- 
ceedings initiated by this syndicate, and thou- 
sands of pounds have already been spent by the 
colony indefending actions launched by it. Nev- 
ertheless, the railway ts being rapidly extended.

Amer- 
icans are coming here in hundreds. Every at- 
tention is being paid to them, and they are being 
shown all over the country.

CHIEF NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR. 


——_—— 
THREE HIGHEST GRADES OF CONSTRUCT-* 
ORS ELIGIBLE TO THE OFFICE. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Some one evidently 
juggled with the Naval Appropriation act, for, 
as pointed outin these dispatches last week, 
there appeared in the bill when it was intro- 
duced in the Senate a clause which was not a 
part of the bill when it left the House. This 
clause provided that Naval Constructors holding 
the rank of Oaptain, Commander, and Lieuten- 
ant Commander should be eligible to appoint- 
ment as Chief Naval Constructor. 

The Senate, at the instance of Secretary 
Tracy and others who were at the Oapitol at 
the time, amended this provision by making 
Lieutenants also eligible, ‘so that when the 
measure went to conference it made all Naval 
Constructors possible of selection as Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction and Kepair. 

The range of selection had been determined 
years before after a long contest, and to inveigie 
into an appropriation bill a provision which 
would upset existing law was looked upon as 
@® dangerous, if not illegitimate, use of au- 
thority. The matter was corrected in confer- 
ence, and the law now makes only the three 
highest grades of Naval Constructors eligible to 
appointment as chief of the corps.

Senator Irwin suggested that final action be 
weir until to-morrow, in order to give the 

epublicans achance to talk the matter over. 
This proposition was resisted by Senator Can- 
Pr. who explained that the contract under 

hich the State holtis the island would expire 
on the 10th, (Friday.) He suggested, however, 
that the Senate advance itto third 
and make it a special order for to-morrow. 

The bill was taken up, Mr. McCarren repeating 
the remarks he had made earlier in the day be- 
fore the Finance Committee. The Governor 
had acted in an epee and no one be- 
lieved he personally would derive a cent out of 
the transaction. It was certainly generous for 
Gov. Flower to direct State officers to draw on 
him for $50,000, but, that was no reason why 
the taxpayers should be charged an exorbitant 
price.

Ho has 
been confined to his home for some weeks by 
pneumonia, and is now to take a long leave, 
‘which he will apend in the South. If he gees on 
the retired list now he receives the pay ofa 
Commodore. His relative rank ordinarily is 
that of Captain. The question of his suecessor 
is likely to be one of the most i esting with 
which Secretary Herbert is likely’to deal. 





To Purchas®? Gun Patents. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Navy Depart- 
ment will purchase the patents which have been 
granted to Frank Fletcher of the navy for im- 
provements in gun mechanism. The priee to be 
paid is merely a nominal one, less than $400 in 
amount, being simply a reimbursement of the 
otficer for his outlay in securing Frame which 
had already been placed at the sal of the, 
Government. The patents include iImprove-, 
ments in gun mountings andmethodse of train-: 
ing the same, improvements in sighting ef and 
apparatus for sighting cuns, and 
in the mechanism for breechloading uns.

WRECK OF THE ADAMANTINE. 
_>_— 


CRUSHED BY TBE ICE OFF THE NEW- 
FOUNDLAND COAST. 


BaLtTm™ore, March 8.—The story of the wreck 
of the barkentine Adamantine, the shipwrecked 
crew of which was landed here last evening by 
the steamer Delano, fe one of suffering and ad- 
venture, 
| The Adamantine left St. John’s, N. F., on Feb. 
18 for Liverpool. She had aboard a cargo 
valued at about$100.000. Ice was encountered 
that night, and on the following day the bark 
Was completely hemmed in by the huge masses 
‘which threatened to force in the steel plates. 
‘For four days the crew worked manfully with 
fenders and poles to protect the vessel. A gale 
was blowing and the weather was intensely 

cold. 

Nothing could be seen above the surface but 
‘@ great Held of ice. The vessel had been badly 
damaged, and with every grinding crash the 
exhausted crew expected to go to the bottom. 
So vicious were the attacks of the ice that the 
fore compartment was full of water and all the 
cables and articles of heavy cargo forward were 
stowed aft to raise the bow as far out of the 


water as possible. 
The ice crushed in the port bow and jammed 


the rudder. In this almost wrecked condition 
the crew battled hopelessly through the stormy 
night. The dawn of the 24th found the vessel 
stillin the ice. The fenders had been smashed 
and torn to pieces, and three to four feet of 
water was in the hold. 

The mizzen gaff and derrick boom were cut 
down and converted into fenders, but the ice 
smashed these big spars almost before they 
were in position to shield the vessel. Twenty- 
four hours brought no change, except the cer 
tainty that the ship was doomed. The next 
day, the 26th, another gale struck her. Despite 
the pumps, soundings showed that there were 
three feet seven inches of water in the hold. 

Then the pumps refused to work. The water 
seemed tofreeze as it was drawn up through 
the tube. Capt. Yarker went down into tht hold 
and found the plates riddled and the water 
running in through the sides rapidly. The 
damage was repaired in a way. 

During the night three immense icebergs 
were passed in close proximity to the vessel. 
It was now so cold thatthe men could do abso- 
lutely nothing to savetbeship. Human energy 
had reached ite limit. The rudder was carried 
away during the night and the vessel was go- 
ing to the bottom. 

Boats and provisions having been made ready, 
the men were about to launeh them, when 
out against the horizon appeared the outline of 
a large steamer. A signal of distress was run 
up in the rigging of the bark, which was an- 
awered by the steamship. 

With overjoyed hearts the half-frozen men 
watched the steamship rushing to their rescue. 
After considerable manceuvring to shelter the 
small boats the shipwrecked sailors were safely 
taken aboard. The men are now on the Deiano, 
which is lying at Locust Point. They were all 
frost-bitten, m the Captain down. It was 
several days before the men recovered from the 
etfects of their terrible exposure and hardenbips. 





PASSED BY THE ASSEMBLY. 


or 
TWO MEASURES IN WHICH. THE TAx- 
PAYERS ARE INTERESTED. 


ALBANY, March 8.—The Assembly passed two 
important measures, which are now in the Sen- 
ate. The first is the much-discussed Webster 
pill, which authorizes the Commissioner of 
Public Works to expend $350,000 yearly to pro- 
tect the Croton water shed by the condemnation 
of abutting land. Ninety-three votes were cast 
for the bill and only one, Ryder, (Dem., West- 


cheater,) against it. 

The second bill is Gov. Flower’s, to reform the 
executive management in State hospitals, in- 
troduced by Mr. Quigley, (Dem., Kings.) It 
provides that on Oct. 1, 1893, a tax of one-third 
of a mill shall be assessed on each dollar of real 
and personal property of this State subject to 
taxation for the care. medical treatment, cloth- 
img, and support of the insane poor in State 
hospitals, the payment of salaries, employe’s 
ae 9 and ordinary and incidental repairs to 
the State hospitals. 

The Medical Superintendent of each of the 
State asylums is ordered to tile with the State 
Commission in Lunacy monthly duplicate esti- 
mates in minute detail of the expenses for the 
insane poor confined in the hospitals. The com- 
mission is empowered to revise these estimates, 
either as to quantity of supplies or prices to be 
paid, and shall certify that they have been ex- 
amined, and shall theu present the certificate to 
the State Controller, who shall authorize the 
Superintendent to make his draft on the State 
Treasurer for the sum certified. The Superin- 
tendent is further directed to report to the Con- 
troller the banks in which he keeps the State 
funds apd the amounts deposited, and once a 
month he shall report a full and perfect state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures. 

The State Commissioners in Lunacy are dl- 
rected to return inmates of State hospitals who 
have been found to be aliens or residents of 
other States to the countries or States to which 
they belong.

CHICAGO, March 8.—A special to the News 
from Washingtonsays: “There is considerable 
excitement among World’s Fair people in Wash- 
ington over a development yesterday.

A CASE OF MOTHER-IN-LAW 


——S——— 
HOW MRS. PERHAM LOST HEE 
HUSBAND’S HEART, 


DIVORCE PROCEEDING THAT CONCERNS 
A NEW-HAMPSHIRE LAWYER—THE 
STORY TOLD IN EPISTOLARY FORM— 
LOVE THAT CAME AT SIGHT AXD 
DIED ALMOST AS QUICKLY. 


George F. Perham and his rich mother were 
shown up in an unfavorable light yesterday be- 
fore Judge Ingrabam of the Supreme Court. 
Frank J. Keller, representing Mr. Perham’s 
wife, applied for an order permitting him to 
serve the husband with a divorce suit summons 
by publication. 

Mr. Perham, it seems, is o lawyer, with as 
much practice as he cares for at his home in 
Nashua, N. H. He lives with his mother, Sarah 
Perham, who is said to be worth about $3800,- 
000. Last Summer the son met Miss Alice 
Rosina Ross at Worcester, Mass., where she was 
visiting. Miss Ross’s home at that time was in 
Montreal, but within the past year her father, 
Thomas Ross, a commission merchant, has 
taken up his residence in this olty, and she now 
lives here with him. 

Almost as s00n as he was introduced to Miss 
Ross Mr. Perham began to pay her pronounced 
attentions, and in a short time he proposed a 
secret marriage. She declined, but later, when 
he followed her to New-York, she consented. 
They ran away and were married on Sept. 1, 
1892, by the Rev. Jesse F. Forbes of the Adams 
Memorial Church. 

Miss Ross was a Catholic and her husband a 
Protestant, and this difference in religion is 
apparently responsible for much of the subse- 
quent trouble. At any rate, Mr. Perham, ac 
cording to his wife's story, deserted Mra. Per- 
ham in October at the Gilsey House, where they 
had been living since their marriage. He re- 
turned to his mother, and his wife now charges 
him with improper acts committed in Nashua, 
Boston, and this city, between the time he left 
her and Feb. 1. 

The atory of their marriage and parting is best 
told in a number of letters written to Mre. Per- 
ham by her husband and his mother. These let- 


ters are attached to the papers in the case, and 
make most interesting reading. 

Five days before the wedding Mr. Perham 
‘wrote from Nashua, where he was staying with 
his mother: 

Tell my mother you love me dearly and that no 
money question will be entered into. bon't give her 
your address. She asked me if ther@ was pros- 
pect of your having an allowance. You see, she is a 
proud woman, but one of the beat of mothers. 

I inclose ring to see if it fits. If it suits you, 
well and good. th lots of love and a great big 
kise, I am your loving GEORGE. 


fter the wedding Mr. Perham sent his motb- 
ef a copy of his marriage certificate, beautifully 
engrossed and liberally sprinkled over with Bib- 
lical quotations. The young wife also sent a 
dutiful letter to her mother-in-law. ~ 
But the elder Mrs. Perham was not to be won 
over so easily, and, it is alleged, kept at her son 
until she induced him to come to her in Nashua 
and leave his wife bebind. Then she wrote to 
her daughter-in-law: 


“I feel thatI have been greatly imposed upon, 
and resent strongly the recent attempt to force an 
entrance into  f amily. My precious home is my 
own to dispose of as I desire. Myson says he is not 
going to the Catholic ceremony tn Montreal, 80 you 
need not prepare your trousseau. 

** You determined to secure my son first, and then 
trust to obtain my forgiveness, as the story books 
and novelists say, Unfortunately for you the story 
ends badly.” 


The ‘‘Catholic ceremony in Montreal” has 
reference to a promise made by Mr. Perham to 
bave a second marriage performed at his bride’s 
former home. Apparently the son fell in easily 
with his mother’s ideas, for on Deo. 12 last he 
wrote from Nashua: 


“ My mother would not have you here. She would 
close the house and go away first. You know how I 
amonthe question of children, and that will only 
make matters worse.

PRESIDENT DANA WANTS TO KNOW.

PLANS OF MUSEUM TRUSTEES MUST GO 
TO THE PARK BOARD. 





Corporation Counsel Clark yesterday received 
a letter from President Paul Dana of the Park 
Board in reference to the plans which have been 
adopted by the Trustees of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History for the proposed addi- 
tion to the building of that institution. 

President Dana wanted to know whether the 
fact that Chapter 423 of the Laws of 1892 em- 
powered the Trustees of the Museum to select 
an architect to draw the plans for the addition, 
thereby limiting the powers of the Park Board 
so that the latter could neither criticise nor re- 
ject the plans in question. President Dana 
asked Mr. Clark, further, whether there was any 
limit to the Park Department's power of veto. 

The Corporation Coungel bas not yet answered 
Mr. Dana’s communication, but it was learned 
yesterday at Mr. Clark’s office that the law to 
which Mr. Dana refers is there regarded as giv- 
ing the Park Board the full power to criticise 
and reject any plans for the addition which the 
Trustees of the Museum may adopt. 

The law expressly says that any plans which 
the museum Trustees adopt shall be submitted 
to the Park Board for its approval. 

President Dana is said to be the only member 
of the Park Board opposed to the plans of the 
ere Trustees for the addition to their build-

A TRAIN FROM ENGLAND 


ee 
BROUGHT FROM LIVERPOOL ON 
BOARD THE RUNIC, 


“THE ENGLISH LOCOMOTIVE AND COACHES 
WILL BE EXHIBITED AT THE CHI- 
CAGO WORLD’s FAIR—THEY ARE 
BOTH OF THE LATSST STYLE OF 
EUROPEAN CONSTRUCTION. 


An opportunity will be given at the World’s 
"Fair at Chicago to compare the European rail- 
Way system’ with that of this country. The 
White Star steamship Runic, which arrived yes- 
terday at this port from Liverpool, brought on 
ite spar deck and in its hold an English railway 
train consisting of a locomotive and two pas- 
senger cars, belonging, with other things, to the 
exhibit which the famous London and North- 
western Railway Company of England proposes 
to make at Chicago. 

The locomotive engine, named “ Queen Em- 
press,” is of the celebrated Webb compound 
type, weighing, fully equipped with tender and 
fuel, about eighty tons, andis capable of mak- 
ninety-oda miles an hour with an ordinary pas- 
senger train on its own railway. It is of the 
latest and highest product of the works of the 
London and Northwestern Company at Crewe, 
England, and is one of the largest and heaviest 
engines used in Great Britain, Its four driving 
wheels—two on each side—measure 7 feet and 6 
inches in diameter. 

The two carriages are representatives of the 
more modern English railway coach They 
are known as saloon vestibule cars, one a day 
oar, the other a night car. The entrance to the 
oars is from the sides instead of the ends, 
Although communication may be had through 
the vestibule doors at the ends, there are no 
steps or platforms at the ends further than 
necessary to pass from one car to the other. 

The interior arrangement of the night car, in 
partioular, is different from the American sleep- 
ing car. The English sleeper is equipped with 
staterooms in lieu of the ourtained berths. 
Within the staterooms, which are of sizes to 
suit two or more porsons, are lavatories. All the 
staterooms accommodate fourteen passengers. 
They are entered from a corridor on one side 
only, instead of in the middle of the oar, so that 


there is ample room for dressing, and no neces- 
sity for going to the ends of the car for a lava- 


tory. 

The English day car also differs somewhat 
from Loge American parlor car in having more 
private apartments for those who wish to re- 
pose upon sofas during a journey, by day as 
well as by night. 

The day oarriage of the train is known as a 
composite coach, divided into compartments 
for first, second, and third-class passengers, and 
capable of carrying thirty-two persons. These 
cars are, of course, not so long or commodious 
as the American parlor and sleeping cars, being 
only 42 feet long and weighing but twenty-three 
tons. Bothcars are painted in the uniform 
manner adupted for its carriages by the Lon- 
don and Northwestern—a chocolate color up to 
the aills of the windows, and above that, white. 
The lettering is of gold on the polished white 
paint, presenting a rich and clegant appear- 
an 


ce. 

The train is consigned to Mr. C. A. Barattoni 
of this city, agent in this country for the Lon- 
don and Northwestern Railway, and under his 
supervision to-day or to-morrow the locomo- 
tive and oars will be hoisted out of the steam- 
ship by a huge crane borrowed from the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, placed upon floats belonging to 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Kail- 
road, and towed to Sixtieth Street, on the North 
River, where they will be landed on the New- 
York Central tracks ready for the journey to 
Chicago. 

Along with the train several other exhibits of 
the English railway company will be sent to 
Chicago. The most important of these is an 
exact repreduction of the little old locomotive 
** Rocket,” the first successful railway engine 
built by George Stephenson, and first operated 
on the Liverpool and Manchester Railway in 
1829. Another is a model of one of the engines 
in operatioi on the Northwestern named 
“ Dreadnaught.” 

It is expected that the exhibit will be roady 
to start for Chicago next Sunday morning, when 
a train of freight cars will be made up by the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Kailroada, 
to which will be attached the Northwestern 
locomotive and cara. On the return from Chi- 
cago at the close of the exposition it is the in- 
tention of the officials of the English road, 
eight in number, to make up their own train, 
and drawn by the “ Queen Empress’”’ under her 
own steam to show the Yankees how fast she 
can fly to New-York. The engineer in charge, 
George R. Chesworth of England, says the 
‘“* Queen Empress” can do it at the rate of 100 
miles an hour. 

The cost of the Northwestern’s exhipit at 
Chicago is about $50,000. It will ocoupy 2,800 
square feet of space at the exposition, and it is 
expected to be one of the leading and attractive 
features of the World’s Fair.

SHE DID, NOT PAY HER DRESSMAKER 
FROM HER ALLOWANCE. 


Mrs. Bolla Curtis of 435 West Twenty-third 
Street got a judicial hauling over the coals yes- 
terday.

SHAKEN BY AN EARTHQUAKE, 
— 


NO DAMAGE DONE IN THIS CITY, BUT 
MANY FELT THE SHOCK. 


There was an earthquake shock in this city 
and vicinity early yesterday morning. A great 
many people didn’t notice it, put there were 
many here and on Long Island who distinotly 
felt the shook, and heard the rumbling sound 
that accompanied it. 

The statements of those who did notice it 
agree in placing the time at about 12:30 A. M. 
or a little after. 

Mr. Edmund J. Tinsdale, who lives at 67 
Bank Street, distinotly felt the shook and heard 
the rumbling. He points to his cat as a witness 
who would, if she could, give corroborative ev- 
idence. Mr. Tinsdale is a member of the Repub- 
lioan Lincoln Club of the Ninth Ward. He had 
spent the evening at that club and at neighbor- 
ing clubs. He returned home after midnight 
and sat down to read. 

About 12:30 he felt the house rocking back- 
ward and forward, north and south, and then 
there was a loud rumbling noise. 

Mr. Tinsdale was startled. His big black cat, 
whieh had been lying quietly on the floor, waa 
also startled. She jumped up, with her hair 
standing on end and tail erect. Then she yowled 
loudly and executed a series of capers. Feeling 
no further shook, Mr. Tinsdale got over being 
startled. But the cat was nervous for two 
hours. 

A gentleman who lives near Union Square was 
athome between midnight andl o’clock. He 
heard a tumbling noise, as though a building 
had fallen. He went out, but could not see any- 
thing wrong. All the buildings were standing 
as usual, the sky was clear, and the stars were 
shining. His dog was badly frightened. 

Roger Harrison, the night engineer in the 
Arsenal in Central Park, said that at about 12:30 
o’clock he was having a quiet chat with the 
night watchman, Mr. Donohue. Suddenly the 
building began torock. Mr. Harrison and Mr. 
Donohue hurried out of doors. 

Mr. Kniven, who is a messenger employed at 
the Observatory, felt the earthquake, too. Mr. 
Kniven lives at Willis Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-seventh Street. He isan old 
Californian, and he grew so accustomed to 
earthquakes out there that he can immediately 
tellone. He was asleep and his bed was shaken 
with sufficient violence to awaken him. As he 
jumped out of bed the floor was swaying to and 
fro and he heard the loud rumbling sound. 

The elephant keeper in Central Park also felt 
the earthquake. 

Prot. Draper of the Central Park Meteorolog- 
ical Bureau, however, said that he did not no- 
tloe the earthquake. He was asleep. 

The Professor said, however, that there were 
slight earthquakes every year in New-York and 
in Westohester County, caused by the contrac- 
tion and expansion of the granite strata in the 
underlying limestone rock. In this section, he 
said, the granite ran northeast and southwest. 
The expansion and contraction of the granite 
upon the underlying limestone, he believed, 
ae both the vibration and the rumbling 
noise. 

The night man in the Weather Bureau on the 
top of the Equitable Building did not feel any 
disturbance. Forecaster Dunn, however, was 
sure that an carthquake had taken place. 

Many persens who live on the west side of 
Central Park were awakened. Residents at the 
Dakota and Nevada flats were considerably 
frightened by the rumbling and vibration. 

At Police Headquarters reports were received 
about the earthquake from all stations above 
Houston Street. Many of the policemen im- 
agined that it was an explosion until] later in 
the day, when they heard reports similar to 
those that they had themselves turned in. 

The last time that an earthquake was noticed 
in New-York was on Sunday afternoon, Aug. 10, 
1884. About noon the barometer marked 30.14 
inches, and it kept falling rapidly, until at 2 
o’clock it had falien to 30.082 inohes. At 
2:06:50 o’olook, New-York time, a sharp earth- 
quake shock passed through the city and caused 
even the most substantial buildings to tremble. 


STRONG ON LONG ISLAND. 


HOUSES ROCKED VIOLENTLY IN THE 


VICINITY OF ASTORIA. 


Lone ISLAND City, March 8.—The earthquake 
shock last night was strong on Long Island, 
especially in LongIsland City. It reached Long 
Island City at precisely 12:30. Those persons 
who were out of doors hearda dull booming, 
which seemed to come nearer like a wave of 
sound from some far-off, heavy explosion. 

Simultaneously there was a strong vibration 
felt underfoot, lasting for two or three seconds. 
The vibrations apparently traveled from north 
to south, and in the brief visit furnished an ex- 
citing moment. 

In the Astoria section of Long Island City 
many houses rocked violently, throwing down 
china and bric-a-brac and shaking pictures 
from the walls. Windows rattled and oracks 
started in the plaster of the rooms. 

The.occupants of houses all over the oity hur- 
riedly threw up windows and looked out for 
what each thought must be some accident in 
the neighborhood. 

The shook was plainly felt ten miles in the in- 
terior of Long Island. Jamaica, Flushing, Col- 
lege Point, Richmond Hill, Garden City, and 
allthe neighboring towns report having felt it 
distinotly, and in these places, as eleewhere, the 
——— formed was that a great explosion 
had ocourred. 

Because of the strata of rock underlying Long 
Island City and Astoria, these points seem to 
have felt the shook most strongly.

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PRISON REFORM DEMANDED 
GENERAL DELIVERY FRUSTRATED 
AT CHARLESTOWN. 


ALL THE PRISONERS WERE ARMED— 
GOV. RUSSELL TOOK OHARGE IN 
PERSON YESTERDAY AND ORDERED 
A SBARCH FOR REVOLVERS—GEN. 


BRIDGES MADE WARDEN. 


Boston, March 8.—Deputy Warden Huckins 
of the State prison received information from 
one of the prisoners yesterday morning that an 
attempt was to be made by a number of the 
more desperate prisoners to escape yesterday 
afternoon. 

The escape was to be made from the roof of 
the shoe shop, at the extreme end of the yard, 
by means ofa plank with which a short space 
petween the roof and the prison wall could be 
easily spanned. 

According to the Warden’s informant, the at- 
tempt was to be made about mid-afternoon. A 
gang of men was to rush from the shoe shop 
and begin a fusillade of stones, bricks, snow- 
Dalla, or anything that they could lay hands on 
on the officers at a short distance from the 
lower shoeshop. Here are employed some of 
the most unruly men in the prison. 

When the attention of the officers was thus 
attracted,a selected number of the most desper- 
ate of the leaders were to dash to the back of 
the shoe shop. These men, in the noise and ex- 
eitement, were to shoot down Officer Ramsdell, 
n charge of that section of the wall, and lay the 
plank, which had already been placed there 
convenient for their purpose. Then they; were 
to give the signal yell, drop over the wall and 
run. 

The other. convicts would then leave the at- 
tack in front, and, pretending to retreatinto the 
shops, dash ap the shoe-shop stairs and across 
the plank. A number who had revolvers in 
their possession had declared that they would 
shoot down every officer who appeared against 
them or was in sizht on the walls, but car 
tridges were © bessved to take:the lives of any 
person who should attempt to intercept them 
outside. 

It waseaid that one well-known criminal, who 


has figured prominently on several occasions of 
trouble, swore that before he left the yard he 
would take the life of one of the against 
whom he held a grudge. 

Nearly every man was provided with some 
kind of weapon and arrangements bad been 
made for securing clothing to disguise them- 
selves. The plot was /oarefully prepared in 
every detail,and the men were carefully as- 
signed for the various parte and threatened 
with death if they faltered. 

The Deputy Warden, —— receiving this infor- 
mation, immediately laid his plans to frustrate 
the plot. All the other officers were quictly 
notified and arrangements mgde to capture the 
leaders at the inception of tii& outbreak. The 
leaders of the proposed break evidently got 
wind of the fact that their plans had been given 
away. ag could be seen by a close watch of the 
action of the suspected men, and they gave up 
or perhaps postponed their game. 

But the disappointment was too much to en- 
dure quietly, aud when at night the men were 
marched to their cells an uproar such as the 

lace has not known since tle night that Gold- 

was recaptured and brought back after his 
escape through the sewer, went up from the 
granite walla 

The men had eridently heard of the criticism 
of favors granted them, made by Officer Hyde, 
for high above the discordant screams and 
2 a coult be heard curses and epithets on that 
officer. 

Mr. Hyde said last evening: “The conduct of 
the prisoners is simply nam gene and the 
more I watch them the morelI am inolined to 
think that the estimate of seventy-five revol- 
vers in their possession is asmall one. Only a 
few days ago two dozen weapons were taken 
from the chest of one notorious prisoner, who 
would think nothing of pulling the trigger if he 
eould thereby gain his seemy 

“Revolvers are brought in in all sorts of ways, 
two being taken trom a ton of coal that was 
being dumped only day before yesterday. They 
have, in fact, become articles of commerce, the 
convicts declaring that a twenty-dollar bill only 
is necessary to produce one within three Bours. 
Where the leak is I cannot say. 

“The revolvers are for the most part un- 
doubtedly concealed in the chests which the 
men have in their cells, and all of which have 
private looks, the Y ww anges’ always retaining 
the keys. Now and then, when a man’s actions 
become suspicious, his chest is searched, but 
even that is done only at rare intervals. Month 
by month and year by year discipline has van- 
ished from the place. The men enjoy a change 
orf Wardens, for it usually results in extra priy- 


eges. 

“* We have the upper hand here’ is the confi- 
dent and brazen defiance shown in the watch- 
men’s faces, ‘and if you ever attempt to intro- 
a | discipline here again there will be blood- 

© 


“These are not whispered threats, by any 
means. The men now have gas till 9 o’clock, an 
hour longer than under the o)d régime. Talking 
goes on at all hours among the men. When the 
prisoners want any privilege they merely kiok 
up a rumpus and shout until they get it. Whatis 
needed here is some one who can put a stop to 
the plonicking going on and one who will pre- 
serve discipline, despite the cries of siekly sen- 
timentalists who call the prisoners poor unfort- 
nnates and attempt to fill the cells with flow- 
ere.” 

Although Mr. Hyde is the only prison officer 
who talks, the others almost without exception 
admit that whathe says is true. But as one 
watohman says: “I have too much respect for 
———- to say anything about the matter.” 

atters reached a crisis at the prison to-day. 
The surprising developments made as to the 
atate of discipline existing at the inatitution, 
and the myster‘vus rumors of a revolt by the 
convicts, aroused the conviction in Gov. Rus- 
sell that something must be done and done 
promptly. 

He arrived at this conclusion early in the 
morning, and notified Deputy Warden Huckins 
by telegram from Cambridge that he was com- 
ing in person to the prison, and at 9 o’clock the 
Governor arrived. is secretary, Mr. Roads, 
was with him. The Governor practically took 
charge of the institution, and his orders were 
peremptory and to the point. 

Nota single prisoner was allowed to leave his 
eell. The shops were idle and the machinery 
shut down © more work will be done until 
the prison shall have been searched with tne 
utmost thoroughness and every weapon and 
eontraband article confiscated. 

On arriving at the prison the Governor imme- 
diately had a private interview with the Depu- 
y Warden. Neither the Governor nor Mr. 

uckins would tell what was said. Afterward 
Gov. Russell met the other officers of the prison. 
He told them to be vigilant in their duty, and 
that the Commonwealth was bebind them. 

The search for concealed weapons was be 
in the shops and yards, which will be thor-~ 
oughly overhauled before the cells and the men 
are examined. No overseer or inspector for the 
contractors will be allowed in the prison during 
the search, which will take about six days. 
Meantime no work will be done, and each pris- 
oner will be keptin his cell except when the. 
cell is being searched. 

There was no disturbance in the prison or any 
howling by the men this morning. At noon, 
when the relief went to dinner, there was a 
slight outbreak. Yells proceeded from the 
éeils, accompanied by the banging of tin dip- 
ie on the iron gratings. This demonstration 

as quickly quieted. 

The decisive action by the Governor seems to 
have cowed the prisoners. Authority has been 
re-established, temporarily at least, and there 
goems to be bo immediate danger of an out- 
break. The convicts were taken by surprise 
and their plots are in abeyance.

While an appeal 
‘was pending “‘ Lucky Joe” grew sick in jail, and 
became worse until his life wasdespaired of He 
was attended by the county doctor, who finally 
pronounced him dead. 

He wae prepared for burial and laid in a cof- 
‘fin. Atnight alight was put in the room, the 
door was locked, and the supposed corpse was 
left without watchers. The next day, when the 


Bheriff and his assistants went into oarry out 
the remains for interment, the casket was empty 
and ‘‘ Lucky Joe” could not be found. 

It was found that the supposed dead man was 
aaa oe for Tennessee. Knowing that he 
would pursued, “Luoky Joe” took another 
horse without leave of the owner in order to fa- 
ollitate his escape. The feeling against him was 
80 great that a plot was made to catch bim and 
bring him back. His family resided in Ashe 
County, and after persistent watching of the 
mails he was run down in Tenvessee. He was 
brought back and lodged in Yadkin County Jail. 

Hie appeal was overruled. and he was sen- 
tenced to ten years in the penitentiary. He had 
saved some money, and made the most strenu- 
ous efforts to secure Executive clemency, but 
without avall. He served eight years and six 
months, and gained one year and six months by 
good behavior. 

“Lucky Joe” served all through the war 
under Gen. Stoneman and wae a brave and 
faithful soldier. His bad conduct after the war 
Was due to vicious associates and excessive use 
of liquor. While in prison he made applic; tion 
for a pension, which was granted, wit 000 
back pay. This money he deposited in the sav- 
ings bank at Raleigh, where it now is. 





A STATE BANK LAW, 


—_—>—_—— 
PASSED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA LEG- 
ISLATURE BEFORE ADJOURNING. 


RALEIGH, N. C.,] March 8.—The Legislature, 
before ite adjournment, passed a State banking 
law in anticipation of the repeal of the 10 per 
cent. tax on the issues of State banks. It con- 
sists of ninety-six sections, and is full and com- 
prehensive, 

It provides for a banking department with an 
officer known as controller as chief, who shall 
be appointed by the Governor for four years at 
a salary of $3,000 per year. All the parapher- 
nalia of a department of the State Government 
is provided for. The basis for the issue of bank 
notes is the 4 per cent. bonds of the State, 
United States bonds, and “‘ coupon notes to run 


for notless than five years, secured by mort- 
gage on productive unincumbered real prop- 
erty assessed for taxation 100 per cent. more 
than the amount of the subscription in such 
coupon notes.” It is also provides that $4,000,- 
000 of * banking bonds” running for fifty years 
and bearing 4 per cent. interest shall be is- 
sued by the State Treasurer, aud the Treasurer 
is authorized to subscribe for the State for one- 
third of the stock in each bank that may be or- 
ganized under this actin the ** banking bonds,’’ 
and the State is liable in case of the failure of 
any bank to double the amount of ite stock so 
subscribed. This will make the bonded debt of 
the State larger than now by $4,000,000, and in 
the event of disaster the State will be liable for 
$4,000,000 more. 

A tax on circulation and deposits is provided 
ofone-half of 1 per cent. on the circulation 
when the notes are delivered, and on thy lst 
day of April and October one-quarter of | per 
cent. shall be paid on the notes in ciroulation 
and on deposits. Provision is also made for the 
change of navional banks into State banks. Not 
more than one-third in ciroulating noves shall 
be issued on the coupon land notes. 





THREE MORE GUNBOATS.

SECRETARY OF THE NAVY TO NAME

; WASHINGTON, March 8.—The navy gets three 
‘gunboats as the result of the conference on the 
Naval Appropriation bil.

“The gunboats are to be abont 1,200 tons dis- 
‘ placement each, and to cost, exclusive of arma- 
ment, within $400,000 each. The Secretary of 
,the Navy is to prescribe the conditions of the

- hour must be attained. A premium of $1,000 
will be offered for every quarter knot of speed 
exhibited above the required seventeen knots, 
and a penalty is to be exacted of $10,000 for 
every quarter knot of speed that the vessel 
-faile of reaching the guaranteed rate. 

The Secretary of the Navy is prohibited from 
receiving bids from any party not provided 
with a ~. Bary suitable to do the work. In the 
event of the Secretary being unable to contract 
at reasonable prices for the building of these 
vessels, he is authorized to build the boats at

WESTERN UNION’S PRESIDENT.

GEN. THOMAS T. ECKERT ELECTED TO 
SUCCEED DR. GREEN. 


Gen. Thomas T. Eckert was elected President 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company at 
the meeting of the Directors yesterday. The 
announcement had been expected, for it was 
practically arranged soon after Dr. Norvin 
Green’s death that Gen. Hokert should have 
the place” : 

The only effect of the election down town was 
to recall the fact that when Gen. Eokert was an 
operator he led one of the largest strikes that 
the Western Union ever had to fight. He al- 
ways showed an indenendent spirit, even after 
he had risen from the ranks, for while enjoying 
the favor of his company and on the road to 
promotion he quit the company to join the At- 
lantio and Pacific Company. In this step, how- 


ever, he was led by Jay Gould, who greatly 
admired his talents and employed them in the 
warfare conducted against tne Western Union, 
both by means of the Atiantio and Pacitic and 
the American Union. 

Gen. Eckert was Mr. Gould’s President in 
both companies, and the rate wars which he di- 
rected brought about the consolidation of rival 
interests. and finally the Gould supremacy in 
Western Union. After thie was accomplished 
Gen. Eckert became General M r of the 
Western Union and Mr. Gould’s chief reliance 
in the practical management of the company. 
The new President is to continue as eral 
Manager, the old place ceasing to exist as 4 
—— office. 


Eckert has had thorough training in tele 


graphio work. In 1849, when but twenty- 
tour years old, became Postmaster at 
Worcester, Obio, and learned to use a tele- 

Ta at that time, sn instrument having 
Goon pl in the Post Office. He took charge in 
1852 of the construction of a line of telegraph 
from Pittsburg to Chicago for the Union Tele- 
graph Company, which rward became part 
of the Western Unionsystem. At the outbreak 
of the war he was placed in charge of the tele- 
graphic service at Gen. MoOCjellan’s yy 74 
ters, from which he was transferred to the War 
Department. He was one of the men appointed 
to meet the Confederate Commissioners at City 
Point in 1865. 

By this time, through successive promotions, 
Gen. Eckert had won a brevet as Brigadier 
General. He was appointed Assistant Secretary 
of War in 1866 and resigned that position to be- 
come General Manager of the Eastern Division 
of the Western Union Company. He took the 
Presidency of the Atlantic and Pacific in 1875, 
and of the American Union in 1880.

BECOND PART. 

Can there be the smallest doubt that if pre- 
‘tective duties = repealed and the tariff 
brought down to the level of 1860, American 
farmers and planters would find new customers 
in Europe to the full extent of $800,000,000 
every year! There is none. Mr. Rusk, the pres- 
ent Secretary of Agriculture, has offici stat- 
ed that there are 150,000,000 ple in Europe 
who never eat wheaten bre Other protec- 
tionist orators have rted, truly enough, 
that more than 150,000,000 Euro 6 never 
eat meat more than twice a week. Probably 
50,000,000 do not eat a piece of meat worthy of 
the name more than twice a month. 

Is this because these poor people do not want 
bread and meat! Not at all. Nine-tenths of 
them would be glad of all which they could get. 
They are hindered onl vy their peverty; and 
their poverty is cau only by their inability 
to find customers for the things which the 
produce. Open markets for their products, an 
they will furnish boundless: markets for Amer 
ioan productions. 

What would be the effect of such an increased 
demand Hoe the prices of farm products! The 
principal farm i exports for 1890 con- 
sisted (in round numbers) of oA goa me 
000,000; live oattle, $83,000,000; breadstuffs, 
$155,000,000; cotton .000,000, and to- 
bacco, $25,000,000. Upon the whole, the first 
three may wellibe oalled Northern products 
and the last two Southern. Northern farm ex- 
porte were therefore worth has Cate and 

uthern $276;000,000; total, 000,000. 
An addition of $800,000,000 to this amount, 
which is easily within the grasp of the farmers, 
would far more than double their presentexport 
trade. It would mean new purchasers for $432,- 
000,000 of Northern and for $368,000,0 of 
Southern agricultural products. It would mean 
a@ pew market for 6,500,000 bales of cotton, 
150,000,000 bushels of wheat, 130,000,000 
bushels of corn, and 2,600,000,000 pounds of 
provisions, 

Can there be the slightest doubt as to what 
would be the effect upon yetews of farm prod- 
ucts of such a new demand as this? Can there 
be any doubt as to the depression in prices 
which must ensue from the exclusion of such a 
demand? 

But here aword of caution becomes neces- 
sary. It would be impossible for American 
farmers and planters to supply such a new de- 
mand if it camesuddenly upon them. It would bes 
equally impossible for Kuropeans to meet & sud- 
den demand for $1,000,000,000 worth of their 
productions. These tigures only represent what 
might have been, and ought to have been, and 
what can be brought about within five or six 
years under a low tariff like that of 1860. But 
what could fairly be expected within one year 
after the adoption of such a tariff ! 

We have the light of experience to inform us. 
In July, 1846, the Walker tariff was adopted 
reducing protective taxes to a maximum of 36 
per cent. Within one year our exports of do- 
mestio produce alone increased from $101,718,- 
000 to $150,574,000, or 50 per cent. The wars 
and famines of Europe in the three following 
years, which Mr. Blaine pretends increased our 
prosperity, actually cut down our exports for 
tbose three years, still leaving them over one- 
third larger than they had ever been under “ the 
beneficent Whig tariff of 1842.” Then they 
rapidly rose again and showed an advance of 
about 100 per cent. over the protective years. 
Let us, therefore, assume the very moderate 
figure of 40 per cent. increase for the first year 
of low tariffs, with a steady rise in each year, 
until an advance of 100 per cent. is attained, as 
it was in five years after the tariff of 1846. 
This would make the inorease for the successive 
years 40, 55, 70, 85, and 100 per cent. 

Upon this really timid estimate, the increased 
demand for our farm products would be worth 
$240,000,000 in the first year, $330,000,000 in 
the second, $420,000,000 in the third, $510,- 
000,000 in the fourth, and $600,000,000 in the’ 
fifth. It would provide a market for 2,400,000 
additiopal bales of cotton in the first year, 
3,300,000 in the second, 4,200,000 in the third, 
5,000,000 in the fourth, and 6,000,000 in the 
fifth, all in addition to the present cotton export 
of about 6,000,000 bales. ' 

Such a demand would raise the price of cotton 
more than 2 cents a pound in the tirst year, in 
the face of the largest crop which could be 
grown. It would raise the price of wheat per- 
manently by 15 or 20 cents a bushel, and corn 
10 to 15 cents. 

History proves that this has always been 
done under reduced tariffs. Under the pro- 
tective tariffof 1842 wheat averaged $1.02 a 
bushel, corn 57 cents, and cotton 61% cents a 
pound. Inthe first yoar of the Walker tariif 
wheat averaged $1.36, corn 85, and cotton 10 
cents. For fourteen Years an advance over 
high-tariff prices was sustained, to the extent 
of fully 30 cents on wheat, 17 cents on corn, and 
2 or 3 cents on cotton. Indeed, during the larger 
part of that period the increase in the prices of 
agricultural products was even greater than 
this, amounting to more than 4 cents a pound 
on cotton and 50 cents on wheat, 

These figures are taken from strictly official 
doouments, principally the report of the Seore- 
tary of the Treasury, in 1863, under the Lincoln 
Administration. They are compiled in con- 
venient form by Mr. William M. Grosvenor, 
now one of the chief editors of the 7ridune, ina 
book published by him about twenty years ago, 
— it is from his book that I quote the average 
prices. 

The actual experience of the pest thus demon- 
strates the perfect soundness of the theory upon 
which are based these predictions for the fut- 
ure; and the same past experience amply suf- 
fices to refute the only answer which could be 
attempted by «ny rational man to the foregoing 
statement. That answer, however, I will now 
consider upon its merits. it is simply this, that 
the additional imports of $800,000,000 worth of 
manufactures from abroad would mean the dis- 

placement of a similar production at home, and, 
therefore, that the farmers would be deprived 

of atleast as much custom at home as they 

a gain abroad by such a reduction in the 
ar 

The short and conclusive refutation of this 
plea is that the entire manufacturing popula- 
tion of the United States, protected and unpro- 
tected, did not consume nearly as much of the 
farmers’ and planters’ products in the year 
1880 as was exported to foreign countries. As 
the protected part of the manufactures did not 
exceed one-fifth of the whole, it is evident that 
the protected manufacturers and their work- 
meu did not consume one-fifth of the amount 
taken by foreigners, even under our high tariff. 

This pretense may be conclusively refuted in 
still another manner. Suppose that it were 
true that $800,000,000 worth of domestic man- 
ufactures would be displaced by the foreign im- 
ports of that amount, still all the census sttis- 
tics, not merely for 1880, but for every j ..ud, 
show that only about one-half of the . mount 
produced in manufactures is paid out in wages 
of any kind whatever. The farmers cannot live 
upon the purchases of a few millowners. They 
lnust depend upon the consumption of the 
workmen. Now, these workmen would, all told, 
have only $400,000,000 to spend. It has been 
proved that in this country only 40 per cent. of 
the average workman’s inoome is apent upon 
food, and not all of this, by any means, would 
go to the Amerioan farmers. 

Suppose, however, that is all did, still the 
purobases made from American farmers b 
American workmen employed in peoteeted 
manufactures would amount only to $160,000,- 
000, in place of the $800,000,000 which it has 
already been shown would go without deduc- 
tion into the farmers’ pookets. American farm- 
ers would therefore be $640,000,000 better off 
by importing $800,000,000 of manufactures 
from abroad than they would by having the 
same amount made at home. I do not say that 
this would be true about all classes of American 
producers; we are now —. simply and only 
about farmers and planters. ‘o them the for 
eign market is vastly more Valuable than any 
market which home manufacturers and their 
employes ever furnish. 

But the whole pretense that the importation 
of $800,000,000 of additional foreign manu- 
factures would displace that amount, or any 
amount, of American productions, whether in 
manufartures or anything else, is simply obild- 
ish. Foreign manufactures are imported almost 
exclusively for usein the higher branches of 
Amerivan manufactures. Seven-eighths of all 
those manufactares which MoKiuley taritts try 
to shut out consist of materials for the .manu- 
facture of the tailor, the dressmaker, the milli- 
ner, the shoemaker, the hatmaker, the furni- 
ture maker, the house builder, the railway 
bulider, the factory, the foundry, the plow mak- 
er, the wagon maker, and a thousand more 
branches of the higher forms of industry. 

In the case of iron, which has always been 
one of the most highly-protected industrics, 
the fact 1s that not so much as one-hundredth 
part of all the imports for many years hus con- 
sisted of finished products pence tor use with- 
out further handling by American manufact- 
urers. The free a of iren ore, of 
pigiron, or bar iron, of wool, of yarns, or even, if 
we went so far, of cotton and woolen cloth, 
would, in reality, only givean immense impe- 
tus to the finished manufactures of these arti- 
cles. What the American people really want is 
coats, not cloth; buildings, not merely steel 
beams to support buildings, and mush more do 
they want steel rails, rather than pigiron or 
iron ore; steel ships, rather than the plates and 
beams out of which such ships are made; hats, 
rather than wool, and shoes, rather than leather.

PAGE’S SUIT AGAINST HIM. 


A peculiar case, recently decided by the New- 
York Court of Appeals, illustrates the elastic- 
ity of the laws of this State and shows how the 
courts will try to avoid injustice by offsetting 
one technical principle of law against another. 
The plaintiffin the action was Carroll 8. Page, 
ex-Governor of Vermont, and the defendant 
Joseph Krekey, a poor pie baker of Greenpoint. 
L. L, who cannot read or write, except to sign 
his name, 

Mr. Page, at the time he was a candidate for 
Governor, bought up green hides at high rates 
from the farmers in Vermont. He sent some of 
them to B. A. Thinnes of Greenpoint. Previous-. 
ly, however, Mr. Krekey had signed a letter 
guarantecing the payment by Mr. Thinnes for 
the hides, and he also agreed that should Mr. 
Thinnes not pay for them they should be deliv- 
ered to Rose, McAlpin & Co, of this city. 

On the strength of this guarantee, it is said, 
_Mr. Page shipped to Mr. Thinnes hides valued 
at $2,122, under six contracts, pan ay | that 
in case of failure of payment the goods should 

shipped to ers & Gordon. Mr. Thinnes 
dia not pay. and Mr. Page sued Mr. Krekey on 
the guarantee for money. Mr. Krekey testi- 
fied in the trial that Mr. nes had met him 
and asked him tosign a paper which he said 
as an application for a saloon license fora 
end, % Krekey had taken twelve glasses of 
brandy and he signed the paper when intoxi- 
cated. It turned out to be the letter of guaran- 
tee upon which Mr. Page sued to recover the 
money that Mr. Thinnes owed for the hides. 

At the trial in the court below the only ques- 
tion submitted to the jury was whether Mr. 
Krekey, in signing the paper, observed due 
caution, or was chargeable with negligence. 
The jury found for Mr. P. Mr. Krekey’s 
counsel, E. W. 8. Johneton of the firm of John- 
ston & Johnston, carried the case to the Court 
of Appeals, which reversed the judgment and 
ordered a new trial 

The Court of Appeals took the ground that as 
between Mr. Thinnes and Mr. Krekey the letter 
‘would have been void, but that it was valid as 
to third persons who innocently parted with 

roperty, relying uponiti As to third parties, 

owever, the court held that the signer 
of such & paper was not liable unless he 
failed to use proper care and caution. 
The Court of Appeals, however, found that the 
letter in question contemplated a contract be- 
tween Mr. Thinnes and Mr. Page, and if it was 
not carried out the skins were to be sent to 
Rose, McAlpin & Co. In the contracts after- 
ward made between the two men the name of 
Myers & Gordon was substituted. Ag the letter 
signed by Mr. Krekey signified Rose, MoAlpin & 
Co. the contracts as made did yot come under 
-the guarantee made by Mr. Krekey, so he was 
discharged from liability, 

The main point, however, upon which the 
judgment of the lower court was reversed was 
etillanother. At the trial Mr. Krekey offered 
two witnesses to corroborate his testimony that 
he could neither read nor write. The witnesses 
were not allowed to testify, and the trial Judge 
charged that the jury had a right to disregard 
Mr. key’s testimony upon that point The 
Court of Appeals held that this question should 
not have been submitted to the jury.

If oo Peck of Wisconsin had not gone ont of 
the business of making fame and fortune out of 
his “‘ Bad Boy” stories, he would probably pay 
Phineass 8. W. Fairman ahandsome salary to 
pose asa model for his sketches. Phineass is 
the fourteen-year-old son of Gibson W. Fair- 
man, & machinery broker of 45 Dey Street, and 
‘lives with his father at 205 Columbus Avenue. 

For years past Phineass has, according to the 
stories of the neighbors, devoted his best time 
and talents to making things lively for them. 
In this*he. was aided aud abetted by a number 
‘of other youths, and that they succeeded admi- 


rably in keeping things moving along the upper 
west side was attested yesterday under oath in 
‘the City Court before Judge Newburger. 

Among the people to whom Master Fairman 
devoted himself with special care was Mrs, Ella 
Webster, a wealthy widow of 64 West Seven- 
tieth Street, who is now Mrs. Conkling. Whether 
Tt was that the opulence of Mrs. Webster, who 
owned almost the entire block of houses from 
Sixty-ninth to Beventieth Street in Columbus 
Avenue, specially roused the young gentleman’a 
resentment, or that he was opposed to her from 
cardinal principles because her deceased hus- 
band had made his money asa slaughterer of 
hogs, does not appear. Whatever the reason, 
abe stated yesterday in court thathe and his 
compatriots pursued her with the most perse- 
vering industry. 

Their favorite method of warfare was to 
bombard her and her callers with various 
forms of the lower order of animal life. Lopb- 
asters ata particularly ripe and gamy stage, 
rats, similarly conditioned, <c., were hurled at 
her front door until her friends were almost 
afraid to visit her. 

Ina voice quarering with indignation Mrs. 
Conkling told Judge Newburger yesterday that 
time and again she had been compelled to ren- 
ovate her eallers because Phineass and his fol- 
lowers had exploded an overripe lobster on the 
visitors’ garments; and then, when her maid 
would hang the olothing out to air in the back 
yard, Phineass and his friends would get on the 
fence and almost drive the maid off with lan- 
guage and actions that the witness oould hardly 
hint at 

On July 13, 1891, matters came a climax. 
Mrs. Starling, a sister of the widow, called on 
that day and had her dress ruined with a 
lobster that had been taken out of the water 
several years before, to judge from the smell 
when it went to pieces on Mrs. Starling’s gar- 
ment. Mrs. Webster went to the police court 
and had Phineass arrested. Next day, at bis 
promise to reveal the name of the ringleader of 
his gang, he was released without further prose- 
cution. 

Then Mr. Fairman, as guardian of his son, be- 

an ap action against the Widow Webster for 
$3,000 damages for false imprisonment and 
malicious arrest. This suit it was that came be- 
tore a Newburger. On the testimony the 
jury found for the defendant within two min- 
utes after they left their seats. 

Since the bringing of the suit the widow has 
forsaken her weeds, and she is now the wife of 
Theodore Conkliag, dealer in woolens at 64 and 
66 West Twenty-third Street.

A queer state of affairs ie bronght,to light by’ 
the efforts of the Boardiof Chosen” holders 
ef Union County, N. J.,to satisfy a Judgment 
for $412.48 which it holds against Edson W. 
Hubbard for his maintenance and support fora, 
period of nearly four years in the State insane. 
asylum. 

Mr. Hubbard is an ecoentrie old man,-who is 
now living in the Glenwood Hotel at South 
Beach, 8. I. He was once a traveling salesman 
for Thurber, Whyland & Co. He ueed to live in 
Brooklyn, where he married his first wife, who 
is dead. More than twenty years ago he moved 
to Rahway, N. J., and there married a widow. 
At that time there lived with him Miss &.C. 
Bhotwell, his cousin, now an aged apinster. 

Mr: Hubbard’s relations with his spinster cou- 
sin were such that bis second wife left him, and 
in 1882 he got a divorce from her on the ground 
of abandonment. Miss Shotwell continued to 
live with him in one of the largest houses in 
Rahway. She did not leaye him even when, in 
1885, he married a third wife. This wife lived 
with Mr. Hubbard but eix montha, and is now 
living in Asbury Park with her child. Miss 
Bhotwell now occupies the Rahway house witb 
George Williams, her brother-in-law, and bis 
family. 

One night in April,1897, just about the time 
that everybody in Rahway was greatly excited 
over the famous Rahway mystery, Mr. Hubbard 
jumped out of the window of his bedroom and 


was found wandering around in his night 
clothes talking about the murder. He wos 
arrested and en before a Justice, who com- 
mitted him to an insane asylum. His relatives 
did not o se the commitment. In April, 1891, 
Creswell McLaughlin, a newspaper writer, hap- 

ned to meet Mr. Hubbardin the asylum, be- 
fieved him te be sane, and suceessfuliy inter- 
ested himself in getting him released. 

When released, Mr. Hubbard started in to get: 
back from Mies Shotwell money and peonerty 
which he declared she had taken from 
This consisted of about $2,000 in savings banks, 
furniture, clothing, jewelry, and. mortgages, 
which, he said, if properly handled'during his 
incarceration, should make hima rich man, His 
confinement, he declared, had been the result 
of a conspiracy between Miss saeeees> her rel- 
atives and his, and her lawyers, C. . Arthar Co D 
and John H. Winans, to get rid of him and o 
tain possession of his property. He now shows, 
letters written to him by Mise Shotwell while | 
he was in the insane asylum in which she ad- 
dressed him affectionately and referred to his, 
“bank bookes,”’ which she seid were still in her 
possession. She said that she was “keoping 
mum,” as George Williams had threatened to 
turn her out of the house if she had any “ fur- 
ther dealings with Hubbard.” 

Mr. Hubbard's lawyers are Burr & Delacy of 
206 Broadway. They are defending him against 
the judgment of the Freeholders of Union 
County, declaring that, as he was an involun- 
tary prisoner, a board bill against him cannot 
be claimed. The law of New-Jersey says, how- 
ever, that insane patients ane pay bosrd un- 
less they are paupers. Mr. Hubbard ies further 
resisting the placing of his estate in the hands 
of a receiver, though Edwin F. Stern of this 
city bas already been appointed as receiver on 
the application of the Freeholders of Union 
County. 

Miss Shotwell herself has two suits against 
Mr. Hubbard in an effortto get the $2,000 in 
bank, which she says is hers. In fact, she telis 
@ story that differs from Mr, Hubbard’s. she 
says that when she met Mr. Hubbard she Was 

ossessed of about $20,000, which she had in- 

erited from her parents. Bhe became infatu- 
ated with Mr. Hubbard and gave him a power 
of attorney to handle her property. From ex- 
Congressman Leonard Myere of Philadelphia, 
one of the trustees of her estate, Mr. Hubbard 
received, she says, alarge sum of money, and 

oorly invested or squandered mostof it The 
g' 000 which is on deposit in the py sand 
Union Dime Savings Banks is art of that 
money, she says. She has demande it of the 
banks, but they refuse to give it up until by 
action in the Supreme Court they are ordered to 
Goso. Such actionisnowpending. The money 
is deposited by Kdson W. Hubbard as trustee 
for Bailie C. Shotwell. Mr. Hubbard’s lawyers 
expisin that by saying that Mr Hubbard and 
Miss Shotwell each made a will in favorof the 
other. 

As a counter claim to Mies Shotwell’s demand 
for the money in bank, Mr. Hubbard declares 
that she has $5,000 of his personal property. 
Miss Shotwell admits that she has some old 
furniture and other stuff that belong to him, 
and offers to give them upif the money in bank 
ia given over to her. She further says that she 
has delivered over to Mr. Hubbard almost 
everything that he left in her possession, and 
that other stuff was sold by the Sheriff partial- 
ly to satisfy the judgment of the Union County 
Freeholders. There are a great many other 
on in New-Jersey against Mr. Hubbard, 

unning back to 1870. 

An etiort was made by the Union County Free- 
holders to examine Mr. Hubbard in supple- 
mentary proceedings. Charles W. Gardner, a sey 
ehief detective of Dr. Parkhurst’s society. 
stands convicted of attempted extortion, ore & 
long and hard search to serve the papers on him. 
He finally located him in hiding in a deserted 
hotel at South Beach, but Mr. Hubbard refused 
to beserved. He escaped from the hotel in the 
night, but Gardner found him again and served 
him. He refused to obey the court, and was 
adjudged guilty of contempt.

TEACHERS FOR KINDERGARTENS. 


YOUNG WOMEN WHO PASSED THE EX- 


AMINATIONS RECOMMENDED. 


The Committee on Teachers of the Board of 
Education has recommended the appointment 
of the seven young women who passed a suc- 
cessful examination for teachers in the new 
kindergartens that are soon to be established. 
All are graduates of the Normal College, and 
five of them have taught in kindergartens and 
ere familiar with that branch of educational 
work. The successful young women are Miss 
Stella Maynz, Miss Harriet Kahn, Miss Mabel 
G. Wetherbee, Miss Lucy Knox, Mies A. Grace 
Gibson, Miss Maude KB. Young, and Miss Rosa 
Archer. 

The examination as to the qualifications for 
kindergarten work was the easiest part of the 
examinations of these young women. They 
were oe to take we such an examina 
tion as those wishing to become regular teach- 
ers are oa te undergo. Superintendent 
Jasper received applications from sixty persons 
who wished to teach. Only thirty ont of the 
sixty appeared, and when they heard,in what 
—— they were to be questioned fourteen 
withdrew, fthe sixteen remaining, only the 
seven passed who have been recommended for 
appointment by the board. 

The assignments of these teachers haye not 
been made yet, because it has not been 
definitely decided where the kindergartens will 
be. When this bas been settled upor they will 
be sent to their stations. More teachers will be 
needed, however, and others will be examined 
later in the year as to their fitmess to teach.

WOULD HAVE THE OLD OCITY,HALL 
USED FOR THE TILDEN LIBRARY. 


Mayor Gilroy yesterday came out strongly in 
favor of moving the present City Halli to Bry- 
ant Park and turning it over to the Trustees of 
the fund for the Tilden Library. There are 
now two bills in the Legislature looking to that 
end. One gives the city authorities power to 
remove the reservoir at Forty-second Street 
and Fifth Avenue and to extend Bryant Park 
over the reservoir site. The other bill author- 
izes the city authorities to remove the present 
City Hall to make way for a new municipal 
building. 

“These bills,” said Mr. Gilroy, 
duced in the isiature to draw out 
sentiment. This object has been accomp 
and the general sentiment seems to be stron gly 
in fayor of removing the present City Hall” to 
Bryant Perk, there to be used by the Trustees 
of the Tilden Library. 

“Jl am heartily in favor of the plan, and also 
in favor of amending the twe pending bills so 
as to make it obligatory on and not optional 
with the city authorities to move the City Hall 
up tewn.”
